Annual address 


Start school at age four, Fink urges

Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink will be investigating the 
possibility of having scliool start at 
age 4, he said at his annual address to 
the faculty Wednesday morning 

About 650 teachers and ad- 
ministrators listened as the 
Superintendent outlined new pro- 
grams for the educators, including 
evaluation of tenured teachers and a 
teacher center in the Education 
Center. 


Fink's plan of opening up the 
elementary schools to 4-year-olds 
came as a surprise to most of the 
those present, except the elementary 
principals with whom he has discuss- 
ed it. 

The superintendent said 
kindergarten enrollment with 5-year- 
olds has dropped from over 1500 in 
1961 to about 700 this year, and will 
drop to about 660 in two years. 

The 4-year-olds could be taken into 
kindergarten “‘at a very modest cost 
— probably less that that which would 


have been required to maintain our 
smallest elementary school with 
fewer than 100 students’ Fink said. 
The closing of Hamilton School, to 
which he referred, is expected to save 
$130,000. 

In a_ telephone conversation 
Wednesday afternoon, he elaborated 
on his plan 

“T'm talking of starting 
kindergarten at age 4. Kids have 
changed. They mature a lot faster, 
they learn things earlier than we 
previously perceived.” 


Eventually students would 
graduate from high school at age 17 
under this plan, but the superinten- 
dent said changes in program, staff- 
ing, and room requirements have to 
be further studied before any firmer 
plans are discussed. 

The superintendent of schools said 
expanding the school system to in- 
clude younger children goes along 
with his desire to break down the stan- 
dard of public education dictating 
school from ages 5 to 18. He mention- 
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Neighbors still oppose Nahanton Woods

A slightly modified proposal for a 
condominium apartment building on 
Nahanton Street near the Newton-at- 
128 office park has received exactly 
the same reaction from neighbors as 
the original proposal did a little more 
than a year ago — total opposition. 


At a public hearing before the Land 
Use Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen Wednesday night propo- 
nent Oscar Wasserman presented the 
revised plan for ‘‘Nahanton Woods” 
which would have apartments 
building, rather than in one five-story 
the 112 apartments in two six-story 
buildings in his plan of a year ago. 

Last year the Board denied the re- 
quest for a zone change and special 
permit by a 10-14 vote. Sixteen af- 
firmative votes were required. 

Wasserman would use less than 


eight acres of the 30-acre piece of land 
for the apartment development. He 
would give a permanent conservation 
easement to the city for 21 acres fron- 
ting on Nahanton Street. 

Some felt that the failure to provide 
low-income housing on the site con- 
tributed to the defeat of the proposal 
last year 

The new proposal incorporates the 
low-income housing into the develop- 
ment. 

Another flaw in the proposal last 
year, according to some opinions, was 
the lack of a foolproof way of preven- 
ting later development of the land 
with two-family houses. Wasserman 
said Wednesday night that he would 
provide a restrictive covenant to pre- 
vent such development forever. 

Wasserman will need a zone change 
to Residence E, which would permit 
two-family houses, and a special per- 
mit.

Opposition to the revised plan, as to 
the original plan, centered around the 
dangers of the increased traffic, 
preservation of the considerable 
wetlands on the property, and the 
change the development would make 
in the character of the neighborhood 

Teresa Walsh of 33 Wallace St. said 
the city will need the open space, but 
did not suggest that the city should 
buy the land. She was also concerned 
about the traffic. 

She commented on the absence of 
four members of the eight-member 
Land Use Committee and facetiously 
asked Chairman Terry Morris to 
postpone the hearing ‘until we can 
send them an invitation to be where 
they are paid to be.” 

Morris asked each opponent who 
spoke at the hearing whether he or 
she would prefer single-family houses 
on the land. About 26 single-family 
houses could be built on the property. 


Most replied that it would probably 
be economically unfeasible to build 
single houses, 

Sally Barnett, 34 Westminster Rd., 
cautioned the aldermen to make sure 
that if they grant a zone change they 
get a “fair return” for the increased 
value they are giving the owner of the 
land, and to take into consideration 
costs to the city balanced against 
taxes to be realized. 

Joseph P. Doyle, lawyer for the 
Charles River Country Club, a major 
abutter to the property, said the 
club's board of governors had asked 
him to report the club's opposition to 
the proposal. 

The country club's vupposition, 
which was not a factor last year, may 
result in 18, not 16, favorable votes be- 
ing needed for a zone change. State 
law says that if owners of more than 
20 percent of abutting land object, a 
three-fourths vote is needed.

CAMBRIDGE— Middlesex County 
Commissioner Michael 
McLaughlin said this week he will re 
main a candidate for Congress, not- 
withstanding the indictment last week 
of a former aide in an alleged scheme 
to sell county jobs. 


McLaughlin conducted a 30-minute 
press conference Wednesday at the 
Middlesex Superior Courthouse to 
assert that neither he nor his office is 
suspect in the alleged job-selling cur- 
rently under grand jury investigation. 

Last week, the court panel returned 
12 bribery indictments and 12 con- 
spiracy indictments against James H 
Bradley, 53, of Boston, a McLaughlin 
aide most recently employed as office 
manager for the three-member board 
of county commissioners. 

Named in an equal number of in- 
dictments was John T. Reinold, 48, of 
Stoneham, the operator of a food con- 
cession at the Cambridge court com- 
plex. 

Bradley, a Newton native, was also 
charged with illegally soliciting con-

on Aug. 4, but the county commis- 
sioners have yet to take action on it 
and his lawyer claims he's on 
‘medical leave."

Alderman cuts 75° 
from new tax rate 


A cut of $400,000 was made in Mayor 
Theodore Mann's  supplementry 
budget request Tuesday night that 
will save taxpayers about 75 cents on 
the tax rate, which is now expected to 
be approved by the state on Friday at 
$170.60 per thousand dollars of valua- 
tion. 

Ald. Richard McGrath made his 
move at about 1:30 a.m. Wednesday, 
when he’asked for reconsideration of 
a Board of Aldermen vote on several 
money items in the taxes to be raised 
in the current fiscal year. 

McGrath later specifically moved 
reconsideration of $300,000 for Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield payments. 

Jane Pitt, Mayor Mann's chief ad- 
ministrative officer, said Wednesday 
that the city will proceed on the basis 
of a cut of $300,000 from the mayor's 
list of needed monies rather than hold 
up the setting of the tax rate to wait 
for the Board to reconsider the mat- 
ter. 

Since the Blue Cross money is not 
due all at once, now, Pitt says the city 
will be able to get along until March 31 
on the free cash it now has — 
something over $720,000.The March 31 
date is the time when the state allows 
communities to recalculate their free- 
cash position. 

More than §2 million is expected to 
be collected by the city before March 
31. 


McGrath said Wednesday he waited 
so late in the meeting to bring up the 
matter of reducing the tax rate 
because he had expected Finance 
Committee Chairman Edward Rich- 
mond to initiate the subject. McGrath 
said he and Richmond had discussed 
the matter, and McGrath did not want 
the subject to go untouched. 

In previous years the mayor has 
always asked that a certain amount 
be appropriated from free cash 
toward keeping the tax rate down, but 
this year no such request was made. 

McGrath said he waited almost 
through the six-hour meeting for 
Richmond to bring up the subject . 
‘Then I looked around and he had 
left," McGrath said.

When Alison Carmichael's parents 
came back from Scotland last year 
with a quilt they bought for $14, she 
wanted to know why that same quilt 
would cost $40 in Boston. 

This summer she found out. 

The 20-year-old business manage- 
ment student at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology (MIT) returned 
to her native island of Great Britain 
for two months to investigate the pro- 
blems of British exporting. 

She knew MIT would not give her 
college credit for her venture, but the 
school’s Undergraduate Research Op- 
portunities Program did give her 
$1000 for her expenses, and the alumni 
association eguipped her with a list of 
British MIT graduates. ‘ 

Her original goal was to visit 
businesses that made ‘‘crafty” type 
items for export, with the idea in the 


back of her mind of somehow helping 
them with their exporting problems. 

To her surprise, the alumni con- 
tacts turned out to be more influential 
than she ever imagined, and she was 
soon warmly received at the expor- 
ting offices of Rolls Royce, British 
Rail, and Mary Quant. 

Alison lives on Otis Street in 
Newtonville, where her parents sett!- 
ed after her father became an ocean 
power engineering professor at MIT. 

She has been back home to England 
twice before, but this was her first 
voyage alone. 

Right after her flight landed in Lon- 
don, she went to the heart of British 
industry in Northern England and 
was anxious to dive into her project. 

A couple she was fortunate enough 
to meet in a hotel convinced her to 
relax for a couple of days and get used 
to the new environment. 

She took tht advice, and credits 


that first little “holiday,” the British 
word for vacation, with her peace of 
mind throughout the trip. 

In search of exporting industries, 
the polite and quiet student spent two 
weeks in Northern England, three 
weeks in Scotland, one week in Wales, 
one week in Plymouth with her 
relatives, and one week in London. 

At the Huddersfield Fine Worsted 
factory in Northern England she 
received samples of the product in its 
Many stages of production. She also 
learned about John Smedley 
underwear, which is “for rich old 
ladies who have too much money '" 
Alison said. 

The Rolls Royce factory in 
Yorkshire County was the highlight of 
her trip. She received a VIP tour and 
3aw the RB 21) jet engine being 
tested. 

“They are great big huge engines, 
the ones that made them go bust.” 


The company became nationalized, 
taken over by the government, when 
it went bankrupt in 1972 after it spent 
more than twice what it expected to 
develop the jet engine.

some time ago that the group would 
accept a limit of 38 people, even 
though it was seeking permission for 
50 residents. 

A difference of opinion between 
Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris and Ald. David Cohen 
came to light during the debate on the 
matter. 

Morris wanted to eliminate the 
restriction of 28 in the site plan ap- 
proval, but Cohen said that since 
there will be litigation in any event, 
there might as well be two op- 
portunities to defend the city’s right to 
limit the number of occupants — once 
in regard to site plan approval and 
then later when the special permit is 
considered. 


The impending court action by SYD 
seems to be welcomed by the city as a 
means of separating the two questions 
at issue — use of a building for 
religious purposes and the use of the 
building as a residence for an associa- 
tion of persons — and resolving such 
problems for the future. 


The SYD matter has been the sub- 
ject of several ‘executive sessions,"’ 
closed to the public. The latest one 
took nearly an hour Tuesday night 
and was called because of “‘litiga- 
tion.” 

The open meeting law does not 
recognize the threat of litigation as a 
valid reason for excluding anyone 
from a meeting. The law says that a 
meeting may be closed “‘to discuss 
strategy with respect to collective 
bargaining or litigation if an open 
meeting may have a detrimental ef- 
fect on the bargaining or litigating 
position of the governmental body."

site plan approval for use of a large

By voting for the site plan approval 
with a restriction on the number of oc- 
cupants Tuesday night, the Board of 
Aldermen knowingly invited legal ac- 
tion by the organization. 

The leaders of the group will be told 
to submit a petition to the Board of 
Aldermen for a special permit as an 
“association of persons’’ whose 
religious purpose requires their living 
at the Waverley Avenue address. 

If SYD does not request a special 
permit, Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser will enforce a cease-and-desist 
order issued against SYD in March 
The group occupied the 26-room man- 
sion in January without asking for ap- 
proval from the Board of Aldermen. 

SYD maintains that as a religious 
organization it does not need a special 
permit’ only site plan approval. 

The difference between the two 
forms of permission is mainly in the 
type of restrictions the Board may im- 
pose. Site plan approval is concerned 
principally with conditions outside a 
building, such as parking, landscap- 
ing, lighting, noise, and so on. Special 
permit may concern itself with the ac- 
tual use of the building, including the 
number of occupants, and may even 
restrict interior changes. 

The site plan approval granted 
Tuesday night limits the number of 
occupants of the main building to 28, a 
figure given by the building commis- 
sioner as the legal limit under the 
state building code. Occupancy of the 
carriage house, where SYD planned 
to house another 10 people, is not 
allowed.

School custodians 
take dispute to court 


A two-year-old collective bargain- 
ing dispute over the lay-off of seven 
school custodians began what may be 
a multi-year crawl through the state 
judicial system last week. 

Lawyer Richard Murphy appeared 
in Suffolk County Superior Court Fri- 
day on behalf of the School Committee 
to file briefs to appeal a ruling by the 
state Labor Relations Commission 

LRC) ordering that the men be 
rehired with full back pay. 

Superior Court Judge Joseph Nolan 
allowed the a motion for the Newton 
School Custodians Association to join 
the suit as a defendant, but denied the 
request by the custodians’ lawyer, 
Alan McDonald, that some of the 
School Committee's allegeations be 
stricken. 

More legal arguments will be filed 
within a week, and , then the court 
will set a trial date. 

In October 1977 a hearing officer for 
the LRC found that the School Com- 
mittee had not bargained in good faith 
with the custodians when the men 
were laid off in June 1976. 

The School Committee contends 
that they did bargain fairly, and notes 
that the custodians did not have a 
reduction-in-force clause in their con- 
tract that would outline how layoffs 
would be made. 

Hearing Officer James Litton’s 
decision was upheld by the three- 
member LRC in June, including the 
requirement that the seven full-time 
men be rehired with full back pay, 
along with any raises they would have 
received if they had not been laid off. 

School Committee lawyer Murphy 
said after the hearing, ‘The Commit- 
tee takes issue with the whole deci- 
sion, especially the back pay and 
reinstatement’ and even the basis of

the decision regarding bargaining in 
bad faith.” 

School Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell, who was chairman when the 
men were laid off, has said the SchOol 
Committee will take the case ‘‘all the 
way to the Supreme Judicial Court."” 

According to Robert Robards, 
president of the custodians’ union, 
three of the men laid off have since 
been rehired, and the other four want 
to be rehired. 

Lawyer McDonald said the men 
rehired have not been given full back 
pay as called for in the LC ruling. If 
the case takes years to get through 
the appelate courts and the LRC’s rul- 
ing stands, McDonald said the settle- 
ment could involve “several hundred 
thousands of dollars.” 

According to McDonald, the courts’ 
jurisdiction in this case is limited to 
assessing the fairness of the LRC's 
decision, and there cannot be a trial 
de novo. 


Newton man takes 


state arts council post 


Richard Fitzgerald of Newton has 
been appointed deputy director of the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities. 

Fitzgerald, 35, former associate 
director of the Artists’ Foundation in 
Boston, assumed his position Sept. 1. 

Massachusetts is the second largest 
arts-producing state in the country, 
with a 1979 operating budget of over

Watch out 
for children 


With schools open, it comes time for 
a word of caution. 

On Monday, when all grades in all 
schools in the area are open, 
thousands of children will be com- 
muting to and from school via bus. The 
procedure of children boarding their 
buses in the morning and getting off in 
the afternoon can be a simple and 
safe one, but only if motorists obey the 
law and use a little bit of common 
sense. 

Unfortunately, this is not always the 
case. 

First, there is the law. The state of 
Massachusetts has established as law 
that motorists traveling in either 
direction must stop when a bus stops to 
either pick-up or let off students. 
Flashing lights on the bus serve to 
warn motorists to stop. 

Secondly, there is common sense. 
When a bus is stopped, especially to let 
children off, people should realize that 
some of the children will have to cross 
the street. A primary reason for the 
law requiring motorists to stop in both 
directions is to allow these children to 
cross the street safely. 

Residents have complained to the 
Transcript, however, that many 
motorists are simply not stopping 
when the buses are. Aside from break- 
ing the lawsethese people are en- 
dangering the lives of the many 
children who must use bus transporta- 
tion to get to and from school. 

A policeman can not be present 
every time a bus stops for children. He 
shouldn’t have to be. Before a child is 
hurt by some careless driver, think for 
a moment. A little bit of caution won’t 
hurt anyone.

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Stormy weather ahead for Dukakis

A funny thing happened to Mike Dukakis on his 


way to the Democratic state primary on September 
19th....suddenly, he’s found he may have serious op- 
position. 


This is not to suggest that the governor's alleged 


invicibility has been shattered because it hasn't. It 
1s to suggest, however, that while the polls still 
show Dukakis ahead at least one major poll shows 
that ex-Massport boss Edward J. King is closing the 


gap. 


At this stage in the campaign, the incumbent — 
any incumbent — should start showing some degree 
of vulnerability, and Dukakis is no exception. 
Dukakis's strength continues to be the strong 
perception among those polled that he is honest, but 
his unfavorability factor rises sharply when those 
questioned discover his posture on the issues vis-a- 
vis Ed King. 

Certainly, Democrat Ed King — not to be confus- 
ed with GOP convention gubernatorial endorsee 
Edward F. King — and the other challenger in the 
Democratic primary, ex-Cambridge Mayor Bar- 
bara Ackermann, have nowhere to go but up. The 
encouragement to King forces is that their man is 
starting to come for the stretch drive. 

A few week's ago, the Boston Globe’s astute 
political columnist David Farrell observed that “... 
King has gotten into the ballpark with the governor, 
and that's of paramount importance." Since then 


King has made further inroads, although any 
prediction that King will topple Dukakis remains 
premature. 

Thus Dukakis’ self-satisfied and placid stroll to 
the Democratic nomination may be interrupted. 
King's supporters are heartened by the fact that 
their third and most recent poll showed Dukakis’ 
lead chopped to what they perceive as a 
manageable level, 46.9 to 31.5. 

The brightener is that as Ed King becomes better 
known, and his position on the issues better 
understood, there is erosion of Dukakis strength. 
From a virtual unknown politically, the polls now 
show that King has a ‘‘surface"’ recognition of 70-75 
percent and ‘‘in-depth” recognition of 45 percent 
To be elected, that in-depth figure must rise to 60 
percent and this is the target with the pre-and-post- 
Labor Day advertising campaign of the challenger. 

Governor Dukakis’ popularity in the polls con- 
tinues to be a puzzler to most political observers, 
and there are many who wonder aloud whether the 
pollsters and experts are as far off-base as they 
were in 1948 when the polls had Tom Dewey a shoo- 
in over Harry Truman. Remember the newspapers 
and national magazines then who prematurely 
came out with photos of ‘‘President’’ Dewey or 
headlined “DEWEY WINS."" 

Probably no gubernatorial candidate in modern 
times has been so buffeted by adverse political 
winds as Ed King. In its early days, his candidacy 
was plagued by three major problems — the possi- 
ble candidacy of Secretary of State Paul Guzzi, the 


Kennedy is wrong on rights 


It is not the intention of anyone who seeks also to 
be a practicing Christian to deal with the obiter dic- 
ta of Senator Edward Kennedy as though they were 
freshly minted laws from Aristotle, or pensees of 
Pascal. But what he said at the National Governors 
Association is so egregious an effrontery on social 
philosophy one must, out of a sense of obligation to 
reason, deal with it gravely. What he said was that 
national health care is a human right. 

The circumstances were these. Participants at 
the political meeting were considering various ap- 
proaches to health care, including President 


Carter's. Mr. Carter's proposals are more modest 
than the wholesale nationalization of health care. It 


isn't that Mr. Carter's philosophy excludes na- 
tionalization of health care, it is simply a prudential 
matter with him. We can't go all the way, says Mr. 
Carter, until we can afford to do so. On this gesture 
to moderation Senator Kennedy turned the full 
force of his scorn. You can't, he said, argue that na- 
tional health care depends on the state of the 
economy. Why? Because ‘‘a conditional right is 
basically not a right" at all. 

Now the trouble with that statement is that all 
secular rights are conditional. So that if you accept 
Senator Kennedy's broad generality, then it must 
follow that there are in fact no rights at all. One's 
right to one's own freedom, indeed to one’s life 
itself, is most conspicuously conditional on the ex- 
istence of peace. During a war, one of Senator Ken- 
nedy’s brothers was drafted, told what to do, sent 
out on a mission, and was killed. If that brother, a 
brave and patriotic man, had defied the law, he'd 
have been stuck in jail. 

Moreover, every commonly acknowledged right 
is conditional in the sense that it is not permitted to 
impinge on another right. The inordinate extension 
of almost any right bumps into the inordinately ex- 
tended complementary right. Under the fifth 
amendment to the constitution you have the right to 
decline to answer questions, but under the sixth 
amendment, I have the right to require you to 
answer questions. Under the first amendment, you 
are entitled to freedom of the press, but under the 
sixth amendment I am entitled to a fair trial Any 
putative ‘right’ to national health care is condi- 
tional - never mind the prudence of nationalizing 
health - on the resources of a nation. 

Senator Kennedy wouldn't let it go. He’d have 
been better off with a fallacious hit-and-run. “We 


don’t condition Social Security on the rate of infla- 
tion or the size of unemployment or the size of the 
deficit," he went on to say. 


The answer to that is: But we do exactly that. 
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Social security payments in fact are automatically 
increased to accommodate inflation. Unemploy- 
ment benefits are universally limited to specified 
periods of time. The size of the deficit has a great 
deal to do with social security, for the very simple 
reason that unless social security is self-supported, 
which it no longer is, it requires a public subsidy. 
But public subsidy is only available out of public 
residue. If there is no residue, there can be no sub- 
sidy. It is the point President Carter is attempting 
to make - that at a period when everyone is being 
taxed by such inflationary policies as are routinely 
pursued by Senator Kennedy and his colleagues the 
whole question of the value of the dollar is at stake. 
Every time the dollar depreciates by one per cent 
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potential candidacy of Senate President Kevin Har- 

rington, and the Great Blizzard of '78 when Gover- 

nor Dukakis and his now-famous sweater 
onopolized the news media. 

Nonetheless, Dukakis cannot be insensitive to the 
fact there may be stormy weather ahead as Ed 
King stages his final assault. Honesty or not, 
Dukakis and his Administration have triggered op- 
position — a steam of broken campaign promises, 
his appointment of ousted Chief Justice Robert 
Bonin, the ever-swirling controversy surrounding 
the state taxation department, the ongoing peonage 
of State Police, the opposition of Fair Share, the 
anti-abortionists and so on. 

The last Democratic chief executive turned out 
by his own party in a primary was ex-Harvard All- 
American gridder Endicott (Chub) Peabody in 1964. 
It would be ironic if this time around an All- 
American gridder from Boston College, Edward J. 
King, turned the same trick against Dukakis. 
Without question, there's an “anti” vote out there. 
The evidence suggests that, finally, Ed King's cam- 
paign is “turning on.”" 

As Globesman Farrell noted, King has gotten into 
the ball park with the governor. Getting to that 
point, the evidence suggests, was the hardest part 
of the campaign so far for King. Now with better 
name recognition and better public perception on 
the issues, King at least is within striking distance. 

The funniest thing of all will be if the post-election 
sum-ups start off. . . “A funny thing happened to 
Mike Dukakis. . .”

Gearing up for the Sept. 19 primary

Labor Day signals the beginning the last lap of 
the race to primary day. 


Seasoned campaigners have their organizations 
set, decisions made on the issues, and campaign 
budgets ready to be disbursed. 

Everything is done to expuse the candidate and 
enhance voter recognition and acceptance. 

The pure gold of a free TV appearance in a public 
debate of the issues, begins or ends many public 
careers. 

A curious thing happened when the Democratic 
candidates for governor were hampered by a highly 
paid panel of TV and anchorman and a repetitive 
moderator who were at best inept questioners in a 
public TV debate. 

Conceding the fact that incumbents have an ad- 
vantage with the press and the media over most 
challengers, it would appear that any controversial 
areas would be legitimate areas to probe. The 
double-edged sword of a public debate is a proper 
forum in which this questioning should occur. 

Yet Judge Bonin's name was not mentioned nor 
was the apparent mess in the Department of 
Revenue — the reluctance and initial refusal of this 
administration to give public information as to who 
owes the state taxes (even though ordered to do so 
by the courts); why $500 nillion was borrowed 
(after a pledge of no new taxes) at 9 percent; andin 
an election year $300 million plus is returned to 
reduce tax rates. And what of the MBM fiasco and 
the awarding of data processing contracts without 
bids? 

None of the above passed any reporter's lips, but 
such questions as; 

Will Senator Kennedy be a presidential opponent 
of President Carter? (What's that got to do with 
state politics? ) 

To Barbara Ackermann: Why are you a can- 
didate when you can't win? (I can just imagine him 


saying this to Harry Truman in 1948.) 

Ms. Ackermann challenged most of the responses 
of Governor Dukakis while candidate Ed 
(Massport: King realized the press was not going to 
ask any tough questions of anyone and began to 
state and restate his positions to show the dif- 
ferences among each of the candidates. 

They must have reached the governor on the 
issue of economics because Saturday's newspapers 
tried to support his contention that 200,000 new jobs 
have been added to the private sector since the 1975 
recession. 

But that only proves the incumbent has im- 
mediate access to the media. Especially on a 
“dead” news weekend. 





Why were there no questions relative to proper, 
tighter controls on Welfare spending or funding the 
pension system before it is bankrupt or large gobs 
of tax dollars will be needed to pay recipients from 
current taxes? 

What is being done to reduce governmental costs 
or eliminating those functions no longer essential in 
amodern society? 

In a senatorial debate on TV the following Sun- 
day, there was a vast improvement on the part of 


the press and candidates. The debate had 
thoughtful questions about cogent issues which 
each of the candidates were allowed to answer ful- 
ly. The political and philosophical spectrum was 
clearly delineated among all participants, and at 
one point, sparks were generated between two of 
the opponents. But each of the candidates received 
equal exposure and opportunity. 

On the local level, exposure generally takes the 
form of being invited to or showing up when there 
are large numbers of people. One of the late- 
summer, pre-primary functions most political 
figures attend is the Nonantun Christmas Party 
senior citizen cookout held at Hawthorn Park every 
year, 

An unfortunate incident took place at this year’s 
event that points out the depth of feeling of some of 
the supporters in the new representative's district

KENNESAW, Ga. 
(UPI) — In the shadows 
of Kennesaw Mountain 
and across the street 
from a memorial to one 
of the great battles of 
the Civil War, 
“Wildman’’ Dent Myers 
peddies his wares and 
shares a secret with a 
visitor. 

“T've been told by a 
leading psychic that I 
am Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson reincarnated,”’ 
he confides, stroking a 
disheveled red beard. 
“Well, I won't argue 
with a psychic. I don't 
want to be spooked.” 

Myers, a 47-year-old 
antique dealer who does 
resemble the 
Confederate general, 
has become something 
of a local legend in this 
small community 
nestled between the 
Kennesaw Mountain 
National Battlefield 
Park and suburban 
Atlanta. 

His cluttered, soiled 
antique shop = 
“Wildman Dent Myer’s 
Antiques” — attracts 
Civil War buffs and 
curiosity seekers from 
across the country. 
Some come to cull over 
his relics; others to 
meet the notorious 
Wildman, 

On busy days, Myers 
is wont to stroll bare- 
footed around the shop 
with a .44-magnum 
revolver strapped to his 
waist. Occasionally, he 
lets out a rebel yell and 
falls to the floor as if hit 
by Yankee musketry. 

A part-time film pro- 
ducer and painter, 
Myers gained local 
fame by bringing televi- 
sion documentaries to 
this historyrich com- 
munity and directing 
several himself. His 
vast supply of Civil War 
weaponry and artifacts 
has been used in several 
movies, including a 
half-dozen in which 
Myers played an officer 
of the Southern army.

Cong. Robert Drinan (D-Mass. ) has 
urged a congressional committee to 
approve legislation which would help 
Massachusetts and other Northeast 
states to keep down payroll taxes on 
employers during periods of 
economic recession. 

“By keeping employer taxes under 
control, we can reduce inflationary 
cost increases which businesses pass 
through to consumers," Drinan said. 

In testimony to the House Ways and 
Means Subcommittee on Public 
Assistance and Unemployment Com- 
pensation, Drinan said that during 
periods of severe unemployment, 
several states had to borrow a total of 
$5.6 billion from a federal trust fund in 
order to continue paying standard 
unemployment compensation 
benefits in the early and mid-1970's. 
Massachusetts had to borrow $266 
million during this period, which it 
still must repay to the federal govern- 
ment. 

The Unemployment Compensation 
Cost Equalization Act, H.R. 8291, a 
bill which the Massachusetts 
lawmaker has supported since early 
last year, would reduce these outstan- 
ding debts substantially.

It would also establish a system of 
special federal payments to states ex- 
eeriencing sustained, above-average 
unemployment, thus allowing them to 
prevent sharp increases in state 
taxes. 


Under the terms of this legislation, 
almost three-quarters of the Com- 
monwealth’s debt to the federal 
unemployment trust fund, or $193 
million, would be absolved. Future 
costs of paying unemployment 
benefits would be spread more 
uniformly among all states. 


“Some opponents of this legislation 
contend that older, industrialized 
states have driven themselves into 
debt by paying excessive unemploy- 
ment benefits or by keeping payroll

taxes too low,’ Drinan said, ‘‘but the 
record shows that these arguments 
are completely without merit 

“Massachusetts' unemployment 
benefits are in line with the national 
average, and its payroll taxes are 
already among the nation’s highest. 

“Under the current system, 
Massachusetts will be forced to raise 
its employer taxes by 70 percent just 
to repay its quarter-billion dollar debt 
to the federal government, thus 
discouraging businesses from 
locating or expanding in the Com- 
monwealth. 

“By enacting H.R. 8291, Congress 
has an opportunity to correct a major 
injustice without increasing overall 
costs paid by the nation’s taxpayers,” 
Drinan said.

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McLaughlin said it would be ‘highly 
improper for me to comment on Mr. 
Bradley's guilt or innocence, and I 
shall not do so."" . 
Of himself, he said, ‘I have never, 
never in my entire public life, sold a 
public or private job to anyone." 


He stressed that neither he nor his 
office was the ‘‘target of the grand 
jury investigation." 


While McLaughlin had been ex- 
pected to criticize the office of Mid- 
dlesex County District Attorney John 
Droney, also up for election, for the 
way in which the county investigation 
has been handled, or his Fifth District 
opponents for any political mileage 
they may have made at his expense, 
he did neither, 

Instead, he criticized the grand jury 
which “is supposed to be a secret 
body" but which, in Brddley’s case 
“has proven to be anything but 
secret.” 

‘Reports of the evidence that (the 
grand jury) was supposedly hearing 
were in the press almost from the 
beginning of the investigation,’’ he 
charged. 

‘Some of these reports,” he said, 
“are plainly unsubstantiated even by 
the indictments handed down. " 

He said news coverage of the in- 
vestigation convinced him to refuse to 
cooperate with the grand jury when 
he appeared before it Aug. 25. 

Through a court action brought last 
week to compel Mclaughlin’s

cooperation, it was disciosed that he 
had refused to answer as many as 70 
of the panel's questions. 

It was represented that McLaughlin 
refused to answer the questions on the 
basis of his constitutional rights of 
free speech, due process of law and 
protection from self-incrimination.

New pneumonig. vaccine 
advised for high risks 


A major pneumonia vaccine cam- 
paign for persons in high-risk 
categories has been announced by St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital. 

Licensed by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, the vaccine is effective 
against the 14 most common types of 
pneumonia that cause 80 percent of all 
bacterial forms of the disease. 

Bacterial pneumonia, in contrast to 
viral pneumonia, can be particularly 
devastating to the young and the 
elderly and is most prevalent in the 
fall and winter months. It causes 
25,000-50,000 deaths in America, an- 
nually striking an estimated half- 
million persons. 

Pneumonia from both causes, viral 
and bacterial, is the fiith leading 
killer in this country, ranked only 
after heart disease, cancer, stroke 
and accidents. 


Michael J. Worthington, M.D., St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital's chief of infec- 
tious diseases, said, ‘We recommend 
the new vaccine for those 65 years old 
and over, anyone who has had his or 
her spleen removed, all persons with 
sickle-cell disease or diabetes, and 
anyone with a chronic debilitating 
disease of the respiratory tract, in- 
cluding congestive heart failure, 
chronic obstructive — pulmonary 
disease and asthma.” 

The vaccine contains no egg 
substance and thus, unlike flu vac- 
cine, may be used by persons allergic 
to eggs. 

The pneumonia vaccine will be of- 
fered through the Hospital's outpa- 
tient department and at the Allston- 
Brighten Health Center. A schedule of 
special vaccine clinic times will be 
available shortly.

LNG: Hottest stuff in town one 


i 


Just what is liquefied natural gas (LNG)? What 
should you know about it? Why is it being carried 
into our harbors by enormous, hard-to-maneuver 
new supertankers for storage in tanks from New 
York to California? And most vital: What price in 
people and property could we wind up paying for 
this hot new energy source? 

Capt. Peter van der Linde of the U.S. Merchant 
Marine answers these questions and more in his 
firsthand, scary account of the whole LNG issue 
and the mortal threat it casts over us and our 
environment.

The recent move to import LNG comes in the 
wake of the U.S. energy crisis. Gas, in its vapor 
State, is frequently found with oil; and, in some 
parts of the world — the Middle East, Africa, Asia 
and South America — it is still burned off at the 
wellhead. But since it is relatively inexpensive, 
burns with a clean flame and. of all the fossil fuels 
is least damaging to the environment, in the United 
States it is considered one of the most valuable fuels 
and provides us with about one-third of all the 
energy consumed. 


To transport gas in its natural vapor state from 
countries which have little use for it would be 
economically impractical. But chilling the vapors 
to 260 degrees below zero Fahrenheit, shrinking the 
gas into a super-cold liquid that occupies one six- 
hundredth as much space (i.e., one tanker takes the 
place of 600), continues to be hailed as a major 
breakthrough and an innovative answer to the 
energy crisis. 

So great has the enthusiasm for LNG been that its 
transportation has not been limited to ships: An 
ever-increasing number of tank cars and oversized 
trucks rumble over our rails and roads loaded with 
supercold liquid gas. Utilities are building LNG 
storage tanks in many major American cities . 

A BOOMING BUSINESS 

Dozens of LNG superships are planned or under 
construction in shipyards all over the world. With a 
price tag of $200 million per ship, none is privately 
owned, as merchant ships of the past traditionally 
were. Huge consortiums have paid for their con- 

struction through a maze of charter and financial 
agreements. 

Is all the euphoria justified? Are there no flaws 
anywhere? Yes; and ironically, they are inherent in 
LNG itself. For example: 

LNG is heavier than air. It spreads out over any 
surface like batter on a hot griddle. Before it 
vaporizes and ignites, it will go down into the 
ground as far as possible, through gratings and into 
drainage and sewer pipes. 

Contact with LNG or with materials chilled to its 
subsub zero temperature will destroy living tissue. 

LNG in its vapor state is an asphyxiant. It dilutes 
the amount of oxygen in the air below that 
necessary to maintain life. 

An LNG vapor cloud flash-freezes anything or 
anybody in its path. Since the cold vapor is denser 
than air, it hugs the ground, forming a wind-borne 
plume which could extend anywhere from 12 to 127 
miles on the full spread of a loaded ship's contents, 
according to various estimates of expert LNG wat- 
chers. 

LNG has a flash-back effect. Ignition at any point 
in the vapor cloud races back along the entire 
length of the cloud to the source of the gas, in- 
cinerating everything in its course. 

No fire-fighting agents have yet been developed 
that will extinguish a major LNG fire. 

High winds occur in such a fire. Estimates of 
wind speeds resulting from a large LNG fire range 
as high as 1,000 miles per hour, 

Flameless explosions can occur when LNG con- 
tacts water. These do not occur frequently, but they 
are extremely violent. Furthermore, they do not in- 
volve combustion and cannot yet be explained. 

CLEVELAND: LNG FRONTIER 

Comparatively little was known about the 
hazards of LNG when the world's first large-scale 
liquefaction plant was built in Cleveland. It began 
operation on Jan. 29, 1941; and after three years of

successful operation, a fourth tank was added. It 
too operated successfully for eight months. 


Then, on Oct. 20, 1944, disaster struck. One of the 
four cork-insulated tanks suddenly ruptured, spill- 
ing 1.2 million gallons of LNG into the dike surroun- 
ding the tank. The liquid overflowed the totally in- 
adequate dike and poured into the streets and 
sewers. Within the confined spaces of the sewer 
system, the gas vaporized and exploded with 
tremendous force. 


Gas seeped into basements; ignited by pilot lights 
on hot water heaters, it blew houses apart. Whole 
families died as they tried to escape the flaming 
streets; for, at the center of the death zone, the 
temperatures reached an estimated 3.000 degrees. 


City firemen had been helpless as flames shot 
half a mile into the sky. And. when the fire burned 
itself out, 130 persons were dead, 300 injured, and 
14,000 left homeless. Ten industrial plants, 80 dwell- 
ings and 200 vehicles were seriously damaged. The 
city sewer system over an area of more than 30 
acres was destroyed. 


So little was left of the LNG tank that it was im- 
possible to pinpoint the cause of the failure. But 
inferior-quality metal, owing to wartime shortages, 
was blamed for the rupture, and the inadequate 
dike was said to be responsible for the spill. 


The Cleveland plant was closed and never 
reopened. 


And then, there's the story of Rossville, once a 
seaside resort in the southwestern part of Staten 
Island, N.Y. Although now in the midst of a heavy 
industrial sprawl, it still retains something of its 
small-town atmosphere. Many of the 500 families 
who live there chose this village on the shore of the 
Arthur Kill because it was a good place to bring up 
children. Safe. 


On June 25, 1970, Distrigas, a subsidiary of the 
giant Boston-based Cabot Corporation, announced 
that it would construct nine 14-story tanks for the 
storage of LNG on a 97-acre tract in Rossville. 
tually, it erected two. These tanks are the largest in 
the world and each has a capacity of 37.8 million 
gallons. Together they would contain enough liquid 
gas to fill 9,000 of the largest-size tank trucks — a 
fleet which would stretch, bumper to bumper, from 
New York to Philadelphia. 


WHY FIGHT CITY HALL? 
Opposition to construction of the storage tanks 
was slow to begin. Few laymen at that time knew 
anything at all about LNG. Five federal agencies,

three state agencies and eight city agencies had 
given their blessings. Who could fight City Hall? 


By the summer of 1972, a few protest meetings 
were being held. To allay the unreasonable panic of 
a few trouble-makers, Distrigas representatives in- 
vited the public to a safety demonstration in St. 
Thomas Hall, Pleasant Plains, which is adjacent to 
Rossville. When asked to drop some LNG into a 
bucket of water, they at first refused; but, after 
much persistence, they were persuaded to put a few 
drops into a puddle in the parking lot. 


The few drops ot quid upon liquid produced a 
large fireball, terrifying to onlookers. It was at that 
moment that the idea was conceived for BLAST — 
Bring Legal Action to Stop the Tanks. 


These people were not environmentalists as such. 
They had long since resigned themselves to en- 
vironmental pollution. But they saw the tanks now 
as a direct threat to their own lives. 


Irving Robbins, a physicist at Richmond College 
of the City University of New York, calculated that 
when the Rossville tanks were full the two of them 
would hold the equivalent energy of 74 atomic 
bombs. But Norton Q. Sloan, then president of 
Distrigas, insisted that the tanks were safe: “There 
is no kind of conceivable event that could produce 
damage to structures outside our property line or 
pose a risk to human life."” 


And, at a New York City Council safety hearing, 
Texas Eastern Transmission Company (TETCO), 
the owner of an LNG facility in Bloomfield, Staten 
Island, called Staten Islanders ‘‘hysterical’’ 
because of opposition to TETCO's proposal to build 
eight 10.5-million-gallon naphtha tanks next to their 
stadium-size LNG tank. The date was Feb. 9, 1973. 


BLOW-UP 

The next day, the TETCO tank, which had been 
drained 10 months before for repairs, blew up. 

A cry of ‘Fire! Fire!" was heard over the inter- 
com just before eyewitnesses saw the enormous 
concrete dome lift 20 to 30 feet into the air, then 
plummet at an angle into the tank, crushing 40 
workmen to death. Pieces of burned insulation were 
blown all the way across the Arthur Kill into New 
Jersey. =. 

Christopher Finan wrote in the Staten Island Ad- 
vance: ‘From the lip of the tank, you can look 
down and see the tank roof on the bottom like a 
gigantic jigsaw puzzle — cracked but intact. For 
three days and three nights, 60-odd hardhats and 
firemen have worked to break up the puzzle and 
find the crushed bodies of 40 men. Topside, 11 pine 
boxes sit besideacrane. . .”

NOTRE DAME, IN — The Universi- 
ty of Notre Dame begins its 90th foot- 
ball season this Saturday when the 
Fighting Irish host the Missouri 
Tigers before a sellout crowd of 
almost 60,000. Kickoff is scheduled for 
1:30 p.m. EST. ‘ 

There's a bit of irony surrounding 
the game since it finds Dan Devine 
and his charges defending their na- 
tional championship against a team 
Devine successfully coached for 13 
seasons, compiling a record of 93-37-7 
from 1958-70. 

The Tigers, who have recorded a 
string of startling upsets over some of 
the nation's elite during the past six 
years, are led by new coach Warren 
Powers. Mizzou’s habit of surprising 
unsuspecting opponents isn’t lost on

Vagas 
Ferguson, the Cotton Bowl’s MVP on 
offense, will combine with Tom 
Domin at the half-back spots to give 
the Irish a steady one-two punch 
Dave Mitchell and Jim Stone are pro-

Crenshaw ready for the PGA 


COLUMBUS, Ga. (UPI) Last 
week's B.C. Open was one of the few 
places where Ben Crenshaw hasn't 
drawn a crowd on this year's PGA 
tour. 

Instead of taking another shot for 
his first victory of the year, the 26- 
year-old Texan was a couple of thou- 
sand miles southwest of Endicott, 
N.Y., for some rest and relaxation at 
his home in Austin. In fact. he was on 
a golf course long enough to complete 
only nine holes during his break 


before today's start of the $175,000 
Southern Open. 

“I just decided to go home for a 
week to rest and think for a while,” 


Crenshaw explained prior to teeing, 


off at Green Island Country Club's 
cozy par-70, 6,791-yard course. 


Crenshaw, who ranks 16th on the 
money list this year with $123,841, is 
trying to figure out what it takes to 
put four good rounds together in a 
single tournament. 


“This year really hasn't been too 
good,”’ he said. ‘‘Surprisingly my best 
tournament was the second (losing on 
the second hole of a playoff against 
Tom Watson). 

“Other than that, I've played good 
in spots and then bad. I've been in- 
consistent in my scores,'’ Crenshaw 
said. ‘I may shoot two good rounds 
and then two mediocre ones, or two 
good ones, a bad one and then a 
mediocre round. I haven't been able 
to put the good ones together.” 


Powers, who, as a rookie head coach 
last year at Washington State, opened 
the season by upending highly-rated 
Nebraska 19-10 at Lincoln. 

“I’m not afraid to take this team to 
Notre Dame, or any place in the coun- 
try,”’ Powers has said. ‘‘Sure we have 
to play Notre Dame, Alabama, Ole 
Miss and Oklahoma, but they have to 
play us, too.” 

Despite losing 10 regulars and six 
other monogram winners, Devine is 
not willing to concede an inch either. 
“No one can expect us to be heavily 
favored to repeat as national cham- 
pions, or even be ranked very high if 
you look at our situation realistically. 
We lost some excellent football 
players through graduation and 
several top people who were expected 
to fill in at key positions (defensive 
ends Scott Zettek, Tom VanDenburgh 
and tight end Mark Czaja). We're out 
to win the national championship 
again and some time during the 
season somebody’s got to beat us and 
take it away from us. We're not going 
to give it up easily.”’ 

In order for the Irish to hang on to 
all the championship hardware they 
accumulated last year while recor- 
ding 11 victories in twelve games in- 
cluding a 38-10 Cotton Bowl victory 
over Texas, defensive holes left by 
All-Americans Ross Browner, Luther 
Bradley, Willie Fry, Ted Burgmeier 
and Doug Becker must be solidified.

Doctors see no birth 
defects from use of 
oral contraceptives 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) — Doc- 
tors at Harvard University's School of 
Public Health have concluded there 
are no major risks of deformities in 
babies born to mothers who have used 
oral contraceptives. 

The article, entitled ‘‘Oral 
Contraceptives and Birth Defects,” 
appeared today in this week's New 
England Journal of Medicine. 
Authors Dr. Kenneth Rothman and 
Dr. Carol Louik, members of the 
school’s epidemiology department, 
reviewed birth records of 7,723 babies 
born in 20 greater Boston hospitals. 

The researchers said among the 
2,188 births to women who had not us- 
ed oral contraceptives in the last 
three years, the malformation rate 
was 3.3 percent. 

For the rest, born to women who 
had used some form of oral birth con- 
trol, the rate was 3.8 percent. 

Once that study was concluded, the 
5,535 infants of mothers who had used 
the pill were then divided into two 
groups. One group consisted of those 
conceived within a month after the 
termination of oral contraceptive use, 


and those conceived after a longer in- 
terval. 

In the 1,448 babies in the first group, 
the malformation rate was 4.3 per- 
cent, the study said. Of the remaining 
babies, the rate was 3.6 percent. 

The comparisons grouped major 
congenital defects together with 
minor ones. When only major defects 
were compared, users and nonusers 
of the pill had nearly the same rate, 


-55 percent 
Several published studies have 
previously shown a small*®tsitive 


association between hormone use and 
heart defects, and between hormone 
use and congenital limb reduction, the 
report said. 

However, the relationship seems 
limited to those infants born to 
mothers who kept taking hormones 
during the early stages of pregnancy, 
the researchers said. 

Data in the study was collected 
from hospital charts and birth cer- 
tificates | recording birth defects 
serious enough to affect the health of 
the newborn. Also recorded were 
conditions easily spotted, like bone 
deformities and skin abnormalities.

Then there’s the weather. The 
highest wind ever recorded, 231 mils 
an hour, was clocked on Mt. 
Washington at the weather obser- 
vatory built there in 1932. 


Last year the race had to be cut 
short ct the four-mile mark because 
of 75 mpn winds, snow, and 30-degree 
temperatures at the summit. Dale 
Statina of Indianapolis won the ab- 
breviated race with a time of 26 
minutes. 


The Mt. Washington cycling record 
was set the first year the race was 
run, in 1974, when John Allis of Bel- 
mont, Mass., gasped his way up the 
part paved, part unpaved road in one 
hour, one minute and 39 seconds. 


For folks who want a gentle warm- 
up the day before the mountain climb, 
there's a choice of a 32-mile race in 
the North Conway area, or a 113-mile 
race from Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire's largest city, to the Mt. 
Washington Valley Chamber of Com- 


merce in North Conway. 

The races are sponsored by the 
chamber and by the Manchester 
Union Leader. 

Chamber spokesman George 
Cleveland said cyclists who have rac- 
ed up the Steinhorn in Austria rate the 
Mt. Washington competition one of 
the world’s stiffest. 

“These guys come across the finish 
line; sometimes they're bleeding 
from their ears,” Cleveland said. ‘A 
lot of times they're incapable of stopp- 
ing their bicycles and you have to 
have people there to take them and 
lift them off their bicycles. Lots of 
times you have to take them into a 
van to get warm." 

Esther Salmi of Massachusetts, the 
U.S. national women's road cham- 
pion, will be taking part in the 113- 
mile race, but Cleveland said the 
grueling hill climb remains a 
challenge mostly taken by men. 

He said it takes about as much time 
to ride a bicycle. to the top of Mt. 
Washington as it does to run up. The 
record is just over 81 minutes for a 
bicyclist, and 64 minutes for a runner.

Back To The Beach 

You might begin with beach acti 
vities. If you have avoided family 
day trips to the seaside because of 
the crowds and the heat (not to 
mention the greenheads), now is 
the right time to make the 
pilgrimage in peace. Many com 


munities drop the parking fees after | 


Labor Day. You'll have plenty of 
space to spread out your blankets 
and play paraphernalia, to indulge 
in whiffle ball or frisbee without 
fear of infringing on anyone else’s 
precious sand space. In many cases 
you will find that concessions have 
closed for the season, so it's a good 
idea to bring along a picnic lunch 
or supper of your tribe's favorite 
edibles. 

Since it’s too late to worry about 
getting the perfect tan, you can 
really devote your time to the kids. 
Here are a couple of artistic 
projects to initiate. Work as a 
collective, or let each child work on 
his own project. Sand sculpting is a 
lot of fun. Conditions are best at 
low tide. Choose a spot some 
where between the water's edge 
and the high-tide line. You don’t 
want the sculptures to wash away 
ten minutes after completion, but 
you do want to work in fairly wet 
sand. Although everyone has a 
favorite technique, it sometimes 
helps to make a great mound of wet 
sand before beginning the actual 
sculpting. Try to make it twice as 
big as you want the finished crea- 
tion to be. This way you can sculpt 
away, rather than trying to build 
up sand. Really, it’s easier. Shovels 
and buckets and any available rigid 
forms (milk cartons, coffee cans, 
paper cups, etc.) are helpful tools. 

Sand casting is an alternative

beach project. It demands a bit of 


| advance preparation, but leaves 
| each artist with a tangible remem: 


brance of the summer sliding so 
quickly away. Buy a bag of Plaster 
of Paris at your local hardware 


store, and assemble a bucket and a 


thermos or jug of fresh water. Now 
you're ready to hit the beach. 

Ask each child to collect beach 
treasures — stones, shells, 
feathers, bits of seaweed, twigs. 
Have each kid dig a hole in wet 
sand, imbedding the treasures in 
the sides of the hole. The final sand 


casting will be the circumference of 


the hole, so don't make it too huge. 
Explain that the part of the 


treasures sticking up inta the hole 
will be encased in the plaster, but 
that the parts sticking down into 
the sand walls will be the parte that 
actually show in the final stage. 
Try to keep the parts sticking up 
into the hole as free of excess sand 
as possible, so that they will adhere 
firmly to the plaster. Mix plaster 
according to directions on the bag, 
using the fresh water you brought 
along for that purpose. Pour the 
plaster into the hole and permit to 
dry thoroughly. If you like, insert 


| small loop of rope in the back to 








serve as a hanger. Twenty minutes 

to a half-hour later, unearth the 

finished sand casting. So much for 

the beach. 

Miniature Golf And Other 

| Diversions 

| Perhaps you have taken some 
family car trips this summer, stead 
fastly repeating, “No stops enroute 

| or we'll never get there!” Why not 

| take an afternoon or Saturday or 
Sunday while the weather holds to 

| wander the highways without a 

| destination? Now, this is not as

| crazy as it may sound. Look at it 
this way. Instead of ignoring the 
nagging and whining that emanate 
from the back seat, indulge the 
complaints just this once. That's 
right, give in before the battle 
begins. Since you haven't planned 
to get anywhere by any particular 
time, you don’t have to worry 
about getting lost or being late. 

Think of the recreational 
delights you and your little ones are 
likely to discover while plumbing 
the depths of MetroBoston’s 
asphalt ribbons. How long, for 
example, has it been since you last 
played miniature golf? Remember 
those blasted plywood windmills 
that always boomeranged the ball 
back to start? What about the 
horrendous water traps? 
Remember, too, the sheer joy of 
scoring a hole-in-one on the 18th, 
thereby winning a free game! 
Miniature golf usually runs $1 a 
game these days, but a game lasts 
| 30 to 45 minutes. It’s a satis- 
factory pastime that toddlers, teen 
agers and even parents take 
pleasure in. 


Another diversion you are likely 
to encounter in roaming the 
highways is the batting range, 
which is often found adjacent to 
the miniature golf course. At most 
of these places, 25 cents buys you 
seven pitches, You can usually 
choose between two or three pitch 
speeds but take heed — fast really 
does mean fast. A tip to former 
baseball greats among the parent 
generation is in order here. If you 
would like to avoid making a fool of 
yourself, do not boast about your 
prowess before entering the batting 
cage. Many a rugged Sunday after- 
noon adult player has stepped into 
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the protective enclosure full of 
bravado, only to stand astonished 
as the first five pitches whip by, 
untouched by the ubiquitous 
baseball bat in hand. Little leaguers 
and sandlot players will get a real 
kick out of these set-ups, but warn 
them too to start easy. If you have 
one, bring along a batting helmet. 
Hardballs are very hard. It's also a 
good idea to bring your own bat for 
the kids, as lightweight models 
scem to be a rarity at most batting 
ranges. 

Another treasure awaiting 
discovery, certainly a rarer one 
than those mentioned above, is the 
go-kart track. Here, kids get to 
propel themselves around a figure- 
eight-shaped course on a gasoline 
powered machine, which bears an 
uncanny resemblance to a lawn 
mower with a seat and steering 
wheel. The sides of the course are 
normally lined with old tires to 
cushion the inevitable collisions.

Go-kart facilities usually have 
minimum age limits for drivers, but 
children too young to drive them- 
selves can travel as passengers with 
an older driver. No one need be left 
out. 
Sweets 
Your highway wanderings can’t 
help but produce hunger, but that's 
no problem. Our strongest advice is 
to stop at a candy house. These 
establishments are stuffed to the 
gills with tooth-rotting savories 
like fresh chocolates and brittles 
and fudges that melt in your 
mouth. Candy made on the 
premises (you often get to watch 
the procedures) is a whole lot 
different than gandy produced in a 
factory and stored away on 
warehouse shelves for months at a 
time. Candy houses even smell fat. 
Some of the candy houses have 
added pleasure of make-it-yourself 
sundae bars. This is pure heaven. 
Purchase a few scoops of ice cream 
in your favorite flavors, and then 
embellish them according to whim. 
Chopped nuts in four species, 
sprinkles galore, banana slices, 
strawberries, chunks of pineapple, 








whipped cream and marshmallow 
fluff, maraschino cherries (you like 
them? Take three.), butterscotch 
and hot fudge sauce — you name 
it, it’s there. Spare nothing. Your 
kids won't. By the end of the after- 


| noon, you'll be able to “read” the 


kids’ concoctions from the stains 
on their t-shirts. Dress appro 
priately. 

Maybe you'll drive past a drive 
in movie as dusk falls. So stop and 
see the flick. Drive-ins are sticky, 
grubby places. In fact, you probably 
promised yourself you'd never go 
to a drive-in once you could afford 
babysitters and the expensive 
downtown movie theatre tabs.

What could be more 
summery than an evening at the 
drive-in, craning your necks for a 
better view of the screen, fiddling 
with the stubborn speakers? If it's 
not too crowded, try placing one 
speaker in each side of your car so 
that you can enjoy the soundstrack 
in static stereo. Okay, so the kids 
want to sit on the hood or the roof. 
You work that problem out 
together. Drive-ins are an 
American cultural phenomenon not 
to be missed. Also, they are often a 
bona fide entertainment bargain, 
charging admission per carload 
rather than per person.

A controversy over liquor licenses 
has forced an old Cambridge 
favorite to divide and conquer: 
now there are two versions of the 
restaurant Le Bocage, one in 
Watertown and one still in Cam- 
bridge, serving superior food at 
reasonable prices with consid- 
erable style and a highly personal 
touch. 

It all started in Cambridge, 
where brown bagging has been the 
life line for scores of storefront 
restaurants that can’t afford or 
can’t obtain a liquor license. It’s 
long been the custom for kindly 
cops to look the other way and let 
diners-carry along their own beer 
and wine to restaurants. 

But in the last year, a bitter con 
troversy erupted when some Cam- 
bridge residents decided that the 
French restaurant Le Bocage on 
Huron Avenue was an undesirable 
neighbor. They took Bocage to 
court and managed to make brown 
bagging temporarily impossible. 
They've also made the future 
uncertain for more than 40 small 
restaurants that may have to move 
or shut up shop. 

While the sparks were flying and 
before any axes fell, Le Bocage 
decided to make a move. ‘The result 
is a new Le Bocage in Watertown, 
complete with a liquor license. The 
original restaurant remains, for the 
time being, but it’s now serving 
Northern Italian cuisine. 

Le Bocage has always been 
known for its straightforward style 
and» -ntion to detail. Recent 
visi both restaurants revealed 
some delicious surprises as well as 
some familiar similarities that have 
weathered well the moves and 
transitions. 












Both restaurants have short, 
fixed-price menus offering just 
three or four selections that change 
daily. What's fresh and in season is 
what you'll find — with no heavy 
sauces or fancy-schmancy service. 
Dinners include an appetizer, an 
entree with rice, vegetable and a 
green salad, dessert and coffee. 

‘The now-distinctive storefront* 
windows at both locations are 
embellished with interior shutters 
and greenery. Plain painted walls, 
track lights and white linen-clad 
tables dressed up with flower-filled 
mustard crocks make for soothing 
understated atmospheres. And for 
both, a “no reservations” policy 
persists, which means that on a 
busy Saturday night, you'll find at 
least a dozen hopeful diners lined 
up on the sidewalk, waiting. As it 
turns out, it’s worth the wait. 

The original Cambridge restau- 
rant is the smaller and more 
modest of the two. It seats about 
32 and has an outdoor garden in 
the rear. The front door, unfor- 
tunately, opens directly into the 
dining area, and it’s woe to those 
who sit in its path. 

The transformation of the old 
Bocage into an Italian restaurant 
has entailed a simple change-of- 
chef. But educating the public 
about Northern Italian food hasn't 
been so casy. “People still expect 
two meatballs and a plateful of 
sauce,” says Mrs. Enzo Denesi, 
who, with her husband, owns both 
Bocages. That's precisely what you 
won't find there. Instead, you'll 
discover delicately prepared dishes 
with fragrant distinguishable 
flavors, and desserts worthy of a 
fine Bolognese pasticceria. 

Our meal started out with a 
complimentary order of caponata, 
a cold combination of large chunks 
of eggplant, green peppers, onions, 
celery and green olives cooked in a 
light tomato sauce. It was a 
gracious, tasty touch that made me 
feel good about the place right from 
the start. 

Appetizers included a cold 
spinach soup, melon with 
prosciutto, marinated mushrooms, 
baby eggplant stuffed with a deli- 
cately flavored veal filling and 
topped with thick, almost sweet 
tomato sauce, and linguine dressed 
in a sauce that was gencrously 
garlicky and studded with seafood 
and bits of fresh whole tomatoes. 
The linguine was cooked perfectly, 
and was certainly some of the best 
pasta to be found in a restaurant in 
Boston. (Except for some Friday 
nights when pasta is listed as an 
entree, there is only one pasta dish 
offered daily, and it’s always an 
appetizer.) 

There were four entrees to 
choose from, including a bluefish 
sauced in hollandaise with capers, 
and a filet of beef in a vegetable 
sauce. A thick veal steak wasn't the 
tenderest I'd ever eaten, but was 





well seasoned, thickly breaded and | 
crisply fried without the slightest 
trace of grease. ‘The serving of 
Jamb with garlic sauce was sliced 
from a boned leg that had been 
over-cooked. In spite of the 
pungent sauce, the meat was dry 
and tasteless. 

All entrees were served with 
zucchini slices sauteed with garlic, 
and rice, cooked in chicken broth 
and tossed with fresh minced 
parsley and dill. A plate of crisp 
greens followed, a welcome arrival 
to a palate somewhat stunned by 
garlic. 

For dessert, a refreshing goblet 
of raspberry, blackberry and lime 
sherberts was appealingly tart ana 
richly colored from the fresh fruits. 
A walnut peach torte consisted of a 
nutty tart shell filled with lightly 
glazed, sliced peaches, topped with 
coarsely chopped walnuts. And an 
airy two layer hazelnut cake came 
filled with a satiny-smooth vanilla 
buttercream. 

‘The new French Bocage in 
Watertown is everything the old 
one was, and more. ‘The restaurant 
itself has more space — it's 
actually the size of two storefron's 
instead of one — and more tables. 
The walls are white instead of 
beige, which tones the place up, 
and most important, there's an 
entranceway separated from the 
dining area. The noise level was 
uncomfortably high on the night 
we ate there, but I've been 
informed that changes to solve that 
problem are in the works. 

The food, prepared by the owner 
and chef, Enzo Denesi, is every bit 
the honest French fare the former 
plac® served. With the exception of 
desserts, which were faint-away 
quality, nothing we tasted was 
truly great or ingeniously new, but 
most everything was very good. 

‘The appetizer list sported four 
choices, including cold creamed 
summer vegetable soup and the 
familiar marinated mushrooms 
from the Cambridge menu. A 
salade de fruits de mer was a dis 
appointing fish salad (possibly 
leftover bluefish from a previous 
night) studded with black olives, 
held together with flavoriess 
mayonnaise and garnished with 
shredded carrots and lemon. It 
wasn’t up to Bocage's usual stan 
dards. Carpaccio, paper-thin slices 
of very lean raw beef, arrived with 
a tarragon mayonaise. Though the 
meat was tender, the sauce did 
border on bland. 

Here, only three entrees were 
offered. The gigot avec pistou 
translated into deliciously rare 
slices of leg of lamb in a fragrant 
fresh basil and garlic sauce. The 
filet of beef with a brown sauce (u 
variation of the Italian beef filet 
with a vegetable sauce in the other 
restaurant) was astonishingly 
tender and tasty. The third 
unsampled choice was a stuffed 
lobster. 





Rice and vegetables were 
seasoned more lightly than their 
Italian counterparts. The string 
beans were bright green, lightly 
buttered and perfectly steamed 
with the crunch left in them; the 
rice flavorful and well-cooked. The 
crisp green salad came well-dressed 
in a tangy mustard- vinaigrette. 

Portions were small enough to 
leave plenty of room for dessert 
which was fortunate, since the 
pastries were simply staggering. 
The chocolate cake with butter 
cream to match proved intensely 
rich and chocolatey. A blueberry 
almond tart — a confection of 
flaky rich pastry and glazed almond 
filling, all topped with the freshest, 
biggest blueberries — was out of 
this world. 

Service at both Bocages is atten 
tive and efficient. There is a more 
than adequate and reasonably 
priced wine list at Le Bocage in 
Watertown, as well as a self-styled 
wine steward on board to take your 
order and serve the wine. 

Prices for dinners ranged from 
$12 at Bocage in Cambridge for the 
bluefish, to $16 at Le Bocage in 
Watertown for the lobster. Most 
dinners are in the $13 to $14 range. 
Carpaccio cost $1.50 extra, but 
everything clse was included in the 
price of the meal.

What’s your excuse for not going 
to the theatre, the ballet, the opera? 
These days, there’s one good 
excuse for everyone: it’s just too 
expensive. But Arts Boston can 
solve the dilemma of the pocket- 
book with its voucher program, 
now in the fourth year of opera- 
tion. Union members, high school 
students, senior citizens, and tech- 
nical and clerical workers can all 
reap the benefits of a low-priced 
arrangement with more than 70 
participating arts groups. $7.50, 
which usually buys just one seat, 
will get you five, and that's a deal. 
All you have to do is sign on 
with Arts Boston, an organization 
dedicated to the cultivation of new 
audiences for the lively arts. 
Anyone in one of the four cate- 
gories can join, and there is also a 
broad slot reserved for exceptions, 











in case you don’t quite fit squarely 
into one group. What Arts Boston 
wants, in short, are the hardcore 
non-attenders. And those people, it 
appears, primarily belong to one of 
the four groups mentioned above. 
After a survey done by the 
participating arts groups of their 
audiences, it was discovered that 
these people were least likely to 
come. 

‘The program, in fact, is catching 
on fast. According to staff member 
Susie Prien, there are about 3,000 
active voucher holders right now; 
to say nothing of the 21,000 
vouchers redeemed to 61 perform- 
ing groups last year. 

Along with a voucher, 
participants are eligible for advance 
ticket discounts, group discounts 
and a colorful Boston On Stage 
newsletter/calendar, which high- 
lights the latest arts happenings. In 
addition, Arts Boston offers 
voucher holders Arts Extra tickets, 


clear — to 
tum the once-in-a-lifetime arts 
goer into a full-fledged addict. The 
theory is that he or she, once intro- 
duced to the arts, will pay full price 
and attend performances often. But 
that’s not all. The voucher system 
also works out well for the various 
performing arts groups who are 
members. Besides the free publicity 
and audiences, the groups receive 
$2.50 for every voucher redeemed. 
Arts Boston also supplies statisti- 
cal information on the voucher 
holders, so the performers can 
better understand their current 
audiences and prepare for future 
ones. Not bad, considering that the 
groups don’t pay a membership fee 
for the service. 

This summer, the agency ran a 
special summer program for social 
service agencies in the Greater 
Boston area, which was aimed at 
exposing foiks to the arts and was 
entitled “Operation Curtain Call.”

Damee | Square Dancing 


Square dancing, 
happily, is going to 
come to you almost 
as easily as shoelace 
tying and eating 
with a spoon.

Not so long ago, square dancing 
was so regionalized in its steps and 
its terms that an expert dancing 
couple from West Texas and an 
equally adept couple from East 
Texas could listen to the same call 
and gracefully crash into cach 
other. A single call could mean dif 
ferent things in differe..t places. 

Fortunately, square dancing 
has been standardized in recent 
decades. ‘The 1000 or so square 
dance movements have been 
whittled down to the 85 Main- 
stream Movements of square 
dancing. Of them, only 50 are con 
sidered the basic movements of 
square dancing for newcomers to 
the activity. Now you can go any 
where in the world, square dance 
and not have to worry about 
cracking heads with somebody of 
another culture. 

Of course, beginners will always 
be clumsy at almost anything they 
try, so there is a certain amount of 
unscheduled body contact at area 
square dances. But considering that 





the body you contact usually 
belongs to somebody of the oppo- 
site sex, that’s all part of the fun. 
If you're one of these people who 
likes to “really get into” things, you 
could jump into square dancing all 
the way up to your eyeballs. There 
are, after all, those 1000 moves, 
plus over 900 of the round dances 
usually found with square dances 
these days. There are dozens of 
books on the subject, more than 
600 magazines and newsletters in 
this country alone devoted to 
square dancing and over 12,000 
square dance clubs in the United 
States. Upon mastering all the 
steps, reading all the literature and 
attending the national square dance 
convention (which attracts as 
many as 25,000 people) you could 
even enroll in the Colorado Springs 
Cheyenne Mountain School for 
callers, and become one of 9000 
square dance callers working today. 
On the other hand, if you're a 
plumber from Winchester and all 
you want to do is have some fun 
next Friday night, you can do so 
even if you've never danced a step 
in your life. The steps you'll be 
learning are descended from dozens 
of old European folk dances and the 
music you dance to will be waltzes, 
polkas, rhumbas and others, with 
heavy emphasis on American 
country music, spanning every- 
thing from Oh, Susannah to 
Gentle on My Mind. Best of all, the 
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experienced dancers in the group 
will not have the advantage they 
once had of knowing every step in a 
set before it is called. Only in 
America does the caller extempor- 
ancously choose the steps and 
create the dance pattern as he goes 
along. 


All of this, happily, is going to 
come to you almost as easily as 
shoelace tying and eating with a 
spoon. Today's square dancing, 
found at churches, schools. 
YMCAs, and under the roof of vir- 
tually every type of social and 
fraternal organization, is not aimed 
at the aficionado. Rather, the focus 
is on the man or woman who 
hasn’t do-si-doed since grade six, 
and even then never looked a 
partner straight in the eye. If there 
is an assumption floating around at 
area square dances, it is that you 
don’t know how to square dance 
but you're going to have a lot of fun 
learning. 

A typical square dance these 
days goes something like this: A 
bunch of people, preferably half of 
them male and half female, get 
together and form a lot of squares 
or “sets.” A set is made up of 
four couples in a square, which 
accounts, as you've probably 
guessed, for the name. (Similarly, 
the “round dancing” which you'll 
also be doing begins with all of the 
couples forming a large circle.) 


A caller, who is as knowledgeable 
about square dancing as you are 
ignorant of it, takes a partner and 
slowly demonstrates the first step 
he'll ask you to do, The caller, who 
comes equipped with a fiddle, a 
band, or a phonograph, probably 
calls a dance once a week. He’s well 
aware of your incompetence, and 
usually has some amusing patter to 
put everybody at ease about it. His 
first instruction will probably be 
something simple like having 
facing couples take four steps 
forward and four steps back. After 
the caller is certain that everybody 
knows how to count to four and 
can distinguish a left foot from a 
right, he'll show you a few more 
steps. Finally, he’ll string them into 
a pattern which will put everyone 
back where he started from. The 





series will be repeated until you 
know it well. 

This learning process is by no 
means a preliminary. It is very 
much a part of the evening's 
pleasure, for as soon as you can put 
together six moves without landing 
in a knot on the floor, the caller will 
teach you a seventh. Of course, 
these instructions are not being 
recited to you like something out of 
an army manual. Along with its 
vast musical heritage, square 
dancing has a vocabulary richer 
than that of any sport or trade. 
You'll be dancing joyously not just 
to the fiddle and the dulcimer, but 
to calls like “rope the cow, brand 
the calf. Swing your honey once 
and a half,” or “Turn right around 
and go back through. Tie that knot 
like the cowboys do.” There's a 
strong flavor of frontier life in the 
tunes. Lately, though, modern 
technology has made its mark on 
square dancing too, and calls like 
“slip the clutch” have entered the 
square dance language. 

Incidentally, there's a good deal 
of implied, albeit good-natured, 
sexism in the language of the 
dance. Females are often “honeys,” 
“gals” or “ladies,” and if you 
bristle at calls like “Meet your 
honey, pat her on the head. If she 
don’t like biscuit, give her corn 
bread,” perhaps you'd better go 
bowling instead. 

There are a lot of interesting 
messages in the calls. In that last 
one, for example, “biscuit” is an 
intimate waist swing, while “corn 
bread” is a more distant one which 
you might save for the wife of a 
jealous fullback. 

While square dancing as a whole 
creates complicated geometric 
patterns, the individual moves are 
quite simple. The fact that the 
people in your square will occasion. 
ally get entangled like a sack full of 
paper clips is all the more reason 
you will promenade home glowing 
with anticipation of your next 
square dance. Perhaps more than 
anything else, square dancing is an 
elaborate courting ritual, a chance 
to flirt shamelessly and to estab- 
lish meaningful eye contact with 
someone new every 30 seconds. In 
fact, because callers reform the 


squares several times in a night, 
and often call “mixer rounds,” 
which involve constantly changing 
partners, you will have talked and 
danced with every other person at 
the dance by evening's end. 

If you get hooked on square 
dancing you can join a square 
dancing club, lear the other §5 
steps and get yourself some proper 
clothing. 

Obviously, the couple who wants 
to attend just that occasional 
church square dance is not going to 
run out and buy satin shirts and 
gathered skirts with ribbons and 
ruffles. Any casual dress is fine at 
an informal square dance, with 
dungarees, plaid shirts (long 
sleeved), and circle skirts being 
particularly appropriate. Street 
shoes or slippers are best for the 
feet, and men who are just begin 
ning should forgo the traditional 
boots, to avoid crushing the toes of 
a dozen honeys. 

And remember, too, that there 
is nothing square about square 
dancing. It is an intelligent, enjoy- 
able pastime that appeals to people 
of all ages and viewpoints. If you 
like music, if you like motion, if 
you like holding hands with the 
opposite sex, you're going to love 
square dancing. 

Notes: 

Hundreds of square dances are 
regularly scheduled for the public. 
However, some are for inter- 
mediate and advanced dancers 
only, so it’s wise for a beginner to 
call the sponsoring clubs or asso- 
ciations and find out which is 
which, Usually, a non-club dance, 
or “fun dance,"’ is your best bet. A 
complete roundup of dances can be 
found in a copy of the New England 
Square Dance Caller. Pick one up 
or get it by mail from PO Box NC, 
Norwell 02061. The Caller's tele- 
phone number is 659-7722. 

Most square dance clubs around 
the state offer lessons, starting in 
September. To get a jump on 
things, we've" Asted a few of the 
clubs for you.

Less than one-third of Newton's 
48,000 registered voters are expected 
to do some decision making in next 
week's primary elections. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of 
the Newton Election Commission an- 
ticipates a vote of about 5000 in the 
Republican primary and 12,000 in the 
Democratic primary. 

Based on those figures, Newton's 
Independents, numbering some 
20,000, can be expected to be a factor 
at least in the Democratic primary.

Lower Falls has plan for Hamilton

The Hamilton School community 
will present a proposal Sept. 25 for 20 
or more apartments for the elderly 
and a community center in the 
Hamilton School in Lower Falls. 

The school was closed by the School 
Committee at the end of the school 
year and became city property in Ju- 
ly. 

Residents of Lower Falls regard the 
Hamilton School as their only public 


building where recreational, com- 
munity school, and neighborhood ac- 
tivities may take place. That attitude 
possibly as much as the loss of the 
elementary school caused the 
referendum vote on school closings, 
which failed to overturn the School 
Committee’s decision to close the 
school. 


Planning Director Charles Thomas 
is working with the Community 
Development Authority architect and 
the community to meet the deadline 


for the Sept. 25 public hearing on the 
future use of the Hamilton School. 

Their proposal would have apart- 
ments for the elderly in the old main 
part of the building and devote the 
new wing to a community center, 
which would also house the Lower 
Falls branch of the Newton Free 
Library. 

The housing could be paid for with 
some of $1.2 million recently awarded 
the city by the state for housing for 
the elderly. 


Voters may get a chance to 
comment on size of Board 


The Legislation & Rules Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen voted Mon- 
day night 5-2 in favor of letting the 
voters have their say on the size of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan's measure 
would cut eight aldermen-at-large 
from the Board, leaving eight ward 
aldermen and eight aldermen-at- 
large. 

If the Board of Aidermen accepts 
the recommendation of its commit- 
tee, the question will be on the ballot 
in the 1979 municipal election as a 
nonbinding public-policy question. 

If the Board rejects the recommen- 
dation, Sheehan says she will get the 
requisite signatures of 10 percent of 
the city’s registered voters to get the 
question on the ballot. The cut would 
still need the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen and could not take effect 
until the 198] election. 


Sheehan tried to cut the size of the 
Board last year, Her proposal lost in 
the Legislation & Rules Committee 
but came within three votes of being 
approved by the full Board. 


Sheehan thinks that the present size 
of the Board — 24 members — causes 


inefficiency because ot the number of 
individuals who feel compelled to 
speak on every issue in Board 
meetings. Yet many of these same 
people either do not come to their 
committee meetings or come ill- 
prepared to both meetings. 

Accountability and visibility would 
be greater with fewer aldermen, 
Sheehan believes, leading to better 
behavior and more conscientious at- 
tention to the aldermanic duties. 

Ald. Donald Budge opposed putting 
the matter on the ballot, citizens even 
as a public- policy question. ‘I doubt 
the are ina position to know,"’ he said. 


Ald. Joseph DePasquale defended 
the present structure of the Board. “I 
think it works pretty well,’ he said, 
“and all questions get asked.” 

DePasquale said he thinks the 
Board will suffer from a lack of 
representation of all points of view if 
itis made smaller. 

Sheehan is proposing the ballot 
question at this time so that there will 
be a year in which to educate the 
public about the Board of Aldermen. 

Few members of the public come to 
the Board of Aldermen meetings 


unless there is a specific issue of in- 
tense interest at hand. Even fewer at- 
tend routine committee meetings. 

Education of the public about func- 
tions and purposes of the Board may 
be closely followed by self- discipline 
on the part of aldermen as the two 
pressing needs if the size of the Board 
is cut 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Susan Schur, who has always sup- 
ported a cut in the size of the Board, 
commented, ‘‘If nothing else, this pro- 
cess will serve to inform people about 
how the Board works and what it 
does."” 

Ald. Terry Morris saw a step 
beyond the single question. ‘‘Our 
reason for sending it to the people is to 
involve the people. Maybe every elec- 
tion should have questions to vote on. 
That would stimulate the democratic 
process.” 

Voting in favor of allowing the 
public to give its advice on the size of 
the Board via a ballot question were 
Morris, Schur, Sheehan, Paul Daley, 
and Wendell Bauckman. Opposed 
were DePasquale and Budge. 

The matter goes to the Board of 
Aldermen Sept. 18.

Oak Hill 
vigilant 
after 
rapes 


More than 200 people from Oak Hill 
attended a meeting Monday night 
with Newton police about two rapes 
on Spiers Road, Oak Hill, and how to 
prevent further such occurrences. 


The meeting, sponsored by the Qak 

Hill Park Association, filled the 
auditorium of the Solomon Schechter 
Schoo! to overflowing. 
The rapes occurred in two houses on 
Spiers Road Aug. 4 and Sept. 4. In 
both cases a man nude when he 
entered or shortly thereafter, carry- 
ing a knife, blindfolded his victim, 
raped her and told her not to call 
anyone for 30 minutes 

Because of rumors that there have 
been more than two rapes on Spiers 
Road or in Oak Hill Park, Chief 
William Quinn beseeched possible 
rape victims to report the crime to 
him, anonymously if desired, at P.O. 
Box 911, West Newton Ma 02165. Only 
Quinn opens the mail from that box. 

Chief Quinn told people at the 
meeting to keep their window shades 
pulled down and their windows and 
doors locked. Women should try not to 
stay in their houses alone. 

Lt. Charles Feeley said Tuesday 
that ‘‘people are very, very nervous 
on Spiers Road."” 

Police have suggested that the 
rapist either may be someone living 
in Oak Hill Park or may be an out- 
sider who comes through the Boston 
cemetery that abuts one side of Spiers 
Road. 

Feeley said women residents have 
been advised to have someone stay 
with them in their houses if possible.

The 10th District state represen- 
tative will be elected at the 
Democratic primary Sept. 19. 

There is no second chance to elect 
anybody, because there is no 
Republican opponent in November. 

The new district, pieced together 
during the statewide redistricting 
necessitated by the cut in the size of 
the House from 240 to 160 members, 
favors incumbent Joe DeNucci, 

The new district consists of 
precincts 1 and 4 of Ward } (Nonan- 
tum); precincts 1 and 3 of Ward 2 
(Newtonville); precincts 1,3 and 4 of 
Ward 3: West Newton); and precinct 
4 of Ward 4 ( Auburndale). It also in- 
cludes three wards in Waltham. 

In the redistricting, precinct 2 of 
Ward 3, West Newton Hill, was given 
to Rep. David Mofenson in the new 
12th District. That precinct is the one 
DeNucci could never win, 


Congress 


Opposing DeNucci are Joan Harr- 
ington, wife of outgoing state 
representative Peter Harrington, 
whose district was pulled out from 
under him, and State Representative 
William Stanley of Waltham, whose 
seat suddenly became the one DeNuc- 
ci is also occupying. 

Both DeNucci, 39, and Stanley, 41, 
are completing their first terms inthe 
State House. Stanley is also a 
Waltham city councilor. 

Before being elected to office, 
DeNucci worked at the State House 
for 16 years as a page and thenan aide 
to the late Richard Landry of 
Waltham, a representative at the 
time of his death in 1976, (Stanley got 
Landry's seat.) 

Stanley was an __ industrial- 
management supervisor for 
Raytheon's equipment division before 
being elected state representative, a 
job to which he devotes full time. 

Both DeNucci and Stanley admit 
that they are very much alike in their 


thinking. The main difference ap- 
pears to lie in DeNucci's somewhat 
casual approach to his voting in the 
House, apparently relying to a large 
extent on instinct to guide him, 
whereas Stanley says he thinks 
through the issues . 


DeNucci, who has known and been 
known by many of the state reps, in- 
cluding the leadership, may also tend 
to accept their advice or suggestions 
on how to vote. Stanley says he has 
hever been pressured, except maybe 
once, to vote with the leadership.

DeNucci has admitted on several 
occasions that he has voted the 
“wrong way,"’ but whether the wrong 
way means opposite to his own con- 
victions or to those of temporarily 
displeased constituents is not clear. 

Stanley does not exhibit the easy, 
political manner learned over years 
of exposure to politics that DeNucci 
has, but he seems sincere, willing to 
learn, and wanting to do the right 
thing. Above all, he strikes one as be- 
ing his own man and willing to con- 
sider all aspects of any matter. 

He knows what he has done and why 
he did it. , 

Both men are conservative by their 
own admission. 

DeNucci serves on the Public Safe- 
ty and Health Committee; he is and 
always has been interested in the 
elderly and youth and their problems. 

His interest in and compassion for 
people and human problems will pro- 
bably always be his main motivation 
and may account for his statement 


that he spends by far the larger por- 
tion of his time on constituent service 

Stanley serves on the Urban Affairs 
Committee and sees housing as one of 
his principal interests, along with get 
ting state finances on an even, 
reasonable keel. 

A questionnaire sent to candidates 
by Common Cause of Massachusetts 
on nine selected issues surprisingly 
showed DeNucci and Joan Harrington 
on the same side of eight of the nine 
issues. 

(Stanley did not reply to the ques- 
tionnaire. Asked why not, he said he 
had received many questionnaires 
from various groups, had tried to 
make sure he answered all of them, 
and must have overlooked this one. | 

Harrington, labeled a ‘‘liberal" in 
contrast to Stanley and DeNucci, is 40 
years old, and a nurse with a B.S 
from Boston College and an M.A. 
from Emmanuel.

Incumbent Drinan challenged by Newton teacher

Incumbent Fourth District 
Representative Robert Drinan is be- 
ing challenged in the Democratic 
primary by Newton North High 
School football coach Norman 
Walker. 

Walker's challenge for the seat in 
the U.S. House of Representatives is 
his first bid for elected office. 

Until early this week there was no 
Republican candidate, but Ray 
Gastonguay of Fitchburg recently 
started a sticker campaign for the 
Republican primary.

Walker, 41, claims the main issues 
are abortion, inflation, crime and 
justice, national defense, and human 
rights. 

To combat inflation, Walker pro- 
poses limiting federal spending to one 
third of the national income except 
during national emergencies. He feels 
the needs of the ‘‘sick and downtrod- 
den” can be met without both taxation 
and high inflation. 

Drinan, 57, claims he is not the big 
spender he's made out to be. The Na- 
tional Taxpayers Union listed him 
among the top third of all con- 
@ressmen for his thriftiness’ and he 
said he has consistently voted against 
subsidies for farmers and mariners. 

Walker fully supports the Kennedy 
proposal for reform of the criminal 
code, including the provision for 
minimum sentencing. Drinan has op- 
posed the bill because it would 
remove discretion from judges and of

nuclear power plant because of 
premature obsolescence and the 
possible theft of plutonium which is 
used in nuclear weapons. 

Walker encourages all alternative 
forms of power. He would like to 
launch a large-scale research project 
to harness alternate sources of 
energy’ including the search for off- 
shore oil. 

Drinan, the four-term incumbent, is 
a former professor and dean at the 
Boston College Law School. He 
received his law degree from 
Georgetown University in 1949, and 
received his theology degree in Rome 
in 1954. He resides in Newton, as does 
his opponent.

One of four will survive Democratic primary

Voters in the new 11th Middlesex 
District will choose one of four 
Democrats next week to face 
Republican Howard Passman in the 
November election as state represen- 
tative. 

They are: Letitia Angelone, 56, of 
Thompsonville; Robert Lisle Baker, 
35, of Chestnut Hill, Ald. David Cohen, 
30, of Newton; and Paul Kelley, 25, of 
Newton Centre 

Each has spent the months since 
Lois Pines vacated this seat carving 
out their individual positions on to- 
day's issues and trying to fight the 
dual battle of becoming known in the 
district and making voters aware of 
what district they are now in. 

The 11th Middlesex District in- 
cludes Pines’ old territory of Newton 
Centre, Waban, and Chestnut Hill. 

Added to it in redistricting were the

Public hearings proposed

Should the public be heard before a 
fire engine is removed from service, 
or should such decisions be the 
unhampered prerogative of the fire 
chief and the mayor? 

Ald. Paul Daley of West Newton 
thinks a public hearing should be held 
before any piece of fire apparatus is 
removed from service, whether per- 
manently or temporarily. 

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
discussed the matter tentatively Mon- 
day night while debating whether the 
matter should be acted on first by the 
Public Health & Safety Committee (it 
will be). 

Daley's proposal, made as a result 
of an announcement this summer that 
Engine 5 from the Washington Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue fire sta- 
tion would be intermittently out of 
service because of a shortage of over- 
time money' would require notice by 
the fire chief and public notice of a 
public hearing to be held by the 
aldermen. 

Daley said he does not want ‘“‘to in- 
volve the legislative body’’ in the 
management of the Fire Department 
or “impinge on the executive."’ He 
merely wants the hearing to be a vehi- 
cle for getting information on changes 
to the people involved. 


The mayor and the fire chief are, 
under city and state law, solely 
responsible for deployment of ap- 
paratus and personnel, and determin- 
ing the numbers of both that are need- 
ed by the city. 

Two years ago Mayor Theodore 
Mann's removal from service of a 
pumper located at the Crafts Street 
fire station caused an uproar in the 
north side of the city and subsequent- 
ly in the Board of Aldermen. 


The pumper was removed per- 
manently on the strength of a report 
from a fire-rating firm that said 
Newton needed no more than nine 
pumpers. = 


Ald. Terry Morris asked Daley why 
he was singling out the Fire Depart- 
ment. “It makes as much sense as

Indications are that a _ record 
number of office-holders will go down 
to defeat when the primary votes are 
counted on Tuesday night of next 
week. 

That will be due partly to the reduc- 
tion in the size of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives from 240 to 
160 members and partly to a throw- 
the-rascals-out attitude on the part of 
some voters. 

Some House members have been 
placed in the same districts with col- 
leagues, setting the stage for the 
defeat of at least one legislator in each 
of those districts. A substantial 
number of State Representatives also 
are seeking promotion to higher of- 
fices. 

For example, Representative Elaine 
Noble of the Back Bay is a candidate 
for the U.S. Senate Representative 
Michael J. Connolly of Roslindale and 
Lois Pines of Newton are seeking the 
Democratic nomination for Secretary 
of State. Others are running for Con- 
gress. 

The fact that two former State 
Senators are serving sentences in a 
federal prison in Pennsylvania and 
that a present Senator is in the Barn- 
stable Jail after being convicted of 
taking a bribe has made an impact on 
many voters. 

State Senator George Rogers of New 
Bedford, who is confined to the Barn- 
stable Jail, will be listed on the ballot 
as a candidate for Democratic 
renomination. He has one primary op- 
ponent, Robert M. Hunt, also of New 
Bedford. No Republicans are listed on 
the ballot in that senatorial district. 
They could, of course, seek the GOP 
nomination on stickers. 

Newsmen and political leaders in 
New Bedford report that Rogers may 
be renominated and reelected by sym- 
pathy votes. The voters usually are not 
sympathetic to politicians in Rogers’ 
circumstances. But Rogers may be the 
exception who proves the rule. 

State House observers are 
speculating on what the members of 
the Massachusetts Senate will do if 
Rogers is relected while in jail. The 
assumption is that they would do 
nothing and would permit him to serve 
as a Senator. 

Former State Senator Joseph 
DiCarlo of Revere was expelled from 
the Senator after he was convicted of 
extortion. DiCarlo was a candidate in 
the subsequent special election to fill 
the séat which had been taken away 
from him. He was rejected by the 
voters of his district. 

If the people had returned him to the 
Senate, the other Solons would not 
have expelled him a second time. They 
would have taken the position that the 
fina] decision concerning DiCarlo had 
been made by the voters. 

New Bedford voters know that 
Rogers was convicted in the voke ed 
scandal and is now in jail. If they still 
reelect him to the Senate, the other 
senators would have little alternative 
to accept their decision even if Rogers 
presumably will be in jail when the 
1979 legislative session starts.

House democracy or dictatorship????:

BOSTON (UPI) The Massachusetts House: 
Does it work as a democracy or a dictatorship? 
That's a question being raised by a group of 
political reformers who want to see sweeping 
changes in the way the House does it’s business. 

We don't have anything personally against 
Speaker Tommy ‘Thomas W.) McGee,” said Rep. 
Andrew H. Card Jr., R-Holbrook, one of the leaders 
of the reform coalition, ‘What we want to see 
changed is the way the House operates.” 

The other leader of the coalition, Democratic 
Rep. Philip W. Johnston of Marshfield, said the 
campaign to make revamp the House rules has won 
the support of almost half the candidates seeking 
House nominations in next week's primary. 

The rules reform campaign, launched last year, 
would take away many of the powers of the 
speaker, who personally can reward or punish 
House members through his sole power to appoint 
the chairmen and members of legislative 
committees 

It's a power that the reformers say operates like 
a dictatorship no matter who serves as House 
speaker. The members of the non-partisan reform 
coalition feel that because the speaker has the 
power to reward and punish he also can intimidate 
members to vote as he wishes. They say he can also 
block the legislators from positions of power and 
expertise and therefore can prevent them from in- 
fluencing their colleagues. 

But McGee, a veteran Lynn Democrat who came 
to power through the existing rules. doesn't see it 
that way. He has been quoted as saying the rules 
reform movement is “simply a question of the 
outs’ wanting to take power away from the ‘ins’."’ 

The goal of the reformers is to get enough of their 
supporters elected to the House in November to en- 
sure that a majority, or 81, of the 160 House 
members will vote to change the rules 

By late last week, about 200 candidates in the 
Sept. 19 primary, almost a majority of those seek- 
ing House nominations, had indicated they were for 
rules reform 

‘If we get 70 to 75 solid supporters from the Nov. 7 
general election, we'll be in good shape,"’ Johnston 
said 

We feel right now,"’ Card said Friday, ‘‘that 
we're in the neighborhood of 60 votes."’ He said 
Round One in the battle to change rules will take 
place next Tuesday; Round Two will be Nov. 7 and 
the final and most important round will be when the 
Legislature reconvenes next January 

Public perception of political scandals and the 
reduction of the 240-member House to 160 members 
are seen by the reformers as the prime factors for

making the next legislative session a crucial one for 
reform. 

In a statement released last April when they 
publicly launched their reform campaign, Card and 
Johnston said 1978 ‘can be the year when 
legislators and the people who elect us finally 
destroyed an indefensible legislative system. It can 
be the year when the people of Massachusetts con- 
cluded the task force they began over 200 years ago 
and established a democratic government on 
Beacon Hill."' 

What legislative reforms are needed to change 
that “indefensible systems? In brief, the coalition 
wants the nomination of speaker candidates of the 
Republicans and Democrats to be made by secret 
ballot at party caucuses. They regard secrecy as an 
essential element in preventing intimidation by the 
House leadership. At present, nominees for speaker 
are chosen openly on the floor of each caucus, with 






any member allowed to make a nomination. The 
speaker later is elected by acclamation on the 
House floor. : 

Once the speaker is chosen, he inherits the tradi- 
tional power to appoint all committee members, in- 
cluding chairmen. He also hires all staff and 
distributes all office space and supplies. These con- 
stitute some of the ‘rewards and punishments’ the 
coalition says are wielded undemocratically by any 
speaker, no matter who he is. Also appointed by the 
speaker are the majority leader and the majority 
whip. The minority party elects its leader in caucus 
and he appoints his whip and assistants. 

The coalition wants to restrict the speaker's 
power by having each party elect its caucus 
chairmen and clerks by secret ballot. The 
chairmen, like the speaker and minority leader, 
would be empowered to convene a caucus at any 
time. In addition, 10 percent of the members of each 
party could by petition force the convening of a 
caucus. These reforms would give more power to 
the membership as a whole and restrict the authori- 
ty of the speaker. 

Under the proposed reforms, the majority leader, 
the minority leader and the assistant minority 
leader would be elected by secret ballot by caucus 
members. Majority whips would be appointed by 
their respective party leaders but would need to be 
confirmed by the caucus members 

The proposed rules changes also call for the 
establishment of a steering and policy committee 
for each party that would nominate committee 
chairmen and elect committee members. Those are 
some of the proposed changes the reformers hope 
will be endorsed by voters through the candidates 
they vote for in the September and November elec- 
tions.

WASHINGTON Newspapers across the coun- 
try recently carried an AP wire photo which show- 
ed a Detroit postal official inspecting a crawl space 
where nearly 2,000 letters dating back almost two 
years had piled up as a result of a defective mail 
chute. A rep8irman making a routine check had 
discovered the mail. This foul-up made me think of 
the possibility of a postal strike and something U.S. 
Postmaster General William Bolger had to say the 
other day on CBS' ‘Face the Nation.” 

When asked about the alternatives to the U.S. 
Postal Service if there was a strike, Bolger said 
that although it would be ‘‘wrong,”’ one thing he 
could do would be to suspend the gov ‘rnment’s 
monopoly on first-class mall and allow private mail 
delivery services to operate. Making clear that he 
strongly opposed such an idea, the postmaster 
general declared: 

“One of the things that I've been trying to do is 








stem the tide of people looking to alternative 
delivery services. I think the people would — and 
perhaps the Congress would — say the Postal Ser- 
vice no longer enjoys, should enjoy the monopoly 
they have for delivering letters. There is a lot of 
agitation now to repeal the private express 
statutes, or some part of them. I don't know where 
this would turn in the long run.”" 

Well, Rolger may not know where the repeal of 
the government's monopoly on first-class mail 
might lead us, but this road has been examined in 
detail by others, and it does not appear to be all that 
uninviting. 

In a 1974 study for the American Enterprise In- 
stltute, John Haldi, an economic consultant, and 
Joseph Johnston, a New York lawye! sessed in 
detail the impact of the government's first-class 
mail monopoly vs. private mail carriers. Their con- 
clusion: 





“It appears that such private postal competition 
as has existed from time to time has served the 
public interest well. For over 300 years would-be 
competitors have been pioneering innovations, 
reducing costs, and improving services 

“For third- and fourth-class mail, private flrms 
now offer cheaper and more expeditious service 
than that provided by the Postal Service. In 
response to this competition, the Postal Service is 
attempting to improve the way it handles parcels 
and to expedite delivery of dated fourth-class mail. 
Existing competition is also benefiting the Postal 
Service. Since recent growth in mail volume has 
frequently been too rapid for the Postal Service to 
handle, it is indeed fortunate that competition for 
third- and fourth-class mail has developed with suf- 
ficient speed to prevent the Postal Service from be- 
ing choked any more than it already is.

The campaign of 1978 may prove 
significant either for ending some 
political careers in an abrupt, unex- 
pected fashion, or as a final fading of 
a waning star. 

As the races enter the final stretch, 
money and television have boldly 
emerged, once again, as the dominant 
factors in most contests. 

While television has provided more 
exposure to statewide federal, con- 
Stitutional and county positions 
through free public forums, the for- 
mats did not always allow for the in- 
terchange or expression of dees 

The “images” each chose to project 
in 15- and 30-second spots were 
carefully nurtured through long and 
thoughtful study. 

The candidate is considered 
marketable no less than any other 
product, and the public is probed for 
the highest acceptance level. 

The budgets balloon when spots are 
inserted in time-outs of sporting 
events watched by millions in a view- 
ing area, or as a local filler between 
segments of a Lawrence Welk show. 

The viewers of these program are 
the over-35 viewers who will probably 
go vul and vote. 

During many of the TV debates or 
forums, the question of campaign 
financing emerges again and again as 
an area of potential pressure on a can- 
didate. The media themselves were 
accused of ‘making’ frontrunners 
and drying up fundraising sources, 

Watching some these confronta- 
tions, I had the feeling I was looking 
at a prettily wrapped gift. I wanted 
someone to unwrap the package so 
that I could feel the texture and quali- 
ty of what was being sold, 

What might have been more wor- 
thwhile is a series of questions 
developed from public surveys for 
each office and discussed tully by all 
the candidates in a roundtable pive 
and tuke. Leadership qualities may 
surface under such conditions. ulong 


with an indication of the candidates’ 
knowledge about the cogent issues. 

By the time the voters go to the polls 
next Tuesday, millions will have been 
spent to try to convince them that only 
certain candidacies are worthy of 
their vote. 

The climate of this election is one of 
moderation, retrenchment, or at least 
a reordering of priorities. The concept 
of accountability, not only in fiscal 
terms but also in the keeping of pro- 
mises made in campaigns, seems to 
be a much stronger factor in this elec- 
uon. 

On all levels of government 
federal, state, county and local 
each will draw different supporters, 
and the overall effect could be sur- 
prising, particularly in the represen- 
tative races where the House cut 
comes into play for the first time, and 
the primary is the race (no November 
opposition). 

Large numbers may turn out, but as 
in all primaries, traditionally many 
stay home. 

On the Republican side in the 
Senate race. Avi Nelson and incum- 
bent Senator Ed Brooke by all ac- 
counts seem to be in a very tight race 
for the nomination. A factor of con- 
siderable interest will be the effect of 
switchovers, blacks and liberals to 
Senator Brooke and Democrats and 
conservatives to Avi Nelson. 

On the Democratic side of the 
Senate race, it appears Rep, Paul 
Tsongas and Secretary of State Paul 
Guzzi are leading the field, but no one 
should count out Kathleen Sullivan 
Alioto, who could split some liberal 
votes and pick up most moderate 
votes. 

Elaine Noble has done as well as 
anyone in the public TV forums in ar- 
ticulating positions, but the lifeblood 
of political campaigns, money, is 
missing. Howard Phillips, a new con- 
servative Democrat, has that wing to 
himself while he flails away at 
Tsongas. 






In the gubernatorial race incum- 
bent Gov. Mike Dukakis had a for- 
midable lead, but suddenly, Massport 
Ed King has begun to cut into it. 
Whether it's enough or in time only 
next Tuesday will tell. Barbara 
Ackermann provides an alternative 
for those liberals who can't vote for 
Gov. Dukakis and won't vote for Ed-

ward J. King. On the Republican side 
another Ed King and Rep. Frank 
Hatch wage another close battle that 
will see the North Shore legislator eke 
out a tight win. 

In a truly David-Goliath match, 
Norm Walker takes on Rep. Robert 
Drinan in a contest that is trying to 
capitalize on youth, pro-life and an 
anti-Drinan constituency. 

Rep. Drinan's incumbency, 
organization and constituent service 
are his strong points in what could be 
a surprisingly close race.

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Charge of cruelty to horse continu 


Newton Police Officer Edward 
Woloski, charged with beating a horse 
on River Street on July 9, had his case 
continued without a finding in Newton 
District Court Friday afternoon 

Judge George C. Anastas, who 
usually sits in Nantucket, said after 
two hours of testimony that there was 

substantial evidence that he 
(Woloski) kicked, yanked, and beat 
the horse with a stick." 

There were sufficient facts to find 
the defendant guilty, he said, but con 
tinued the case without a finding for 
one year after stating, ''I am inclined 
to think that, as a police officer with 
no prior record, this will be a good 
lesson for him." 

Woloski, 41, had pleaded innocent. 
He was ordered to pay $200 court costs 
and restitution that will be determin- 
ed later by probation officers,

mediately after the trial that there 
“will be disciplinary action” against 
the officer who has been on the force 
11 years, but no formal charges will 
be made for at least a week. 

Immediately after being told of 
Judge Anastas’ decision, Quinn said, 

‘That's interesting, Usually they're 
tougher.” 

Chief Quinn said Woloski will be on 
vacation this week, and he will be 
taken off of cruiser or foot patrol duty 
until8a Civil Service hearing after 
before the chief and Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

Those two will decide what action 
will be taken against the officer. 

A Police Department investigation 
has concluded that the horse was in 
the station's guardroom where of- 
ficers report for duty, Capt. John Bar- 
tinelli said previously, but no mention 


of that incident was made at the trial 
Friday. 

Prosecuting attorney Timothy 
Burke called five witnesses, two in 
their 70s and three in their teens, to 
testify about what they saw on River 
Street at about 5:30 p.m. July 9. 

All five said they saw Woloski 
riding a white horse in the street. The 
horse stopped, Woloski dismounted, 
the horse defecated, and it refused to 
move any further, they said. 

All five said the defendant kicked 
the horse twice in the stomach, three 
said they saw him punch the horse in 
the face with his fist, four said he was 
yanking on the reins when the horse 
stopped, and one said he hit the horse 
onits shoulder with a branch. 

Defense attorney Kenneth Pollenz 
asked Woloski to describe what he did 
to the horse. 


woloski said he used pant leg and 
the side of his moccasin to remove 
sweat from the animal in a wiping 
motion like a windshield wiper. He 
said he used his hand to wipe sweat 
from the horse's face, and used a 
branch to shoo flies from the horse's 
face. 

Regarding the treatment of the 
horse during the hot day in July, 
Woloski said he galloped it for a total 
of about 1 *4 hours intermittently dur- 
ing th8e seven hours that the horse 
had been rented from Ellendale 
Stables in Sherborn. 

Woloski testified that when his 
horse and four others were delivered 
to his house at 104 Adams Ave., West 
Newton, he was instructed by the 
stable hand, ‘‘‘Don't water him, don't 
feed him, and don't be afraid to hit 
him.” 

Pollenz called Gene Machain to 


testify as a “horse expert.'’ Machain 
said he was raised on a farm with 
horses and was a blacksmith for eight 
years at various race tracks for 
thoroughbred horses. 

Machain, who has known Woloski 
for about 17 years, said he has seen 
other riders wipe sweat from a horse 
with a pant leg and a hand, and has 
done it himself. 

He classified Woloski as ‘'a Sunday 
rider ,”’ but had never seen him abuse 
an animal 

Burke, who is supervising attorney 
for the district attorneys in Middlesex 
County, had Officer Frank Martin of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
testify about horse proper treatment 
of horses 

Officer Martin, who investigated 
the original complaint of in the case,

answered ‘‘no" when asked if pun- 
ching and kicking were appropriate 
acts to drive a horse. 

Martin also said he tried to view the 
carcas of the animal the day after it 
died, but it had already been fed out at 
a wild animal preserve. 

Susan McCool of Newton had been 
riding a horse in front of Woloski 
shortly before the horse col8lapsed. 
When she noticed her partner was not 
following closely, - . she turned 
around and saw Woloski pulling the 
reins of the horse when it was 
defecating. She then dismounted a8nd 
tried to assist Woloski's horse, which 
soon collapsed in the street. 

Ms. McCool confirmed Woloski’s 
testimony that his horse was a 
“rider,’’ meaning it took off whenever 
it wanted to with little if any motiva 
tion by Woloski to get it going.

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One family’s 
odyssey

‘The problem with running a family democratical- 
ly is that you risk being outvoted. That's what hap- 
pened with our family vacation. While I was being 
teased by the low rate airline rates to Europe, my 
family formed a solid voting bloc and decided 4-1 
they wanted to do what we had done last year—rent 

- 4motor home. This time we would tour a small por- 
tion of the United States. 

Renting a motor home is often mistaken for 
economy. However, it is more expensive than driv- 
ing a car and stopping at motels. It cost $285 a week 
to rent a twenty-six foot motor home which sleeps 
six people. The additional cost of 12 cents a mile is 
tacked on, plus the cost of gas. The tank holds 70 
gallons and gets five or six miles to the gallon. 

What makes it attractive is that it is a convenient 
way to travel with a family. Packing and unpacking 
are eliminated and during the tedious hours spent 
Betting to your destination, passengers have the op- 
tion of reading, going to the bathroom or getting up 
for a snack. 

It is also an ideal time for a family to have con- 
tinous, uninterrupted contact. Sometimes in the 
course of a busy year, communication is limited to 
fragmented snatches of conversation. 

Another aspect of family life which can get rusty 
during non-vaction months is cooperating and 
working together on a project. During this vaca- 
tion, when we reached a campsite, there were 
various tasks which had to be completed for all our 
comfort. Thus there was an incentive to cooperate. 

To prepare for our 21 day trip, we sent for AAA 
tour books for New Jersey, Pennsylvania, New 
York, Washington and Virginia. Every member of 
the family read through the material and initialled 
the places they were most interested in. Then my 
husband took the guide books, and working with a 
map, traced out our itinerary 

Because we have family in some of the states 
mentioned, we included time for visiting. That was 
as delightful as any aspect of the vacation because 
we were treated like important visiting dignitaries 
and we came away renewed by reestablishing fami- 
ly ties. It also created an opportunity to talk about 
family history. 

The itinerary also included time for recreation—- 
and the unexpected. While planning is needed to 
make the trip go smoothly, vacationers must 
remember to stay flexible because no matter how 
meticulous you are about planning, something will 
go wrong. 

For example, on our way to New Jersey, we phon- 
ed ahead to a campground which seemed to have 
everything we were looking for, and more. As we 
travelled, it began to rain heavily and soon we 
began to hear reports about flooding. It was the one 
time on our trip that our CB, a necessary piece of 
equipment, was out. 

The flooding in Delaware was severe enough to 
get the police out and we had to take an unplanned 
detour—along with hundreds of other moturists. 

Dinner that evening was peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches prepared in the midst of extraordinary 
traffic. We rode for hours and hours into the night 
and finally at 11 p.m. we were where the cam- 
pground should have been, but wasn't. 

Disbelieving, we rode a bit further stopping at a 
police station for information only to discover that 
the campground was scheduled to open. but hadn't 
made it. Resourcefully, my husband asked permis- 
sion to park in the lot. Thus that night we camped 
outside the Jackson, New Jersey police station. 

Most of the campgrounds are more accessible 
than that one. They cost between $5-9 a night and 
usually have a small store on the premises. The 
people who camp are friendly and helpful and can 
give you valuable tips about other sites. 

Many of the campsites jam everyone in and you 
are fortunate if you spot a tree. There are those 
sites which are wooded, secluded and delightful. 
Those are, of course, the ones to look for. We used 
the Rand McNally guide to campsites and the AAA 
campsite book 

Along the way, we found people remarkably 
honest. In the visiting center at Williamsburg, 
Virginia, there is an excellent film, At the end of the 
film, after we were out of the auditorium we heard 
one of our daughters being paged. Before we had

realized what happened, a tourist from Kansas had 
turned in our daughter's camera case. In the case 
was her camera, her watch and $50 of the money 
she earned this summer—all intact. 

At the Great Adventure, an enormous amuse- 
ment park in New Jersey, our other daughter left 
her wallet on a game table. When a woman saw us 
frantically searching for it, she came over. ‘I just 
turned it into security,"’ she said, adding, ‘I know 
how you must feel.’’ At security, there was the 
wallet with its contents untouched. 

Of the two amusement parks we visited, Great 
Adventure and Hershey, Great Adventure was 
superior. More than an amusement park, it is an 
entertainment center. For $11.50 each, admission 
fee, you can ride through Safari Country where 
there are wild animals, and afterwards enter the 
amusement park. There you can go on unlimited 
rides, visit a small theater and see a show—-and 
there was even one-half hour circus act. 

The only problem was the lines were great and 
you must get there early in the morning and plan to 
spend the entire day, into the evening, there. There 
are places to picnic since the grounds are large. 

Hershey was delightful, but could really be skip- 
ped especially if you are budget conscious. The ad- 
mission fee was about $8.75 for adults and half for 
children. That includes a tour, al a la Disneyworld, 
through a simulated factory and then entrance into 
an amusement park. 

We were told later that years ago people could 
tour the actual Hershey factory and receive a small 
Hershey bar at the end. We bought ours. 

Touring through even a small portion of the 
States makes one aware of how much many of the 
small cities and towns depend upon tourist trade. In 
some places, it is the primary industry. 

To avoid repeating historical facts to the children

and yet insure that they absorb the information, we 
rented auto tape tours for $5.95 including the 
cassette and the recorder. These can be obtained at 
visitor centers and were wonderful. 

The tapes, dramatic and highlight by music, con- 
tained historical facts spiced with anecdotes. We 
listened in our motor home as we wended our way 
through Gettysburg and the Amish country. 

In Washington, we became sight-seeing junkies 
trying to see as much as possible. It was ex- 
hausting, but biggest worth it, The disappointment 
was the White House. 

The tour is free and in the early morning we 
received a tour ticket with a number. Our tour had 
a one and one-half hour wait. At the end of that 
time, our family and about 300 others trekked 
through the White House seeing perhaps three 
rooms. The tour does not have a guide and was cold 
and meaningless. If you write to your senator or 
congressman, at least six months in advance, you 
may recieve tickets for a less crowded, but not bet- 
ter, tour. 

We did spend time at the Smithsonian Museum 
and at the Museum of Air and Space, the movie “To 
Fly" was excellent. We visited the Lincoln and Jef- 
ferson memorials at night—deliberately. They are 
just breathtaking when seen lit up. 

From Washington. we headed on to Colonial 
Williamsburg which is worth spending more than 
one day visiting. In each home, store or inn you 
enter someone is on hand to give you a small, in- 
teresting talk on what you are seeing and how it 
related to that period. It was fascinating. 

Most people ask if the camping experience isn't 
an overdose of closeness. The test of its success 
comes in the answer to the next question: would you 
do it again? 

The answer is UNANIMOUSLY yes.

Even though we've been taught to 
believe that a dinner without meat is 
no dinner at all, there's no hard-and- 
fast rule which says that meat has to 
appear on the table 365 days a year. 
Every now and then it's nice tu have a 
break from the standard meat-and- 
potatoes fare. Cheese is an excellent 
source of high-quality protein and is a 
perfect choice as the highlight of a 
delicious and satisfying vegetarian 
meal. ; 

Unfortunately, not all cheese is 
created equal. Those artificial cheese 
spreads and thin, rubbery slices of 
processed cheese have no place in the 
natural cook's kitchen. The flavor and 
texture of natural cheese is far 
superior to the processed brands, and 


t there's certainly no need to consume 


undesirable additives which are used 
primarily to extend the shelf life of 
the cheese. With so many wonderful 
natural varieties to choose from, it 
shouldn't be hard to plek your 
favorites from those made without 
preservatives, emulsufiers, 
stabilizers and artificial coloring. 
Both American-Style Raclette and 
Blender Cheese Souffle are quick and 
easy to prepare and fun tu serve fora 
light, informal supper. ‘ 
Raclette comes to us from the Swiss 
Alps, where the cheese Is heated over 
an open fire and scraped onto tn- 


dividual plates. It's a charming tradi- 
tion, but not very practical for every- 
day life. The American version of 
raclette simpllfies the cooking pro- 
cess: Monterey cheese is melted in 
the oven, then spooned piping hot into 
baked potatoes, accompanied by 
pickles and onions. All that's needed 
to round off either of the fullowing 
cheese dinners is a big tossed salad of 
leaiy greens, raw vegetables, sprouts 
and a sprinkling of sunflower seeds. 

AMERICAN-STYLE RACLETTE 
( Makes four servings) 

+idahobuking potatoes 

1 pound Monterey cheese 

Dill pickles 

Pickled baby white onions 

Bake potatoes in a 400-degree oven 
for one hour. Slice cheese Into thin 
strips and place in two shallow 9-Inch- 
square baking dishes. Ten minutes 
before the potatoes are dune, place 
one dish of cheese in the oven. After 10 
minutes, remove potatoes. Place 
cheese under a hot broiler until golden 
and bubbly. Ladle hot, melted cheese 
into split potatoes and serve at once, 
accompanied by the dill pickles UUU 
and onions. Place the second pan of 
cheese in the oven for 10 minutes, then 
broil. Spoon hot cheese into potatoes 
for second helpings. 

BLENDER CHEESE SOUFFLE 
(Makes four servings) 

4 tablespoons butter 


1 cup milk 

1 thin slice whole-wheat bread, 
crust removed 

One-half teaspoon dry mustard 

Sea salt to taste 

Pinch of cayenne 

4 ounces sharp cheddar cheese, 
diced 

3 tablespoons grated Parmesan 
cheese 

4 eggs, separated 

Place butter and milk in a 
saucepan. Beat until cheese melts, 
but do not boil. Place bread, mustard, 
sea salt and cayenne in blender. 
Blend into fine crumbs. Add hot milk, 
cheddar cheese and two tablespoons 
Parmesan cheese, Blend 15 seconds. 
Add egg yolks and blend well. Pour in- 
to a bowl and let stand 10 minutes. 
Beat egg whites with a pinch of sea 
salt untll stiff. Using a rubber spatula, 
quickly and carefully fold egg whites 
into cheese mixture. Pour into a but- 
tered two-quart souffle dish and 
sprinkle with remaining one tables- 
poon Parmesan cheese. Bake in a 
preheated 375-degree oven for 35 
minutes, or until puffed and golden.

Dear Diane: Please, help with some different 
tomato recipes. My garden overfloweth. Thanks

Whoever heard of a new idea for breakfast? If 
you don't think it's possible, try baking eggs in 
scooped out tomatoes. 

Tomatoes, in mounting volume these days. are no 
strangers to the breakfast table — in England. No 
self-respecting British breakfast plate of eggs 
would be without a grilled tomaot. So, the precedent 
is there, and a tasty one it is. Somehow, the tartly 
refreshing flavor of this vegetable is very satisfying 
with the mild, but rich flavor of egga. 

Still another “different” idea for the day's first 
meal is fried sliced tomatoes. If calories are not a 
pressing concern, this dish can become nothing 
short of ambrosial when the fried tomato slices are 
placed on toast and the drippings from the pan are 
poured over them to soak into the bread. 

If the tomatoes you bring from the store are still 
pink and over-firm, be sure to leave them on the kit- 
chen counter for a few days, until fully red and 
tender. For these breakfast dishes, don't let them 
get too soft, however,

BAKED EGGS IN TOMATOES 

6 medium-sized Florida tomatoes 

‘ cup dry bread crumbs 

1 teaspoon onion powder 

¥ teaspoon marjoram, crushed 

Salt 

Ground black pepper 

6 eggs 

Hold tomatoes at room temperature until fully 
ripe. Preheat oven to 325 F, Place tomatoes stem- 
side down. Cut a thin slice from top of each tomato. 
Using a teaspoon caretully scoop out pulp and 
seeds. Turn tomato cups upside down to drain for a 
few minutes. In a medium bow! place 1 cup tomato 
pulp. broken up using remaining in soups, stews, 
etc.) Add bread crumbs, onion pwder, marjoram, 
‘2 teaspoon salt and one -sixteenth teaspoon black 
pepper; mix well. Sprinkle inside of each tomato 
shell with salt and balck pepper. Stuff with tomato 
mixture. Place in a lightly greased shallow baking 
pan. Break an egg into each tomato cup. Cover 
loosely with foil. Bake until eggs are done as 
desired, 30to 35 minutes, YIELD: 6 portions 

FRIED SLICED TOMATOES 

4 firm Florida tomatoes 

‘a cup all-purpose flour 

‘a cup dry bread crumbs 

1% teaspoons salt 

44 teaspoon onion powder 

¥4 teaspoon ground black pepper 

+4 cup salad oil 

Remove stem end from each tomaot. Cut each 
tomato crosswise into 4 slices; set aside. On a large 
plate combine flour, bread crumbs, salt, onion 
powder and black pepper. Coat both sides of each 
tomato slice with flour mixture. In a large skillet 
heat oil. Add tomato slices, a few at a time; fry 
lightly, about 1 minute, on each side. Serve im- 
mediately. YIELD: 16 slices.

jury pool for 


Middlesex County 


Some 8400 Newton residents have 
been picked at random to be part of 
the potential jury pool for Middlesex 
County courts in 1979. One is State 
Rep. David Mofenson, who sponsored 
the new jury-selection bill. 

“I'm surprised but pleased to find 
my name on the list,'’ Mofenson said. 
“T am encouraged that the new law 

.and its procedures which eliminates 
all statutory exemptions from the du- 
ty to perform grand and trial juror 
service will make jury selection 
fairer and maximize public participa- 
tion in the judicial process. I hope that 
I'm eventually called to serve.”” 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of 
the Newton Election Commission, 
said that Mofenson wasn't the only 
public figure on the list. Also included 
are Ald. Paul Daley, School Commit- 
tee person Katherine Jones, and two 
election commissioners, Joseph 
Bradley and James P. Waters. Also 
chosen were doctors, lawyers, and 
others who previously would have 
been exempted from jury duty. 

Names were picked by random 
selection of Newton residents match- 
ed up against a set of random 
numbers provided by the jury com- 
mission. Most of the 8400 will not 
serve on a jury in 1979. Late this fall, 
there will be another random match- 
up, at which time the office of jury 
commissioners will select for each 
judicial district of Middlesex County 
those prospective jurors who will be 
summoned for service during the next 
term. 

The number picked this year are 
somewhat inflated to make sure there 
will be enough jurors, especially since 
under the new law jurors sit for only 
one case which could be over in a day 
or two and not for 30 days. This reduc- 
ed number potential jurors will be 
termed the ‘prospective juror list.”” 

According to the law, a prospective 
juror who has been summoned for 
trial juror service will have the right 
to one postponement of his term of 


juror service for not more than ten , 


months. Furthermore, the court shall 
have discretionary authority to ex- 
cuse or postpone a prospective juror 
from juror service, in part or in full, 
“upon a showing of severe hardship, 
extreme inconvenience or peculiar 
public necessity."’ 

Newton is a leader in implementing 
this model program, Licarie said. In- 
stead of using voting lists or telephone 
directory listings as sources for 
potential jurors, he said, Newton is 
using a list of residents 17 years or 
older living in the city. ‘‘The other 
systems discriminated against people 
hot registered to vote or those who 
don't have phones, “ he said, “and 
that's not right.” 

Licarie explained that the new jury 
law is being tested first in Middlesex 
County and that if successful, would 
be implemented statewide. Jury 
system reformers in other states, ac- 
cording to Licarie, are also studying 
the Middlesex County experiment.

From.there he 
moved to Fall River where he worked 
for Cherry & Webb Department Store. 

From the very beginning Les made 
many friends and learned every 
aspect of merchandizing and working 
with people. 

Somewhere along the way, Lester 
picked up a trumpet and it became his 
Greatest source of pleasure relaxa- 
tion. How he loved that horn! 

He could make that trumpet ‘‘talk"’ 
so that the people knew what he was 
telling them...that there was joy and 
happiness everywhere, and that fun 
was a real part of their lives. He work- 
ed hard in the daytime and played his 
trumpet at night. 

He went to work at Wethern’s 
Millinery Store, one of the largest in 
the country. It expanded all over the 
lot and opened three new stores in 
Brockton and Fall River. One day the 
big boss called Lester Deneault into 
his office and said, ‘‘Les, I want you to 
take over, I'm putting you in full 
charge.” 

So, his territory grew and Lester's 
activities grew with it. He learned 
how to display merchandize and 
decorate his windows so that more 
and more people began to spend 
money at his sales.

Of course, the textile business in 
New England was booming in the ‘'30s 
and ‘40s and everyone was doing 
well.

One of 
them, known as the ‘‘Troubadours,” 
was one of the star performers on 
radio stations WEAN and WJAR, well 
known throughout New England at 
the time.

Lester was drafted for WW II early 
in the forties. When he came back, he 
was put in charge of Wethern’'s 
Millinery Store in Temple Place, 
Boston; then he went on to Snows’ and 
others.

was the main topic of Monday night's 
meeting of the aldermanic Human 
Services Committee’ which ended up 
passing a resolution asking the mayor 
to rescind his decision to keep the 
building closed until a use has been 
determined for it. 

After discussion with Recreation 
Director Russell Halloran and Com- 
munity Schools Director William Slot- 
nik, the committee also included a re- 
quest that recreation and community 
schools programs be allowed to start 
as soon as possible after the Sept. 25 
hearing and continue unti) the final 
decision on the school has been made. 


At best, the procedure for disposing 
of surplus municipal property is 
cumbersome, drawn-out and 
repetitious. 

First a public hearing must be held 
to hear suggestions on future use 
Then the Planning Department puts 
out requests for proposals from in- 
terested developers; when these are 
returned, the Planning Department 
evaluates them in relation to 
preferences expressed at the public 
hearing, and also for their financial 
return to the city and how they fit in 
with goals of development of the city, 
architectural quality, and a variety of 
other criteria 


The proposals that complied with 
specifications in the requests for pro- 
posals and the Planning Department 
evaluations are sent to the Ad- 
ministration & Planning Committee. 
which looks them over and finally 
determines whether the property 
should be sold or leased at all. 


The Finance Committee enters the 
picture at this point and decides the 
minimum sale or lease price. The 
mayor, with the advice of the Plann- 
ing Department, does the final 
negotiations and makes the final deci- 
sion as to who gets the property and 
for how much. 


The whole process probably cannot 
be done in less than than three mon- 
ths, counting time for the Board of 
Aldermen to vote on it, and is more 
likely to take at least six months. 


Therefore, the committee is 
justified in its concern about what will 
happen to the programs being con- 
ducted in the Hamilton School. 


Slotnik said that the community 
school program ‘‘would be damaged” 
by having to move to the Williams 


Tax rate 


and overgenerous to some other com- 
munities. 


Mann agrees that less affluent 
cities and towns should get more from 
the state than such communities as 
Newton, Wellesley and Weston,, but 
feels that along with the money should 
go some demand for accountability 
for use of the money. 


The great disparity between 
Newton and Boston in the per capita 
funds distribution requires correc- 
tion, Mann believes, especially in the 
area of making sure Boston spends its 
money more wisely.

School, a mile down Grove Street but 
across dangerous intersections. He is 
also concerned about the programs 
for the elderly that took place in 
Hamilton in the afternoon, which 
might have to be at night at Williams. 


The Williams School handles com- 
munity schools programs for itself 
and the Burr School. 


Ald. Carol Ann Shea was the author 
of the resolution whose framework 
was fleshed out by the committee to 
try to keep the continuity of communi- 
ty use of Hamilton School. 


Commenting on the plan to be pro- 
posed by the Hamilton community at 
the Sept. 25 public hearing, Shea said 
she thinks the housing and the com- 
munity center are ‘‘compatible uses” 
for the property and that they will be 
satisfactory to the community. 


Charles Thomas pointed out that 
the plan is still very tentative at this 
point and a lot of details still need to 
be worked out. 


For example, no decision has been 
made about whether the building is to 
be sold, with a lease arrangement to 
the city for part of it, or whether the 
city might retain ownership of the 
whole property and operate the hous- 
ing. The Community Development 
Authority, an independent body of 
which Thomas is chairman and sole 
member, might own and operate it. 


In a matter related to the closing of 
Hamilton School by the School Com- 
mittee, the Human Services Commit- 
tee would not approve a proposed 
resolution urging the School Commit- 
tee to “consider redistricting’ as a 
means of dealing with declining 
school enrollment. 


Ald. Mark White said he does not 
want to interfere with the Schoo] Com- 
mittee, and Ald. Edward Richmond 
said he does not want to vote ‘‘as a 
body" to suggest School Committee 
policy. 


Richmond does want the School 
Committee to use the services of the. 
Planning Department to help it deal 
with declining enrollment. 


The resolution, submitted jointly by 
Ald. Cynthia Creem, Robert Tennant, 
Rodney Barker and Carol Ann Shea, 
failed on a 3-3 vote. In favor were 
Creem’ Barker, and Ald. Paul Coletti; 
opposed were Richmond, White and 
Ald. Matthew Jefferson.

One attempt to wring more money 
out of the state, which the mayor 
believes has shortchanged Newton by 
about $2 million this year, is legisla- 
tion sponsored by the mayor and State 
Rep. David Mofenson to get state 
reimbursement for 25 percent of the 
property taxes that are not paid by 
tax-exempt post-secondary schools. 


Newton would receive nearly $2 
million if the bill is passed. 


According to the mayor, Newton 
has the third highest amount of non- 
income-producing property in the 
state. 


Backman seeks instant 
end to prison ‘brutality’ 


State Sen. Jack Backman has 
demanded that Gov. Michael Dukakis 
‘personally intercede to end the 
widespread brutality which is now 
standard practice at the Com- 
monwealth's secure institutions.” 

Backman, chairman of the 
Legislature's Committee on Human 
Services, claims that his research has 
uncovered a minimum of 10 inmate 
violent deaths in the past two years at 
Walpole state prison alone, 25 alleged 
beatings by guards, and 25 incidents 
of inmates being placed in bare strip 
cells which were ruled unconstitu- 
tional by the attorney general last 
spring. Three months ago, a federal 
jury awarded a Walpole inmate a 
$28,000 verdict against prison officials 
for a vicious beating. 

In the Worcester Treatment Center 
for boys, Buckman says he has 
evidence that there has been one 
suicide, at least three attempted 
suicides and numerous vicious 
betings by guards admitted by the ad- 
ministration. ‘It is no wonder that in- 
mates return to the streets from our 
institutions more dangerous than 
when they went to prison or to treat 
ment facilities,'’ Backman concluded. 

Senator Backman expressed shock 
at the response of the Dukakis ad- 
ministration; “The current Walpole 
superintendent has been found by a 
federal jury to have false reports, il- 
legally interfered with the mails and 
covered up an inmate beating. Yet, 
over a year has elapsed without even 


a report since the governor claims to 
have ordered an investigation of the 
incidents at Walpole.” 

“A similar coverup seems to be at 
work in Worcester where the head of 
the Office for Children fired the 
employees who brought the child 
brutality to light. instead of dealing 
with their serious allegations. Why do 
Michael Dukakis and his appointees 
continue to stand behind these of- 
ficials and their policies?" 

“At the same time that inmates are 
being brutalized,'’ Backman con- 
tinued, ‘taxpayers are being forced 
to pay ever-increasing amounts for in- 
stitutions that don’t work.’’ The 
Worcester Secure Treatment Unit is 
currently spending $50,000 per year 
for each child in its custody and the 
governor has requested substantial 
new funding for additional prisons. 

Newly appointed Secretary of 
Human Services Gordon Chase has 
requested a meeting with Senator 
Backman to discuss his charges and 
the solutions he suggests, as well as 
other human services problems. 
Backman declared, ‘'I will tell Chase 
that what is needed is a complete 
shake-up of the Departments of Cor- 
rection and Youth Services and a 
commitment to deinstitutionalization 
as the only sane path to rehabilitation. 
taxpayer savings and long-term pro- 
tection of the public.” 

Backman concluded, ‘We can't af- 
ford to wait until the new Secretary is 
sworn in on Sept. 18."

737 area youths served 
in CETA summer program 


The Summer Program for 
Economically Disadvantaged Youths 
(SPEDY), which ended Sept. 1, was 
the most successful summer program 
operated through Newton Area ¢ ‘ETA 
(Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act), according to Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, chairman of 
Newton Area CETA. 

A record 737 youths between the 
ages of 14 and 21 participated in the 
10-week summer work program 

All communities in the consortium, 
which includes Newton, Waltham, 
Weston, Brookline, Dover, Needham, 
Wellesley, Lincoln, Bedford and Lex- 
ington, were represented among the 
participants. All of the communities 
except Dover provided work sites for 
the youths. 

Many of the 194 work sites involved 
outdoor maintenance projects and 
programs at day camps, Other youths 
worked in offices and day care 
facilities. One group of participants 
constructed furniture for a day care 
center; another group worked in 
several departments at the state 
police Headquarters, including the 
police chemistry laboratory. 

Other participants worked in the 
Education Department at the 
Museum of Transportation 


One youth learned vidso taping and 
editing at the Eunice Kennedy 
Shriver Center; another used her col- 
lege experience as an economic 
geography major at her energy con- 
servation project, and another 
developed training packets for the 
mentally retarded 

Newton hosted 52 work sites 
Waltham 49, Brookline 49, Wellesley 
11, Lexington 11, Bedford 10 
Needham 10, and Weston and Lincoln 
one each. 

In addition to working tor up to 40 
hours a week, all of the participants 
had an opportunity to attend 
workshops orienting ther to the labor 


market. Over 60 of the participants 
took skill training courses at 
Minuteman Regional Vocational 


Technical High Schvol in Lexington, 
and over 40 participated in the CLIMB 
program which emphasized setting 
goals and planning on how to reach 
them 

A number of the work sites offered 
courses for which the students obtain 
ed academic credit. Others took ad 
vantage of the tutoring offered at 
Newton Aiea CETA to improve their 
basic academic skills. Others, to 
whom English is a second language 
received tutoring in English.

purchases $300 million in grain

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (UPI) — The House Lounge of 
the Capitol is most often the the site of trading by mem- 
bers of the appropriations committee. It recently was 
used for a more unusual purpose — world trade. 

While a dozen representatives of grain companies 
watched, a member of a delegation from Taiwan read 
bids for what amounted to purchases of $27 million in corn 
and soybeans. 

Surrounded by murals showing the agricultural base of 
the state’s economy, the 20-member delegation checked 
off two more items on its sizeable shopping list: 104,000 
metric tons of corn and 54,000 metric tons of soybeans. 

The stop in Missouri was part of a tour in July through 
15 states and the District of Columbia. By the time they 
headed for home, the Taiwanese had spent some $300 
million for grain and $450 million for industrial products. 

H. K. Shao, director general of the Taiwan Board of 
Foreign Trade and head of the delegation, said there were 
several reasons for the mission. 

Taiwan is the 10th largest trading partner of the United 
States, he said, but last year the balance of trade was $5.6 
billion in favor of his country. 

“There is evidently room for you to improve your 
share," he said. “This trip of course will not offset the 
trade imbalance, but it will help.” 

As well as the buying mission — part of what the 
Taiwanese call a ‘Buy More From America’ drive 
Taiwan has changed its trade restrictions to favor the 
United States. 

“We specifically lifted the ban on import of autos,” said 
Robert C, J. Shih, Taiwan's counsel general in the Mid- 
west, “Some countries were not happy with that.” 

His country, Shih said, also has cut tariffs on household 
appliances and citrus fruit. 

“We really want to balance trade,” Shih said. "We are 
not doing business just for business’ sake."’ 

Another reason for the mission, said Shao, is Taiwan's 


need for grain. 

“The Republic of China is one of the most important 
buyers of grain in the free world,” said Shao. 

“The calorie intake of my people is the highest in the 
Far East: more than 2,700 calories per day.” 

That is the same amount recommended for an 
American man in his prime F 

The Taiwanese expect to sign contracts on this trip for 
876,000 metric tons of barley, wheat, soybeans and corn. A 
metric ton is about 2,200 pounds. They also are buying 
cotton and plan to negotiate a cotton contract for 1979. 

A third reason for the trip, Shao said, is $20 billion in 
industrial projects his country is working on. . 

They include power generation, petroleum production, 
telecommunications, and mining. For these, he said, 
machinery and parts are needed. 

“We sincerely hope American businessmen will make 
more effort to supply as much as possible,"* he said. 

The Taiwanese were in the United States eariier this 
year, spending $268 million on agricultural and industrial 
products. The success of that trip led to the present 
mission, and a third tour is planned this fall. 

On the later trip, Shao said, about $600 million will be 
spent, most of it on grain 


The itinerary of that trip has not been planned, but 
Missouri officials want the Taiwanese to come back. 

No one was sure what portiun of the grain purchased at 
the meeting in the lounge would come from Missouri, but 
Jack Runyan, state director of agriculture, estimated it 
would be as much as 80 percent. 

One of Runyan's assistants said even if the percentage 
is lower, Missouri will benefit 

“Any time grain is shipped out of the United States, it’s 
going to help midwestern grain prices," said Jack Ryan, 
the state agriculture agency's coordinator of in- 
ternational marketing. 





Self-styled Christian mystic 


advocates

NEW YORK (UPI) — Roy Masters advocates a form of 
meditation that he describes as “dehypnosis" — a means 
of “awakening people to their own understanding of 
things." 

Masters, who describes himself as ‘‘a Jewish hypnotist 
turned Christian mystic,” says that what he is trying to do 
is “to awaken people to their own understanding of 
things.” 

The purpose is to “create a rapport, a relationship, 
between ... your mind and your body, to energize your 
body from within so what you know is right will become 
what you will eventually do without taking thought, 
without effort.” 

“Transcendental meditation tends to be hypnotic, It 
keeps people more and more immersed in imagination,” 
Masters says. “The meditation I teach is the reverse of 
thal. 

“I'm saying that I don't want to take people's guilt 
away. I want to introduce them back to guilt.” 

Masters was once jailed for 30 days for practicing 
medicine without a license. He says he has encountered 
opposition from church groups. But he insists he is not 
presenting himself as a healer, and certainly not as a 
Messiah, 

The Masters technique has also been praised by such 
diverse people as Randy Berkman, a Ph.D. who is a 
clinical psychologist in San Diego, and Allan A.C. Griffith 
Jr., a U.S. probation officer in Washington, D.C. 

“The meditation itself is easy to describe ..."" Berkman 
wrote in an article published by Allernatives magazine. 
“It should be practiced alone in < quiet room at least twice 
daily tor 20 minutes per session ., 

“Tthas two attention or awareness areas, the hands and 
middle forehead, The meditator sits comfortably in a 
straightbacked chair giving attention to the hands as if

‘looking’ through the middle of the forehead with eyes 
closed and relaxed, becoming conscious of the mind, the 
head, the ‘I’ inside oneself 

Awareness is allowed to oscillate back and forth be- 
tween forehead and hands, over and over again. Thinking 
and daydreaming are not suppressed; one simply notices 
these mental processes and returns to focusing on the 
oscillation of attention between forehead and hands, over 
and over again. 

Berkman says this “unique, little-known meditation ... 
has revolutionized my understanding of the mind's 
healing capacity." 

Griffith says more simply that Masters’ ‘‘common- 
sense approach to stress situations .., (has) been of great 
assistance to me in the field of probation and parole 
counseling.” 

Masters operates the Foundation of Human Under- 
standing with headquarters in Los Angeles where he says 
he he has no organization, apart from an office staff. He 
says the foundation has no members and solicits no dues. 

He sells tapes, records and books explaining his system, 
but he says he will give them away to people who cannot 
afford to pay, He buys air time for broadcasts which are 
heard on various schedules on 17 stations covering areas 
of the country from Honolulu to Boston. 


Masters, 50, a native of England, is descended from 
three generations of diamondcutters, and he was ap- 
prenticed as a boy to the South African diamond mines. In 
South Africa, he became interested in the methods of the 
black witch doctors, 

He already had some knowledge of hypnosis. Soon after 
he came to the United States in 1949 he established the 
Institute for Hypnosis, which reversed its field and 
became the Foundation for Human Understanding in 1961.

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Watch out for the freeway flasher

OLYMPIA, Wash. (UPI) — Flashers are taking to the 
freeways in Washington state to encourage compliance 
with the 55 mph speed limit. 

These are not the type of flashers you might suspect. No 
raincoats are involved. 

Let's say you're motoring down the freeway and there 
are no traffic cops in sight. You press your foot on the 
accelerator and increase your speed to 69, 

Just when you start to pass the first guy ahead of you 
travelling at 55, you encounter your first flasher. 

He holds up a bright yellow card in his window that says 
in big black letters, 55 PLEASE ...” 

He might even shake his fist and frown. 

That's it. You've just been flashed. 

The man who promoted this citizen effort at moral 
persuasion is Larry Bradley, director of the state Energy 
Office. 

Bradley, Gov. Dixy Lee Ray's choice as the state's 
primary energy planner, began enlisting members in his 
“55 Flasher Club" a few months ago. He said he was 
bothered by the lack of attention to the national speed 
limit which was imposed as a means of reducing fuel 
consumption. 

Bradley became the first highway flasher in his own 
right with a home-made card. Then, with the cooperation 
of the Washington State Patrol, Bradley issued orders to 
print 10,000 of the 8-'2 by 11-inch signs, 

“Nothing else seemed to be working,” he said, “We 
heeded a gimmick to get people's attention and this only 
cost $300." 

Some of the signs were distributed to state workers. 
Some went to colleges. Others were distributed in local 
offices of Seattle First National Bank, the state's largest. 

So far, results of Bradley's project are mixed although 
Bradley has gained a lot of notoriety out of the deal. 

Some motorists laugh when they are flashed. Others get 
mad. Some respund by flashing back the same sign for- 
mer Vice President Rockefeller once displayed to a group 
of hecklers. 

Most seem to continue traveling above the posted speed 
limit but a few slow down, based on reports from people 
who have tried Bradley's experiment. 


Some people get a big laugh out of the instructions 
Bradley printed on the back of the cards. Others have 
framed them for wall displays as an example of the 
bureaucratic mind at work. 


First, the bearer is told the card is not a bona fide road 
sign and that possession does not make him a traffic cop 
or an employee of the Highways Department. He is told he 
is not entitled to set speed traps, use radar, or install 
flashing lights on his car. 


“Also, while you could post it legally in your living 
room, it is highly doubtful that you could be in violation 
without a significant impact on your furniture.” 

Flashers are advised to show the card from the driver's 
side of the car if the speeder is passing on the left or on the 
passenger side when passed from the right. 


They are asked not to flash when changing lanes or 
making turns and are told not to chase or antagonize 
speeders. Other things to keep in mind: 

“1. Don't sit on this card, it's uncomfortable, doesn't do 
4 whole lot for the card and makes its use rather difficult. 

“2. Hold it right side up and out. 

“3. Try to avoid flashing such people as state troopers 
and airplane pilots. 

“4, Care should be exercised while flashing with open 
windows. Littering is against the law."’ 


Bradley said use of the cards demonstrates a concern 
for conserving energy as well as a sense of humor. 

Cards with the instructions on tiem may soon be 
collector's items. After some teasing, Bradley said the 
next batch of cards, if any more are printed, will only 
display the flasher's message. 


His next project is now on the drawing board. It involves 
fastening large signs on the back of state-owned vehicles 
situilar to the advertising signs often seen on the back of 
taxis. 

Bradley envisions various motor pool fleets as a 
collection of pilot cars on the freeway 

Each sign would say something like, ‘‘I’m doing 59. how 
about you?”

Each was led into a truck labeled 
“Alcoltest" and asked to blow into a 
little white balloon.

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Alaska’s wilderness lands fight: Alaskans 
debate it, Congress to decide it 


By ROBERT C. MILLER 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (UPI) — The environmen- 
talists and the Alaska sourdoughs are locked in bat- 
tle again, this time over a bill in Congress known 
from Cape Barrow to Ketchikan as D-2 

To the sourdoughs the proposed ‘Alaska National 
Interest Lands Conservation Act" is a rematch of 
the Alyeska pipeline controversy, and once more 
their battle cry is: ‘Alaska against the world."" 

At the weigh-in the two glaring combatants were 
evenly matched. 

In one corner are probably the most independent- 
minded taxpayers in civilized society, the long-time 
Alaska residents who react with polar bear ferocity 


to anything they consider a threat to their 
Constitution-guaranteed liberties. 

In the opposite corner are the equally fanatical 
environmentalists who believe that only 
government — and preferably the federal govern- 
ment — can save man from his own greed and pre- 
vent him from destroying in Alaska the grandeur 
and magnificence bestowed by nature. They are 
positive this beauty is doomed by bulldozers, 
drilling bits and dynamite. 

In their corner are President Carter and the 
powerful environmentalist lobby, while at ringside 
they have a rooting section whose vocal chords 
have been among the strongest in Washington. 

The stakes in this political stud poker game are 
101.4 million acres of Alaska land which would 3uu ac 
by an Interior Department trusteeship at an 
estimated cost of between $373 million to $439 
million a year. 

The environmentalists called the 277-31 House 
vote approving the bill May 18 “the conservation 
vote of the century.” 

Democratic Senator Mike Gravel described it as 
a ‘disaster for Alaska and a tragedy that was based 
on misrepresentation.”’ 

Gravel has promised to do everything possible in 
the Senate to kill the bill, HR39, including a two- 
man filibuster with Alaska's other senator, 
Republican Ted Stevens, during which former 
President Gerald Ford's two-volume biography 
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would be read aloud to the Senate. 

Gravel accused the House members of ‘‘attemp- 
ting to win points with the environmental lobby by 
trading away the future of a distant state — 
Alaska.” 

Under Section 17 d-(2) of the Alaska Native 
Claims Settlement Act, Congress has until Dec. 31, 
1978, to decide which of the public lands in Alaska’s 
375 million acres should be reserved in the national 
interest. 
| Of the 375 million acres, the Statehood Act gave 

Alaska authorization to select 104 million for itself. 
Seven years ago another 44 million acres were 
given the Native Corporations and their 
stockholders — the Alaska Indians and Eskimos — 
under the Native Claims Settlement Act. This still 
left the deed to a Texassized hunk of Alaskan real 
estate in Washington's strong box. 

HR39 would create more than 40 million acres of 
new national parks and park preserves, 55 million 
acres of new national wildlife refuges, 2.7 million 
acres of new national wild and scenic rivers and 

\ add 2.7 million acres in national forest. 

| Although a Dittman Research Associates poll 

| showed 67 percent of the people in Alaska opposed 
HR39, many of the original settlers favor D-2. 

| Arthur Upicksoun, who boasts of being a ‘*100 per- 

i cent pure, unadulterated Eskimo," said he hopes D- 
2 will pass the Senate. 

“The depressed and forgotten people of the north, 
the Eskimos, need protection,” Upicksoun said. 
“D-2 would create buffer zones which would keep 

* out the ‘hippies,’ the unwanted, from penetrating 
% into native land, especially in the Arctic Slope 
t region." 

* He maintained that the Eskimos were not against 
progress, but he felt they needed the protection of 
HR39 “to protect our lifestyle, as that was what we 
were raised on,”’ 

All of Alaska's gubernatorial candidates have, in 
varying degrees, criticized HR39, The loudest 
~ criticism has come from former governor and 
Nixon-fired interior secretary Walter Hickel. 


“If we had had a D-2 mentality 15 years ago there 
never would have been a Prudhoe Bay,” Hickel 
said. “The environmentalists are saying these 
millions of acres have but one single value: 


|i “<.wilderness. Can anyone honestly say that any one 
* single acre in the Arctic has but a single value? 
Wilderness is something you enjoy; nobody is going 


Sto Prudhoe just to enjoy it. They are misleading the 
American people.” 
Hickel accused the extreme environmentalists of 
* being “counter culture.”” 

“They only want to protect their environment.” 
he said. “They don’t care about the poor, the 
unemployed, the person who has to make a living. 
Last year 200 people visited the Arctic Wildlife 

’ Refuge and 80 percent of them were bureaucrats. 
Unless you're very rich you couldn't afford to go 
there. 

“I don't want to take this land away from the 
federal government, I want Washington to retain 
the ownership, but don’t make the area so antipeo- 

* ple that you lose your freedom. The creation of 65 
million acres of instant wilderness in D-2 means 
* people can’t use it, walk across it, pioneer it, go to it 
_ ina float plane or anything.” 
To the sourdoughs, the arch villain in the pipeline 
* confrontation was the Sierra Club which led the 
* long, costly and eventually futile legal fight to 
* prevent construction of the pipe line from the North 
. Slope to Valdez. At that time the most popular 
£ bumper sticker in Alaska was “Sierra Club go 
home.” 





Today the sourdoughs blame mild-mannered 
Morris Udall, an Arizona congressman, for HR39 
which he co-sponsored. They claim that Udall in- 
sisted upon expanding the acreage to be “locked 
up” under HR39 and sired the provisions which 
would prevent development of some of the state's 
most promising prospecting areas. 


' _ The Senate Energy Committee knocked out the 
* House section of the bill which would have put the 
‘Arctic National Wildlife Range in a wilderness 
status and prohibited any oi! or gas exploration in 
the nine million acres which geologists estimate 
holds a billion barrels of oil. The committee also 
reportedly favors access to some of the federal 
’ lands by hardrock mineral prospectors. 


Sen, Stevens has introduced his own D-2 bill, 
$1787, which would substantially reduce the 
acreage set aside for expanded parks and wildlife 
refuges, and has no wilderness provisions. It would 

* also establish four multiple-use national forests in 
the interior of Alaska. 

“My bill,'’ Stevens said, ‘is a balanced approach 


to the issue and is legislation which the vast majori- 
ty of Alaskans will support. HR39 legitimizes a 
series of broken promises to Alaskans over the past 
20 years since the enactment of the Alaska 
Statehood Act. Passage of this bill could well be the 
first step to reversal of statehood.”” 





Most Alaskans agree that they could live with 
Stevens’ Senate bill, but they fear that in the 
Senate-House conference which would follow 
passage of the two bills, the Stevens bill would 
emerge a capon. The Alaskans knowledgeable with 
Washington politics claim the environmentalist lob- 
by would force the conferees to adopt all the unac- 
ceptable features of HR39, particlarly after Presi- 
dent Carter has given the lands bill “top en- 
vironmental priority.” 


Few Alaskans will admit it, but the acreage 
specifications of HR39 are not the agonizing itch 
they can’t scratch. 


The frustrating, drive-a-manto-drink rage that 
seethes in the craws of most Alaskans over HR39 is 
the absymal ignorance they feel Congress has 
shown about Alaska during the bill's debate. 


“That Derwinski fellow from Illinois (Rep. Ed- 
ward J. Derwinski),'’ exploded one construction 
worker, ‘‘said he favored D-2 because he didn’t 
want to see root beer stands strung out all along the 
North Slope access road. How will we ever get a fair

shake in Washington if congressmen like him don't 
know that the only root beer you'd be able to sell up 
there would be frozen?” 


Gov. Jay Hammond said he too was opposed to 
the HR29 version of D-2 but conceded ‘‘there is go- 
ing to be a D-2 bill of some sort 


“Screaming into the wind and cussing a D-2 is ab- 
surd,"" Hammond said. ‘Let's put our energy in- 
stead into structuring a bill that we can live with 
best. I think Ted Stevens’ bill is oneewe can live 
with, Everybody is so polarized on D-2 that rational 
debate has been foreclosed in Alaska. Unless you're 
screaming into the wind at one end of the spectrum 
or the other end, you're deemed to have betrayed 
the cause.” 


Robert Herbst, 42, assistant secretary of the in- 
terior for fish, wildlife and parks, said it was in the 
best interests of most Alaskans that HR39 pass 

“It's in the natives’ interest, it's in the state's in- 
terest, and it would be a great disservice to our 
employers — the people — if it didn't pass,"’ Herbst 
said. 


He denied that the wilderness designations in 
HR39 would lock up millions of Alaska's acres. 

“No one wants to lock these areas away so that 
humans can't enjoy them,” he said. “We want to 
preserve their wild, pristine qualities that make 
you want to take your boat or plane to them.”

The single most — 
common mottvation 
for taking a course 
at a Center for Adult 
Education ts: Love 


for a specific subject.

Have you ever had one of those 
nightmares in which you find 
yourself back at school, and you 
have to take an exam in a course 
you're perfectly sure you didn’t 
register for, and no amount of 
wheedling will get you out of it, 
and to make matters worse, after 
all your last-ditch studying, you 
can't find the room where they are 
giving the exam, and you run all 
over campus, and your legs feel like 
lead, and you're late, and when 
finally, mercifully, you wake up, 
you're afraid to go back to sleep in 
case you've failed the damn course, 
and you spend what is left of an 
uneasy night reading old TV 
Guides? 

Apparently, it is a very common 
or garden sort of dream, and if it is 
any consolation to you, it happens 
all the time to people who are 
bright and ambitious. Dreams like 
this seem to stem from the 
childhood trauma that is called 
education. ‘Through high school, 
and often through college, 
education usually takes the form of 
someone tall and authoritarian 
standing in front of a room full of 
people, usually shorter, asking 
questions and laying down the law. 





Tt isn’t necessarily a bad system, 





mind you, and it is pretty effective, 
but it can be traumatic. 

One of the many rewards of 
maturity, however, is that it is 
possible to go to school and learn 
something, not because you have 
to, but because you want to, and 
without any trauma, however 
benevolent. In Boston and 
Cambridge, the Centers for Adult 
Education offer courses conducted 
in what they describe as “non- 
threatening environments.” These 
may take the form of roundtable 
discussions, group projects, or class 
jaunts to restaurants and 
nightclubs. 

Learning For Fun 

There are no exams, no pressures. 
You pays your money and you 
takes your class. Greg Barattini, 
Assistant Staff Director at the 
Boston Center, says that courses 
there are “emphatically not degree 
oriented.” At the Cambridge 
Center, 15 courses are offered with 
an option for credit, by arrange 
ment with the Massachusetts 
College of Art, most of which are in 
studio art and music. Grades for 
these courses are on a pass-fail 
basis: the distressing “B minus-C 
plus” syndrome is a thing of the 
past. The same courses, it should 
be noted, are also available to those 
who do not want or need college 
credit. 

Barattini and his counterpart at 
the Cambridge Center, Assistant 


Director James Smith, estimate 
that a good 80 or 85 percent of 
their students have some college 
experience, although not 
necessarily a degree, but the 
Centers are by no means restricted 
to any group. In any given class, 
the students might have absolutely 
nothing in common with each 
other, except a shared interest in 
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the subject of the course. Barattini 
and Smith agree that the single 
most common motivation for 
taking a course at a Center for 
Adult Education is: Love, for a 
specific subject, or for the abstract 
concept of Learning. 

‘The Cambridge Center for Adult 
Education has its offices and 
classrooms at 42 Brattle Street, in a 
house built for William Brattle in 
the first third of the 18th century, 
and in the Dexter Pratt House 
(1827), at 56 Brattle, also called the 
Blacksmith House for its 
association with the “village 
smithy” of the Longfellow poem. 
The Cambridge Center grew out of 
the Cambridge Social Union, an 
organization founded in 1876 to 
provide young adults with cultural 
opportunities and library services. 
‘The Brattle House was purchased 
by the Union in the Nineties, and 
in 1938 became the headquarters of 
the Center. This year, then, marks 
the 40th anniversary of leisure-time 
continuing cultural education at the 
Cambridge Center. 

The Boston Center was founded 
in 1933 by Dorothy Hewitt, a local 
pioneer in adult education, and has 
been in its present quarters at 5 
Commonwealth Avenue since 1949. 
The Commonwealth Avenue house 
was built in 1904 and is a beauty, a 
perfect setting for low-stress 
learning. Walter Baylies built it, on 
the site of an earlier Lowell house, 
and in 1914 added a ballroom for 
his daughter's coming-out party. 
The ballroom, plastered and 
mirrored, with scintillating 
chandeliers, is now the classroom 
for exercise and dance courses, and 
is the focus of the current 
fundraising campaign: repairs have 
to be made to the copper roof, and 
improvements of this nature are 
not provided for in the Center's 
half-million dollar annual operating 
budget. As in Cambridge, most 
expenses are met from the course 
fees, with a small percent of 
corporate and private donations. 

Speaking of money, tuitions for 
courses at both Centers seem

reasonable. At the Cambridge 
Center, an average course with 10 
one-hour classes costs $36. At the 
Boston Center, fees range from $2 
for a course in cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR), to $75 for 
Basic Aviation Ground School, 
with most classes falling in the $35 
to $42 range.

Over 700 Courses 

Together, the two Centers list 
about 700 courses in their 
catalogues, with fewer repeats than 
you might expect. Since the two 
Centers are not related, each has its 
own style and atmosphere, and 
even within a Center, there can be 
a lot of change in a course, from 
term to term, depending on the

make-up of the students involved. 
At the Boston Center, the most 
popular course lately has been 
“Whale Watch,” an on-the- water 
lecture-demonstration timed to 
coincide with the annual whale 
migrations in New England waters. 
In Cambridge, the run-away 
favorite in the past few terms has 
been “Disco Dancing,” although it 
is too early to say whether this is a 
short-lived phenomenon or a 
permanent craze. 

There is always, at both Centers, 
a good supply of and demand for 
cooking classes of all sorts, and it is 
possible to explore, culinarily 
speaking, most of the civilized 
world. Some are full-fledged, full- 
term courses, like those in Chinese 
or French cooking; some are mini- 
courses, like a three-week “Great 
American Holiday Dinner,” which 
is conducted by Odette Bery, 
owner of Another Season restau- 
rant; some are one-shot deals, like 
the two-hour seminar “Marvelous 
Marzipan” offered at the Boston 
Center. (The Cambridge Center 
also has a “Marzipan Workshop,” 
which devotes itself to the stuff 
that dreams are made of.) 

Foreign languages are offered on 
beginning and conversational 
levels, not just the standards — , 
French, Italian, German, and 
Spanish — but others, more 
recherche: Swedish, Swahili, 
Yiddish. The Boston Center offers 
a number of career or business 
oriented courses in such topics as 
real estate, opening a restaurant 
and taxes. There is no course on

And then there is art. The 


experienced or would-be weaver, 
painter, potter or poet can find a 
niche at either Center. Both have 


kilns and studios. Tools and 
facilities are also available for 


hands-on crafts and shop-work 


from jewelry to automobile 
mechanics. 


If sports or recreation are your 
cup of Gator Ade, you can jog, 
canoe, play tennis or squash, brush 
up on karate or tai chi. Some active 





sports classes are conducted at 
local gyms, colleges, and riding 
stables. A wide variety of more 
passive activities, like yoga and 
massage, are held on the Centers’ 
premises. 

Some of the teachers (at the 
Boston Center they are called 
“leaders,” to defuse any residual 
trauma) are actively recruited for 





specific courses, and some are 
chosen from wide pools of 
applicants, from all over the 
country. Some are professional 
teachers, some are graduate 
studente, business people, or 
workers in the field they are 
teaching, or leading. 

There is no way to choose 
between the two Centers except to 
get ahold of the catalogues and 
find which offers a class that 
intrigues you at a time that is right 
for you. Both have daytime, lunch- 
hour, and evening courses. The 
range of courses and times is #0 
broad that if you can’t find, or can't 
get a place in, a course at, aay, the 
Cambridge Center, it is well worth 
your time to try the Boston Center, 
and vice versa, because one place or 
another you are almost sure to find 
something that will send you back 
to school with a smile on your lips 
and a song in your heart.

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Togetherness doesn’t 
mean that you and 
your pre-schooler 
have to sit home 
each day, boring one 
another to tears.

Now that your big kids have 
traipsed off to school, what are you 
Going to do with the younger set? 
Pre-schoolers can drive their 
parents bananas. They can also 
prove themselves delightful and 
intelligent companions. If you have 
chosen to keep your pre-schooler at 
home this year rather than opting 
for nursery school, you may well be 
one of the growing number of 
parents who feel that little kids and 
moms and dads just naturally 
belong together. But togetherness 
doesn't have to mean thai you and 
your young one sit home each day, 
boring each other to tears. There 
are several fine institutions and 
organizations in MetroBoston that 
stand ready to encourage 
togetherness, through some 
fascinating programs designed with 
the child-parent (or favorite adult) 
team in mind. 

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Sanctuary on Perkins Row in 
Topsfield offers a nature study 
course just for four- and five-year- 
olds accompanied by a parent or 





grown-up friend. Each course is 
limited to eight pairs and consists 
of six meetings. Participants 
explore the sanctuary grounds 
under the guidance of a naturalist, 
observing the changes in plant and 
animal life that signal the coming 
of fall. Seeds are gathered, animal 
homes examined and subsequent 
discussion centers on the 
adaptations animals and plants 
make in order to survive the cold 
weather seasons. The course begins 
on Thursday, September 21, with 
sessions from 10 to 11 am and I to 
2 pm. The fee is $12 for members 
and $18 for non-members. ‘This 
outdoor education class is one of 
the sanctuary’s most popular 
offerings and immediate regis 
tration is strongly advised. Call 
887-2241. 

The Elbanobscot Education 
Center in Sudbury offers a similar 
program for four- and five-year- 
olds, appropriately titled You and 
Your Child. Parents and kids 
wander the extensive grounds 
together for clues showing the 
preparations plants and animals 
make for winter. The age-old 
question, “Why do the leaves 
change color?”, is addressed. Webs 
and cocoons bear close examina- 
tion too, as you roam the for- 
ests and fields that make this 
nature reserve so special. Rainy 
days are no problem here, since 
nature crafts and games indoors 
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will keep you happily occupied. 
The program runs from September 


| 15 to October 20, 9:30 to 10:30 am, 


meeting once a week for six 


| sessions. The fee is $18 to $20 for a 


parent-child pair and reservations 
may be made by calling 443-9931. 
Remember, the course begins 
tomorrow. 

If your inclinations lean to art 
rather than nature, Boston's 
Museum of Fine Arts has a double 
treat in store. Child-parent teams 
are the rule at Art for a Start, 
which provides a general 
introduction to the MFA 
collections. Each session begins 
with a walk through one of the 
museum's galleries. The walk is 
then supplemented by hands-on 
experience in painting, sculpture, 





printing, collage and fabric art. The 
second part of the double bill is 
called Go Van Gogh, and the 
format is similar, except that the 
concentration is on paintings. Each 
session starts with a gallery tour to 
view the works of Van Gogh and 
other masters. Then it’s back to the 
classroom for stories, music and 
body movement exercises designed 
to illuminate the world and feelings 
of the great masters. 

Both of the MFA programs last 
8ix sessions, with sections held on 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Saturday. Children three to five 
years old are welcome to attend; 
accompanied by a parent, of 
course. The charge is $36 per pair, 
$30 for museum members. 
Although Art for a Start doesn’t 





begin until October 25, and Go 
Van Gogh until early December, 
wise parents will register straight 
away.

If you are looking for a less 
structured type of togetherness, try 
the pre-school story hours at the 
Boston Public Library Children’s 
Room.

Either upstairs or 
downstairs at Genji, 
you rest assured of 
receiving a top-notch 
Japanese meal.

“Konbanwa,” whispered our 
waitress and with a small bow 
ushered us into a paneled chamber. 
A resplendent ceremonial robe 
bedecked the back wall; the vast 
steel cooking table stretched before 
us. The kimonaed woman shuffled 
away and returned with a wicker 
tray of moist face towels. She wore 
the unflagging smile of a genuine 
Japanese hostess. Unfortunately, 
she spoke virtually no English. And 
that’s how our evening began at 
Genji, one of Boston's top Japanese 
restaurants, and a formidable 
restaurant by any measure. 
Named for a legendary prince 





and wooer of damsels, the 
Restaurant Genji combines two 
very ancient dining traditions: 
Teppan dinners and the Japanese 
tea room. Teppan dining features 
the Benihana style chef who cooks 
at your table. Tea room dining 
favors the precious, food-filled 
lacquerware boxes served by 
demure Japanese hostesses. 

First, some obvious differences 
between the two. In the tea room 
downstairs, you sit at your own 
booth, a tasteful bamboo-screened 
affair. The preparation and service 
of the meal remain relatively 
unobstrusive, allowing you to 
concentrate on the food and on 
your companions. Since it can be 
prepared ahead of time, the food 
tends to be a little more elaborate, a 
little more fancifully garnished. 

Upstairs you dine around a 
communal cooking table which you 
share with strangers, unless you 
come with a party of eight. The

chef dominates your attent'on 
during the course of the meal 
Tappety-tap, he beats out a 
staccato with the massive salt and 
pepper shakers; swish, he spins his 
knife, sending shrimp aflying. 
There's probably no way to eat 
fresher food than in Genji’s Teppan 
room; here you gobble shrimp, 
swordfish and steaks, all within 
seconds of the time they're cooked. 
Provided you expect the theatrics 
ahead of time, this can be very 
entertaining. But for that intimate 
téte-a-téte, you should descend to 
the tea room. Either upstairs or 
downstairs at Genji, you rest 
assured of receiving a top-notch 
Japanese meal. 

You can start your evening with 
cocktails; there are some very 
curious drinks on the menu. I tried 
a Karate, a fragrant, floral, but not 
sweet, blend of sake and vodka. 
The honey-like Japanese plum wine 

suggested for after dinner 
also makes an unusual beverage, 
sort of a Japanese cream sherry. 

In terms of the food, let's start in 
the tea room and then move 
upstairs. Sashimi is the most 
Japanese of Japanese appetizers, 
and in a sense it epitomizes the 
philosophy behind Japanese 
cuisine: the appreciation of foods 
in their natural state. The art of 
sashimi consists of nothing more 
than selecting fresh fish, slicing and 
serving it. But, oh, what art! The 













chef shapes with his cleaver, not 
with spicebox or sauce pan. Genji's 
ceramic tile of raw fish is pure 
artistry — like a minute mosaic or 
a bouquet of fragile wildflowers, 
‘The sashimi platter includes 
mackerel with its opalescent skin, 
pale slivers of bass, pearly knobs of 
octopus, and beef-red chunks of 
tuna, all incomparably fresh and 
uncommonly tasty. A small 
porcelain box of soy sauce 
accompanies the platter as a 





| condiment; one adds dabs of 





powdered horseradish to achieve 
the desired hotness. 

Among the many other 
attractions of the downstairs tea 
room are the special Japanese 
dinners on the menu. The Nabe 
Dinner is one. Vaguely akin to a 
Mongolian firepot, the Nabe 
Dinner consists of meats and 
vegetables cooked in a simmering 
broth. I ordered the wakadori 
chicken nabe — and received a 
colorful platter of chicken breast, 
bean curd, scallions, spinach, 
cabbage, and carrots. A few leafy 
squares of seaweed give the broth 
extra flavor. With a deft flick of her 
chopsticks, the serving person 
plopped the Nabe ingredients into 
the broth in cooking order. Not 
quite as adeptly, I fished them out 
again with my chopsticks, passing 
them through a pungent sauce of 
soy and vinegar and into my mouth 

as moist, fresh and delicious as 
only something perfectly simple 
can be. A small complaint: the hot 
plate on which the broth simmered 
looked as though it had come from 
a second-hand hardware shop. It 
was not in keeping with Genji’s 
elegant atmosphere. 

Another such special dinner is 
the Genji Kappo, served in Bento 
lacquerware. The latter is a square 
lacquerware box divided into 
perhaps a dozen compartments 
Each compartment holds a 
Japanese delicacy. Some contain 
bite-sized comestibles, like one 
marinated scallop topped with 
grated peanut or a spirally rice 
roll with seaweed, to be savored in 
a single bite. The larger 
compartments hold a refreshing 
vegetable or salad and the main 
course of the dinner tempura, 
teriyaki, sashimi, or katsu 
(Japanese cutlet). We tried the 
shrimp tempura — battered and 
deep fried shrimp; the shrimp were 
very fresh but perhaps a little oily. 
The real joy of the Bento box, 
anyway, is discovering all the 
dainty delectables tucked away in 
its maze-like compartments. 

Both the Nabe and Kappo 
dinners come with a rich miso 
(dark soy sauce) soup, an appetizer 
of tiny beef kebabs, and tasty, but 
Not too spicy, ginger ice cream for 
dessert 

The Teppan dinner upstairs 
begins with a delicate chicken 
soup, skimmed of every last drop of 
fat. Green salad comes next, topped 
with a spicy soy, catsup and 
horseradish dressing. It's a 
pleasure to taste an innovative 
salad dressing these days! Then in 
strides the chef, and the show 
begins. 

‘The chef lays the components of 
your dinner — a brilliant panoply 
of vegetables plus your choice of 
steak, chicken, scallops, swordfish, 
or ise-ebi (jumbo shrimp) upon 
the cooking surface like a deck of 


| gaudy playing cards. The basic 
ingredients for the saute remain the 
same: salt, pepper, soy sauce and 
butter. For variety, fish and 
seafood are embellished with 
lemon; chicken, sprinkled with 
sesame seeds; shrimp, flambeed 
dramatically with brandy. Again, 
it’s the freshness of the ingredients, 
the simple straightforward manner 
in which they're cooked that makes 
the meal. By the way, you'd do well 
| to have each person in your party 
order something different. That 
way the chef can slide a little of 
everything onto your sturdy 








stoneware plate for sampling. The 
Teppan dinner comes with the 
same agreeable ginger ice cream 
| For a buck more you can get a regal 
platter of seasonal fruits. 
| The service at Genji is prompt 
and always well-meaning, though 
occasionally language can be a 
barrier. In all fairness, most of the 
help speak passable English, but 
our waitress had just arrived from 
Japan. The 327 Newbury Street 
facade stands emblazoned with 
purple banners to guide you there. 
For some reason, the tea room 
| draws a much larger crowd during 
the week; the Teppan dining rooms 
appeal to a weekend crowd. 
Notes: 
Genji is open for lunch at 11:30 
Monday through Saturday; for 
dinner, 5:30 to 10:30 Monday 
through Thursday, until 11 pm 
Friday and Saturday, and from 
4:30 to 10 pm on Sunday. The 
Nabe Dinner starts at $6.75; the 
Bento dinner runs from $5.75 to 
$9.75; and the Teppan dinners 
range from $6.50 to 811.50. 
Reservations are strongly suggested 
for weekend nights, and Master- 
charge and American Express are 
accepted.

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Tallent Ray Paul And Power Pop 


Paul’s music, like 
that of the early 
Beatles, ts tight and 
bouncy with a lot of 


drive

Imagine. In late 1969, Paul 
McCartney leaves ‘The Beatles to 
strike out on his own. On his first 
record, he’s a true solo, playing 
almost all the instruments, 
arranging and producing. 
Eventually, he gets a band together 
and begins his long: awaited public 
appearances. They play “Kansas 
City” and “I'm Down.” They do 
not play “Silly Love Songs,” “My 
Love,” or “Cook of the House.” 

Sounds great, eh? Well, give or 
take a few details, that band is 
playing around this area these 
days. Only they're called Ray Paul 
and RPM. 

Ray Paul drifted up to Boston 
from Cape Cod in August, 1976, 
attracted by the nascent local 
music scene. But in place of getting 
involved with a band immediately, 
he decided to spend some time 
writing and polishing a repertoire 
of songs, working out detailed 
arrangements for his band-to-be. 
it’s just as well that he didn’t 
jump right into the scene. Unlike 
the exuberantly raw music that 
dominated that time, Paul's 
compositions were strongly 














melodic, with a rocking bottom and 
plenty of harmonies. It was music 
inspired by the early Who, Small 
Faces, and, yes, The Beatles. Paul 
dubbed it “power pop.” 

That's an apt term. Paul’s music, 
like that of his influences, is tight 
and bouncy with a lot of drive, the 
stuff of classic AM rock whose time 
for resurgence has come. Along 
with his band RPM (yep, he finally 
got one together), Paul debuted a 
short time ago at Cambridge's Inn 
Square Men's Bar with a set that 
Mr. McCartney would have liked. 
On lead guitar & vocals, Paul was 
ably supported by Frank Rossano 
(drums), Paul Antalak (bass, vo: 
cals), Tim Long (piano, arp, organ, 
vocals) and Brad Codd (guitar, 
vocals). Their music's guileless 
energy and Paul’s strongly 
Beatlesque vocals brought the 
spirited house to its feet, bouncing 
and clapping along to unknown 
songs that sounded like long-lost 
favorites. The encore, to everyone's 
delight, was one of McCartney's 
greatest shouters, “I'm Down,” 
with a touch of “I Feel Fine” 
at the end. Splendid taste and 
convincingly done. He'll be doing 
the same thing this Monday at the 
Paradise in Boston (254-2052). 
Tickets are $3.50, and the double 
bill includes City Boy. 

Ray Paul's debut single, on 
Euphoria Records, isn’t as strong 
as his live sets, but it’s still very 




















appealing. “Hold It” is a slow 
white-soul number in the tradition 
of Gary Puckett. “Lady Be Mine 
Tonite,” which has garnered 
considerable airplay on WBCN and 
Leslie Parmenter’s WCOZ show, is 
a rockin’ little record that shows off 
Ray’s stunning impersonation of 
McCartney's RAM voice. A solid 
effort, written/arranged/produced 


and mostly played by RP himself. 

Paul’s single, along with one by 
Pastiche and another by Mr. Curt, 
represent the catalog of local power 
pop. All are on Euphoria Records, 
the label of Euphoria Studios, 
which is the second-largest 
recording studio in Revere. 
(Fleetwood, the people who bring 
you albums of the Impossible 








Dream '67 Red Sox and similar 
objets d'art, is #1.) Run by 
engaging entrepreneurs Howie 
Cook and Moss Lynch, Euphoria 
didn't exactly intend to be the focal 
point of this sort of sound — it 
gravitated to them. “It’s just the 
kind of place where I feel 
comfortable,” says Ray. “Not some 
studio where the engineer — who 
probably hates your music anyway 
is grumbling behind the board.” 
That ambience, its proximity (1 
think you can get there by public 
transportation), and recent 
expansion from four to eight track 
capability makes Euphoria a 
natural candidate to be a force in 
local music, as an increasing 
number of local groups decide to 
put out their own discs. I mean, 
why hassle with New York when 
Revere's only 25 cents away? 
Discounting six and a half years 
on the road in cover bands and two 
years establishing RPM, Ray Paul 
has practically breezed into the 
spotlight: a place where he belongs 
and should stay. A tape (the songs 
from the single plus “Story,” “No 
One Else Can Love Me,” and “So 
We Go (On and On)") has been 
completed at Euphoria to vie for a 
major-label record contract. Kansas 
City, here they come!

ascendancy is short-lived and it is 
not long before Irene abandons him 
for his father who, after all, has the 
money and is not about to leave it 
to his children. One is supposed to 
believe now that Irene’s presence 
transforms Ferramonte, senior, 
from an irascible sonuvabitch into 
a man enjoying his second spring, 
but Quinn’s characterization is 
shallow; he is really better angry.

Long before

country clothes 


When autumn nips New 
England, it brings with it a 
reminder of simpler, heartier 
pleasures. The smell of burning 
leaves, the sights of trees laden 
with apples and mountainsides 
decked in fiery foliage are the 
earthy joys of the season. 

Living here, we're closer to 
the fall experience. A foliage 
foray into southern Vermont 
can either be a day trip or a 
wonderful excuse to stay over- 
night in a romantic country inn. 

Driving the back roads of 
New England, there’s much to 
discover — farm stands bulging 
with apples, squash, gourds, 
Indian corn, and freshly-pressed 
apple cider; orchards where, for 
a nominal price, you get to pick 
you own; small village greens on 
which the pumpkin crop and a 
sampling of rickety antiques are 
offered for sale side by side; and 
the county fairs and village fes- 
tivals which spring up with the 
season in such places as Waits- 
field, Vermont where there's a 
Septoberfest Craft Fair and 
Bavarian Beer Bash on 
September 23.

A new version of old architecture is 
being proposed by the Newton Com- 
munity Development Foundation to 
provide 43 apartments for the elderly 
in Newton Centre. 

The building is planned for Sumner 
Street near Newton Centre Square on 
vacant land owned by the Mutual 
Bank for Savings. 

The design, by Stull Associates of 
Boston, features arched windows 
along the fourth floor of the front to 
blend in with the arched windows of 


the adjacent post office building. A 
tower and an arched driveway also 
add to the Victorian character that is 
prevalent along Sumner Street. 

The plan has not been formally sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
has reacted favorably to the design, 
which he calls ‘innovative’ and 
“imaginative.”

The tower would contain the 
elevator, lobby and housing office. 

NCDF is a nonprofit community 
group founded in 1968 by Newton 
clergy to provide low- and moderate- 
income housing in Newton. 

Its first completed project is The 
Hamlet, which opened in 1977. On 
Hamlet Street, Newton Centre, the 50- 
unit development is for mixed-income 
families. 


School Committee defends 
$41,500 for car allowance 


School Committee Chairwoman 
Honora Kaplan this week defended 
the Committee's policy of giving flat- 
rate car allowances to 165 employees 
who use their private cars for School 
Department purposes. 

The Committee budgeted $41,500 for 
flat-rate allowances this year. 

The School Committee policy was 
criticized by a unanimous resolution 
of the Board of Aldermen, which ask- 
ed the Committee to adopt the 12- 
cents-a-mile reimbursement policy 


used by all departments in City Hall. 

Chairwoman Honora Kaplan asked 
Budget Director James Egan in July 
when the resolution was passed to 
study the reimbursement policies. 

In addition to the City paying 12 
cents a mile to some of its employees, 
Egan said, they get reimbursed for 
tolls and parking fees. Also, the city 
provides cars to 49 employees at an 
average yearly cost of $1500 per car 
The school budget also includes $7000 
for travel to in-state conferences for 


those who do not receive any of the 
$41,500 for car allowances. 

Egan said the School Department's 
schedule for reimbursements, which 
ranges from $2000 for the superinten- 
dent to $75 for elementary principals, 
has stayed the same for the past 10 
years. 

He feels the car allowance system 
allows the School Committee more 
control over costs, and the per-mile

Taxes increase two ways 
for some property owners

Unsuspected increases in property 
tax assessments came as an unplea- 
sant surprise to many taxpayers in 
tax bills received over the past week. 

Everybody's tax bill showed a $4.20 
increase in the tax rate on the assess- 
ed value, but not everybody's assess- 
ment was increased. 

Chief Assessor Leonard Aronson 
said this week he had had a flood of 
calls on the increased assessments, 
which he explained are part of the 
equalization program for all Newton 
real estate. 

Aronson said about half the city’s 
residential property has been equaliz- 
ed this year; the rest will be done 
before the fiscal 1980 tax bills are 
issued. 

One Newton resident called this 
newspaper to ask whether a new 
policy had been into effect on assess- 


ment of multi-family houses (more 
than two families), since his assess- 
ment on a four-family house had gone 
up from 64,000 to $17,000, with a 
resulting increase in his tax bill of 
more than $1000. 

Friends of his, he said, who owned 
three- and four-family houses had 
also been hit with higher 
assessments, and they thought 
owners of such property had been 
singled out for increases. 

Not so, Aronson said. The equaliza- 
tion program of the Assessing Depart- 
ment, which does not reassess proper- 
ty at fair market value but tries to 
equalize among similar properties the 
percentage of full value at which they 
are assessed. 

Business and commercial property 
was equalized last year. 

Newton is under court order to 
reassess all property at 100 percent 
valuation, which is to go into effect 
July 1979, unless the “classification 


amendment" is passed by voters in 
November. 

The classification amendment 
would allow taxation of different 
kinds of property at different rates 

Residential property would pro- 
bably be assessed at 40 percent of fair 
market value, but first all property 
would have to be valued at 100 percent

Aldermen don’t want voters 
to advise on size of Board

The Board of Aldermen spent more 
than an hour and a half Monday night 
trying tu prove to each other that a 24- 
member Board is not inefficient, and 
if it is it's more representative. 

That was not the question. 

What they were being called on to 
vote on was whether to put non- 
binding, public-policy question on cut- 
ting Ald. Ethel Sheehan's the size of 
the Board to 16 members on the 
municipal ballot in November 1979. 
The measure was defeated 10-13. 

Sheehan said she will collect 
signatures of 10 percent of Newton's 
registered voters, which will get the 
question on the ballot. 

Voting against allowing the public 
to advise the Board on its size were 
Rodney Barker, Donald Budge, Paul 
Coletti, Joseph DePasquale, Ernest 
Dietz, Robert Gaynor, Elaine Gentile, 
Richard McGrath, Edward Rich- 
mond, Robert Sandman, Dominic 
Taglienti, Mark White and Board 
President Matthew Jefferson. 


In favor were Wendell Bauckman, 
David Cohen, Cynthia Creem, Paul 
Daley, Terry Morris, Susan Schur, 
Carol Ann Shea, Sheehan, Robert 
Stiller, and Robert Tennant. 


Ald. Joseph McDonnell was absent 
from the entire meeting. 

A similar proposal by Sheehan was 
defeated last year 10-14. 

Ald. Mark White argued that the 
subject of the measure was not mere- 
ly putting the question on the ballot 
but rather the cutting the size of the 
Board. White believes that the Board 
would ‘‘be easier to manipulate” if it 
were smaller. 

White also disagreed with 
Sheehan's opinion that a smaller 
Board would mean better visibility 
and more accountability and that 
having only 16 aldermen would im- 
prove voters’ discrimination. 

Ald. Edward Richmond suggested 
redrawing ward lines to cut the 
number of wards rather than 
eliminate one alderman-at-large from 
each ward. “I could live with fewer 


wards, keeping the same structure,” 
he said. 

Ald. Robert Sandman — thinks 
perhaps a change in the method of 
electing the Board is in order, He 
noted that there are eight aldermen 
(ward aldermen) elected by very few 
voters. 

In response to various arguments 
that the larger the Board, the more 
representative it is, Ald. Susan Schur 
pointed out there is no way to know 
how representative any Buard will be. 

One-third of the present Board is 
comprised of lawyers. 

Ald. Paul Coletti wants to limit the 
number of terms that can be served so 
“they won't make their nests.’ Coletti 
also said the Board needs “new 
blood."” 

Ald. Wendell Bauckman, who has 
been an alderman for more than 30 
years, said, ‘I see nothing wrong with 
submitting this to the citizens. We're 
downgrading the citizens by saying 
we know better than they do."

Although the lot was recently put on 
the for sale, there is the possibility 
that Xernochan may submit another 
application, Secretary Heyn said. If 
he does resubmit, he probably will be 
trying to increase the value of his pro- 
perty, Mrs. Heyn conjectured, 

Reversing an earlier decision, the 
commission, last month decided to 
ask the city to purchase the lot if 
private funds are contributed to help 
pay the cost. The decision was made 
mainly because the lot serves as an 
access route to Houghton Garden for 
the public and for maintenance 
workers and equipment. Recently this 
access to the garden was blocked

Electric meters 
to be installed in 
housing projects 


The Housing Services Commission 
learned last week of plans to install 
electric meters for each unit in 
Parker, Jackson Gardens, Horace 
Mann, and Auburndale apartments. 

The moderization money for this 
project is already available according 
to services Executive Director Frank 
Quinn. The federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) is requiring theSe installa- 
tions, Quinn said. 

He was unsure if HUD eventually 
wants tenants to pay their own elec- 
tric bills. Presently Housing Services 
pay all utility bills in the HUD pro- 
jects. 

Some tenants Quinn said, are very 
wasteful. In one case, he said, a 
woman went on vacation and left her 
window fan running he said. 

Also slated in this year’s moder- 
nization packages are roof work for 
Parker, Jackson Garden, and 
Auburndale. If enough money is left, 
Quinn said he hopes to install smoke 
detectors. Thurston Road is the only 
poject which already has the detec- 
tors. 

The commission went into ex- 
ecutive session during its meeting to 
discuss litigation regarding tenants. 
Present at the meeting were Chair- 
man Stephen Buchbinder, Henry 
Wilson, I.eo Karas, James Miller, and 
Quinn.

On the east side of the lake, Mrs.

This 
dumping is also a zoning violation, 
Mrs. Heyn said. 


As for the pond itself, it is now filled 
with a heavy growth of cattails, This 
overgrowth is preventing the pond 
from being used as a natural watersh- 
ed area.

South home field mired in committee 


Bids on the Newton South High 
School home field, track and stands 
will not be ready for advertising for at 
least three weeks, according to 
Robert Hunt of the Engineering 
Department Tuesday. 

The project was expected to be 
under way before now, but confusion 
over just what is to be bid and how 
much the cost will be has stopped the 
project cold. 

Ald. Richard McGrath, who was not 
on the Board of Aldermen during the 
long process of getting city and state 
approval of the facility, raised ques- 
tions about the transfer of $349,000 to 
the project when the mayor and the 
School Committee had limited the 


cost to $250,000. 

McGrath and Acting City Engineer 
Paul Giunta, who also was unfamiliar 
with the project, did not know of the 
reduction of the scope of the project, 
especially in number of seats. Giunta 
is water and sewer commissioner. 

McGrath was envisioning 2000 per- 
manent seats, but mediation by the 
Board of Aldermen Jast year between 
the neighbors and the School Depart- 
ment had already cut that to 1000-1500 
temporary seats. 

Other concessions were made to ap- 
pease neighbors who objected to the 
new facility, The field has been plann- 
ed since 196] when the school was

It is she who 
schedules the Wetland Protection 
hearings, does the liason work with ci- 
ty departments and with state and 
federal agencies, reviews pertinent 
documents, and oversees the upkeep 
of conservation land. 

Commissioner Thelma Fleishman 
believes Mrs. Heyn should be paid for 
her work. She even told the mayor her

Other large cities and towns, such 
as Boston, Cambridge, and Brookline, 
have paid staff people, noted commis- 
sion Chairman Dennis L.. Ditelberg. 
Ditelberg as well as other members of 
the commission supported Mrs. 
Fleishman's contention that Mrs. 
Heyn should be paid 

The Planning Department has the 
staff to handle the work Mrs. Heyn is 
presently doing without hiring any ad- 
ditional personnel, Planning Director 
Charles Thomas said. When his 
department was reorganized three 
years ago, he said, it was set up to 
handle the administrative and detail 
work of the commission. It would be 
doing it now, if it were only asked, 
Thomas said.

Mayor ‘Theodore Mann's tax 
message included with the tax bill had 
a mistake caught too late for correc- 
tion. 

For those people who add 
everything up, here it is — in the list 
under the graph of “where the money 
goes,” the entry “pensions” should 
have been deleted, since that cost and 
its percentage have already been in- 
cluded in “other city services." 

An omission was also made, this 
one intentionally. According to a state 
law, there should have been included 
on or with the tax bill a calculation of 
how much the tax rate would have 
been without state aid, and how much 
that state aid was, Newton bills do not 
carry such an explanation 

Jane Pitt, the mayor's chief ad- 
ministrative aide, said Tuesday that 
she and the mayor refused to include 
the legally required calculation 
because the listing of how much state 
aid was received by Newton would not 
be balanced by how much Newton had 
to pay to the state. 

The effect of the net amount of state 
funds available to Newton after pay- 
ing state assessments — $759,000 — is 
equivalent to about $2 on the tax rate. 

The gross amount of state aid was 
$9.2 million. 

Without state aid, the new tax rate, 
$170.40, would have been about $172.40

Wrong target 


The paranoia of the National Rifle 
Association is surfacing again. The 
organization is opposing certain bomb 
control provisions of a proposed anti- 
terrorism bill for fear of federal ‘‘am- 
munition control.” 


Next month Congress will be con- 
sidering the anti-terrorism bill which 
is aimed at deterring the anonymous 
snipers and bombers, sometimes con- 
nected with far-out political groups, 
sometimes emotionally ill. The expan- 
sion of terrorism in other countries has 
led many authorities to predict that it 
may grow in the United States as well. 


In the last few years, bombing ac- 
counted for 90% of the terrorist in- 
cidents in this country. but only 8% of 
federal cases have resulted in arrests. 
The major reason is that the bomb 
usually destroys most of the evidence. 
The bombing in La Guardia Airport in 
1975 which killed 11 people and injured 
75 more has never been solved. Even 
the type of explosive used hasn't been 
determined. 


For the last five years, a team of 
technicians from explosive and arms 
industries, security groups, university 
and government officials have been 
working to perfect a chemical to put 
into explosive materials. The result is 
products which would help in tracing 
bombs after detonation and in detec- 
ting concealed bombs before they ex- 
ploded. ‘‘Taggants”’ would be put into 
the most common explosives and 
phased in for others by 1981. The one 
strenuously opposed by the NRA is 
that put into black and smokeless 
powders which are also used by target 
shooters and antique gun collectors — 
and is the second most common ex- 
plosive for illegal bombs. 


NRA spokesmen righteously con- 
tend that the taggants might impair 
weapons and ballistic performance. 
But as usual they seem mostly con- 
cerned that the record keeping which 
would be required of dealers and 
buyers would put gun-toting citizens at 
the mercy of dictatorial forces in 
Washington or invading Tonkinese or 
strange little antenna waving 
creatures from distant planets. It was 
this opposition that dispensed with gun 
registration requirements in the Gun 
Control Act of 1968 and has convinced 
election conscious congressmen not to 
back such regulations. 


The anti-terrorism bill is not aimed 
at target shooters. It might even help 
save the lives of antique gun buffs or 
their families some day. This time 
Congress ought to consider the welfare 
of the people of the United States 
rather than the NRA lobby in 
Washington.

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Big money's big state 


BOSTON (UPI) — Businesses in Massachusetts, taking 
advantage of a recent U.S. Supreme Court ruling, are 
apparently gearing up for an intense fight against a 
proposed constitutional amendment intended to relieve 
some of the burden on the state's homeowners. 

An organization called the Committee Against Property 
Tax Discrimination has already collected more than 
$100,000 in contributions from some of the state’s largest 
firms to defeat the so-called property tax classification 
amendment. 

An organization formed to support the amendment, the 
Vote Yes on No. 1 Coalition, has collected only about 
$31,000. The coalition is composed of 30 citizens advocacy 
groups, municipal organizations and labor unions, 

The proposal, which will be up for voter approval in 
November, would establish separate classifications for 
each of three types of real estate — residential, commer- 
cial and industrial. 

It was rejected in 1970 by a 1,008,168-556,020 margin, 
with 479,099 persons leaving the question blank. That, 
however, was before a 1974 state Supreme Judicial Court 
ruling which said all cities and towns must assess real 
property at 100 percent of market value. 

The ruling promised to add to the burden on the state's 
property taxpayers because most communities assess 
property -- commercial, industrial and residential — at 
only a fraction of market value. 

Supporters of the proposed amendment say it would 
lighten the impact on the homeowner by making com- 
mercial and industrial property owners pay a greater 


The plan was immediately attacked by business 
spokespersons who said it would drive business from the 
state, with a corresponding loss of jobs and tax revenue. 

That attitude is shared by many residents of com- 
munities along the New Hampshire border, who have seen 
many firms flee Massachusetts’ high levies over the past 
several years, 

According to records at the state Office of Campaign 
annd Political Finance, the committee, as of Sept. 8, had 
collected $103,770 from 25 businesses and industries. 

The list of contributors includes banks, insurance com- 
panies, retail chains, construction firms, high technology 
manufacturers and utilities. 

In fact, two utilities are among the highest contributors 
to the drive, with the Boston Edison Co. kicking in $15,000 
and the New England Telephone Co., $11,500, Only the 
First National Bank of Boston, which contributed $15,000, 
matched the the utilities. 

The role of the utilities is confusing because, in a 
compromise worked out with legislators, a ‘hold har- 
miess clause" was inserted in the amendment which to 
ensure the utilities’ share of taxes would remain 
proportionally the same as it is now 

Spokespersons the Vote Yes on No. 1 Coalition last week 
accused the utilities of backing out of the agreement. 
They also said businesses and industry were attempting 
to lower their tax bills at the expense of the private 
homeowner. 

“The big Boston financial institutions have spotted one 
of the best investments in town,” said Carolyn Lucas of 
Massachusetts Fair Share, a coalition member

The business position that the amendment would cost 
jobs was rebutted by William Cleary, president of the 
Massachusetts State Labor Council, who said “every 
other major labor organization in the state has joined us 
(the coalition) in the fight against 100 percent valuation. 

“If fobs in this state would be lost labor upjapsgy ould not 
be here today. Labor unions never support efforts that 
would drive business out of the state," said Cleary 

Until a U.S. Supreme Court ruling earlier this year, 
corporations were prohibited under state law from 
spending money to influence referenda. It now appears 
that the state's wealthiest taxpayers intend to make full 
use of that ruling 

The situation underlines one of the most serious 
problems of living in a free society: people who have the 
most money talk the loudest and people listen the most to 
those who talk the loudest. 

The solution, of course, lies not in how often voters 
listen, but in how well

A couple of weeks or so ago, the 
Woonsocket Ci ‘ouncil, by a vote of 
7 to 0, gave its st approval to a per- 
sonnel ordinance amendment tha 
chang utthty man" to “utility per- 
son,” and says that he or she will have 
tasks including building — per- 
sonholes."’ Stupid” Absurd” Yes, but 
with an explanation, sort of 

In an interview, the man who 
dreamed up these name changes, 
Makram Mezgalli, head of the Public 
Works Department, says they are 

one of those equal employment op- 
portunity things which does not 
discriminate because of sex, religion, 
national origin, ete, ete — OK" Noting 
that the council was “pressed for 
time" when it passed this ordinance 
change, Megalli says the “primary” 
idea was to change the job specitica- 
tion from “utility man" to “ulility 
person,”” but he felt this couldn't be 
done without also changing the 
gender of manhole” to “‘per- 
sonhole.” It would not have “made 










sense" to have done otherwise, he 
says. 

But then, to his chagrin, Megalli 
says he discovered that an unnoticed 
part of the city charter already deals 
with this “problem.” He says 

“We later found that a part of the 
charter says that if a masculine noun 
or pronoun is used in any ordinance it 
shall be held to also include the 
feminine gender. So whether we use a 
masculine or feminine pronoun, it 
shall be held to mean both as regards 
equa! employment opportunity.” 

Then you're saying that if this or- 
dinance speaks of a ‘‘manhole"’ it 
should be taken to mean a manhole" 
or a “womanhole,” I ask" What this 
should be construed to mean, Megalli 
says patiently, is ‘a structure in the 
stree\ learge enough for a person, 
male or female, to gain access to 
clean or maintain the sewer or drain 
lines." 

Megalli is angry that the local press 
has humorously reported this flap, 
saying that it is ‘a serious matter” 
that has been “blown out of propor- 
tion,” 

In a separate interview, Gaston 
Ayott, chairman of the Woonsocket 
City Council. explains that Megalli's 
suggested name changes re 
“definitely"’ motivated by a fear that 
federal funds might be lost if these 
changes were not made. He points 
out 

Mr. Megalli felt, and we agreed, 
that if we kept the name “utility man’ 
and ‘manhole,’ we might lose millions 
of dollars in federal money because 
this might be interpreted as sex 
discrimination.” Like Megalli, Ayott 
says that the council has subsequently 
learned that a “very, very small 
chapter” in the city charter may 
already cover this Embafras$ed, he 
says, somewhat sheepishly, that 
“very unfortunately, and it's a terri- 
ble thing to say, there are many times 
when most of us do not research 
what's in the charter."”

the recommended name changes, it is 
likely that “personhole”’ will revert to 
“manhole,” but “utility person’ will 
remain “utility person,” But, why, I 
ask? If you felt you couldn't change 
the latter without changing the 
former, how can you now change the 
former back to what it was without 
changing the latter back to what it 
was? If the charter covers you on this 
problem," then aren't you covered 
on both” Well, Ayott concedes, this is 
logical, and “utility person" may "go 


back to its old name, too.” 

When asked why he didn't refuse to 
vote f this because it is stupid, 
Ayott replies 

What happened is that this 
pharaseolopy just came out. My 
theory was that I was going to stick 
with this and take the flak. It's better 
to endure this and get the federal 
money. I'm paid to do this. Let me 
asure you that the city of Woonsocket 
is not luokiny for fame and fortune in 
this matter.""

Barn conversion 


To the Editor: 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, which 
has come under increasing criticism 
for making exceptions to the city zon- 
ing code, will be asked to do so again 
on Tuesday, Sept. 26. 

This time a Beacon Street resident 
is asking for variances which will per- 
mit her to convert a barn at 63 Lake 
Ave, into a dwelling, a ‘‘dwelling”’ 
which is wedged into the corner of a 
five-sided lot, a mere two feet from 
the east lot line, four feet from the 
northern one and five feet from the 
dwelling next door. 

The minimum lot size for this zone 
is 15,000 square feet. The lots re- 
quested in this variance would have 
10,500 and 10,700 square fee. 

The minimum width requirement is 
100 feet. 

These lots are 71 feet and 86 feet 
wide at their widest points. 

The minimum side and rear set- 
back requirements are 15 feet. Here, 
typical setsbacks are clear and one 
can readily see why multiple 
variances would be required. 


Such exceptions to the zoning code, 
while serving only the purpose of 
private gain, can only scar a 
neighborhood of private homes and 
broad lawns which faces Crystal Lake 
and which provides a pleasant setting 
for the hundreds of residents and 
visitors who come to enjoy the parks 
and swimming facilities maintained 
around the lake at some expense to 
the city. 

Surely building and zoning codes 
serve some greater purpose thn to 
provide occasions for boards of ap- 
peal to grant exceptions. 

Residents who are opposed to the 
trend which permits anybody to do 
anything without regard to its effects 
on the neighborhood should make 
their protests known to the ap- 
propriate officials. Harold Meizler is 
the chairman of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

I urge you to attend the meeting 
Tuesday, Sept. 26, at City Hall at 7:45 
p.tn. to oppose this petition.

Concerned that the growth of solar 
energy may be stunted by the oil com- 
panies’ ownership of copper 
resources used in the manufacturing 
of solar collectors, Cong.

inger, president of the International

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Survey finds HW's big spending may serve questionable ends

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Since the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development was established in 1965, 
it has spent nearly $66 billion in 
pursuit of the official national goal of 
decent housing for every American. 

Today that goal remains 
unreached: millions of Americans 
still live in grossly substandard urban 
and rural housing. 

Over the years, federal housing pro- 
grams of HUD and other agencies 
have financed the construction of over 
a million housing units. Had the 
government simply spent HUD's $66 
billion to purchase housing for the 
poor, it could have bought — at to- 
day's prices — 1.3 million new $50,000 
single family homes. 

HUD currently is spending $10 
billion a year. A five-week 
examination by United Press 
International found that tens, perhaps 
hundreds of millions of dollars are be- 
ing spent on activities that have done 
little to provide better housing or 
improved communities for the 
nation's disadvantaged 

The survey found that HUD has 
begun a $13 million public relations 
campaign to improve its image and 
promote its programs among the in- 
terests which benefit from them. 

Other findings 

HUD is spending over $50 million 
a year on low-priority or unnecessary 
research which duplicates work 
already done or overlaps other agen- 
cies’ work 

A significant chunk of HUD 
money appears to be benefiting, not 
the poor, but the banks, private in- 
vestors, consulting firms and univer- 
sity researchers. 

Overhead costs for community 
development grants, which the ad- 
ministration is increasing this year, 
in some instances are as high as 74 
percent. 

Although HUD already spends 
about $3 million a year on its public in- 
formation activities, it has quietly 
begun work:on a $13 million public 
relations campaign conceived by a 
Philadelphia consulting firm at a cost 
of $64,000. 

The proposed “National Com- 
munication Program" would mount a 
massive public relations blitz at a 
time when the Carter administration 
is trying to curb public information 
programs, 

The plan was drawn up after 
Systems Research, Inc. had 
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interviewed 91 top HUD officials to 
solicit their views on the depart- 
ment’s public image. 

Transcripts were turned over to 
HUD information officials, but War- 
ren Dunn and Bill Wise, the assistant 
information chiefs overseeing the pro- 
ject, said they read only “two or 
three” of the interviews. 

Rather than wade through what 
HUD's own top officials said about 
their public image, Dunn said he 
hired a second consultant to read the 
interviews conducted by the first 
consultant. 

“Too often,” the report 
summarized, “the perception is that 

. the Department is fragmented, 
scandal-ridden, inefficient, and an 
agent of last resort whose clientele is 
on welfare.” 

The image-building campaign, 
which Dunn says has the full support 
of HUD Secretary Patricia Roberts 
Harris, includes a ‘nationwide urban 
promotion encouraging community 
and private industry support" for the 
administration's expanded Action 
Grant Program. 

The plan further proposes a 
nationwide communication effort ‘to 
disseminate basic energy conserva- 
tion information,” and *‘promotion of 
greater public awareness of assisted 
housing developments which are suc- 
cesses,”’ 

The campaign would run the entire 
gamut of public relations techniques, 
including fairs, expositions, con- 
ferences, symposia, exhibits, a 
speakers bureau, as well as broader 
use of the news media. 

Other activities would include 
surveys of consumer attitudes toward 
HUD, plus a series of interviews with 
“important HUD constituency 
Groups" to measure their attitudes 
toward HUD programs. 

The plan also calls for development 
of “a new system to identify, 
categorize and prioritize primary au- 
diences for messages needed to com- 


municate HUD programs and 
products.”’ 
Said one HUD official who is 


familiar with the program, “This has 
got to be one of the biggest boondog- 
gles around here." 


HUD was created during the 
Johnson administration to pull 
together a number of housing and 
community development programs 
that over many years had been scat- 
tered throughout the government by 
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Congress. 

One of HUD's chief goals was 
outlined in the National Housing 
Policy Act of 1949: “The elimination 
of substandard and other inadequate 
housing through the clearance of 
slums and blighted areas, and the 
realization as soon as feasible of the 
goal of a decent home and a suitable 
living environment for every 
American family.” 

Toward that end, HUD is spending 
$522.3 million a year in public housing 
operating subsidies, more than $368 
million a year in rental subsidies for 
low and moderate income people, and 
$850 million in housing assistance for 
the elderly. 

But like other newly-created 
departments formed to coordinate 
scattered but related government 
programs, HUD's overhead costs, 
along with other budget items, have 
grown along with its programs. 

Salaries now total $268 million a 
year for @ fulltime staff of 15,052 
which is authorized to rise by a full 15 
percent — to 17,400 — in fiscal 1979 
beginning Oct. 1. At least 2,440 HUD 
employes currently earn more than 
$30,000 per year. 

When rents, utilities, and other 
overhead are added to salaries, 
HUD's yearly operating and ad- 
ministrative costs total more than 
$530 million. 

The department is growing so fast, 
in fact, that it has already filled up a 
relatively new 10story building which 
cost over over $26 million — with no 
room to spare. 

Spending $10 billion a year isn’t as 
easy as it may sound, even with 15,000 
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people to help. But HUD bureaucrats 
constantly are coming up with new 
ideas, 

Acase in point is a $4.8 million “Ur- 
ban Observatory Program," launch- 
ed by HUD to funnel research money 
to local universities for work on com- 
munity problems. 

Much of the money was spent on 
public opinion surveys conducted by 
telephone to produce reports like 
“The Supply and Demand for Small 
Boats and Associated Services in Nor- 
theastern New Jersey." It said a 
survey of local marinas and boat 
manufacturers showed ‘‘a large de- 
mand exists for recreational boat 
facilities.” 

Other studies under this program 
overlapped responsibilities given to 
the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration, and the Interior and 
Labor Departments, among others. 

Many of the studies undertaken by 
HUD are referred to privately as 
“turkeys by some of HUD's own 
employes, They say a significant pro- 
portion of the contracts let by HUD 
are either “misdirected or 
unnecessary”. 


One of them, for $184,000, was to 
study the feasibility of undertaking 
“post occupancy evaluations’ of 
HUD-financed housing projects 

The final report numbered 466 
pages, almost 200 pages of which were 
nothing more than a list of persons 
and organizations with expertise in 
related fields. Two on the list were 
dead; others were listed with no ad- 
dress. 

HUD officials say the report was

mandated by Congress, But Al Rip- 
skis, an official with the Office of 
Evaluation and one of HUD's persis- 
tent critics, says the study ignored 
what Congress wanted: a study of the 
special housing needs of, the elderly 
and the handicapped, among others. 

“The report is a complete waste of 
the taxpayer’s money,"’ says Ripskis. 
“It is nothing more than propaganda 
for post occupancy evaluations which 
under this proposal would be under- 
taken by consultants like the ones who 
prepared this report."’ 

Such evaluations, if mandated by 
HUD, could cost as much as $750,000 
each and ‘add considerable red tape 
and millions of dollars to housing 
costs,"’ Ripskis said. 

Moreover. the proposal would 
violate HUD's own findings issued 
last May which found that ‘poorly 
conceived and cost-inducing regula- 
tion” was adding millions to housing 
costs. 

HUD spends $8 million a year on 
printing, issuing a voluminous 
amount os reports, brochures and 
pamphlets, i iluding literature about 
the uses of grasses and palm leaves in 
building huts, Europe's housing 
subsidy systems, and ‘‘New 
Communities in the U.S.S.R." 

The report on “Palms — Their Use 
in Building’ reveals that among 
plants, ‘‘the palm family may be con- 
ceded to rank second only to the grass 
family from the standpoint of its 
usefulness to native tropical man."" 

Directories are also popular, such 
as the 175-page ‘Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Program” which 
lists every commuinity in the country 
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that got money under the program in 
fiscal 1977. 

The book is useful in that it reveals 
how wealthy communities like Santa 
Barbara, Calif, and West Palm 
Beach, Fla., among others, get com- 
munity development money. Com- 
munity block grants — which the law 
says are intended ‘‘principally for 
persons of low and moderate income” 

went to such well-to-do com- 
munities as Mount Kisco, N.Y., 
$189,000, and Stamford, Conn, , over $2 
million 

It was for this reason that HUD 
Secretary Harris proposed changing 
the program's formula so that 75 per- 
cent of the grants would be directed to 
the neediest communities. However, 
she was forced to back down when 
House members vigorously objected 
because some less deserving com- 
munities in their own districts would 
lose grant money 

Meanwhile, a House Appropriations 
subcommittee investigation into the 
$4 billion block grant program found 
that large portions of the funds often 
are eaten up by excessively high 
overhead costs. 

In Houston, the panel found that 
nearly 47 percent of grant funds went 
for planning, management and ad- 
ministration. Nearly 75 percent of 
funds spent by Buffalo as of June 30, 
1977, went for similar “‘nonprogram’ 
costs. Washington, D.C., spent over 51 
percent of its funds in the same period 
for administrative and planning 
costs.

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Conservation Commission calls for

Responding to Auburdale Gardens 
Associates environmental notification 
form for its proposed Staniford Street 
project, the Conservation Commis- 
sion called last week again for the city 
to purchase the site 


The project—140 units of low and 
moderate income housing—- has been 
on the drawing board for about seven 


years and has been the subject of 
much controversy. It was defeated by 


the Zoning Board of Appeals. But that 
decision was overturned in 1977 when 
the state's Housing Appeals Com- 
mitte ordered the city to grant 
Auburndale Gardens Associates a 
comprehensive permit. Noting the ci- 
ty's lack of subsidized housing, the 
decision was based on the state's 
“anti-snob" zoning regulations.

Rather than appeal the decision, the 
city decided to wait for Auburndale 
environmental impact statement 
Trying to circumvent having to do an 
in depth environmental study, the 
firm filed an environmental notifica- 
tion form in August. 


Rejecting the form as inadequate, 
the Conservation Commission sent a 
detailed memorandum explaining its 
many objections to Environmental 
@fiars Secretary Evelyn Murphy. 

Included in the letter was a section 
pertaining to the proposed road con 
necting the upper two acres with the 
lower eight acres. According to the 
commision, the road is subject to 


flooding because the plans call for a 
portion of it to be built below the 46 
foot elevation required in the area. If 
the road does flood, the northern sec- 
tion of the development could become 
an island thereby requiring im- 
mediate evacuation of its residents. 


The commission also took exception 
with the 46-foot minimum elevation 
level required of the area. Quoting 
from a hydology study, it noted a pro- 
ject the size of the projected Aubur 
dale Gardens should not go below the 
50 foot elevation for its floor grades 
The plans call for using an elevation 
of 46.5 feet for the living floor space in 
several of the buildings.

What are your home, furniture and your personal 
possessions worth? 

Too many property owners give that question on- 
ly casual thought until a windstorm, fire or other 
peril damages or destroys their homes, warns the 
Insurance Information Institute. 

While practically all homeowners have insurance 
against such catastrophes, literally millions are 
underinsured, They are not valuing their dwellings 
properly or are overlooking the effects of inflation, 
now at a double-digit rate, according to the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. For these reasons, the 
Institute advises, homeowners would do well to 
review their policies often and to check at least four 
phases of coverage 

First, the amount of insurance on a dwelling 
should be based on the cost of building it today. 
Neither the purchase price a few years ago nor the 
current market value should be used as a guide. 

The Institute suggest that the homeowner consult 
with his or her insurance representative to deter- 
mine how best to estimate the replacement cost of 
the home. By insuring to 100 percent of that vaiue, 
homeowners will be sure of having enough money 
to build a new home of the same quality should 
disaster strike. 

If a home isn't insured to full value, it should be 
insured for at least 80 percent of replacement 
value, Even at that figure, a family whose $40,000 


house is destroyed will have to pay $8,000 of the 3 (E>) a a 
replacement cost because it will collect no more ghee (deo!

value, the family will have to come up with $10,000 CONTAINERS 
in addition to the insurance settlement to build a 
new dwelling equal to the old. 

Homeowners who carefully review their policies 
learn, if they do not already know, another impor- 
tant reason for insuring to 80 percent or more of 
replacement value. If a dwelling with that coverage 
is damaged, the insurance company will pay the 
full replacement cost of any partial loss without 
figuring in depreciation, as is usually the case in 

ry settling any insurance claim. 
ry When coverage is less than 80 percent, insurers 
pay the larger of two amounts: either the replace- 
ment cost less depreciation; or a portion of the cur- 
rent replacement value, determined by the ratio of 
the insurance coverage to the 80 percent figure. 

A second important consideration —_ for 
homeowners is the value of their personal property. 
The homeowners policy automatically covers per- 
sonal property for an additional amount equal to 00 
percent of the insurance for the dwelling, but its 
value today may be considerably more. The only 
sure way to tell is to make an inventory. The 
coverage can then be increased if necessary. 

Furthermore, homeowners who have valuable 
pieces of jewelry and furs usually need extra in- 
surance protection. The homeowners policy covers 
jewelry and furs for a total of only $500 in case of 
theft. One fur coat or a simple piece of jewelry can 
easily be worth more than $500 

Appraisal Needed 

As a third step in securing adequate insurance, 
homeowners are advised by the Institute to have an. 
appraisal made of silverware, antiques, works of 
art and other valuables. Usually this property also 
needs added coverage. The appraisal record should 
be kept in the safe deposit box, along with the inven- 
tory of personal possessions. 

Finally, homeowners should weigh carefully the 
possibility that they need more personal liability 
coverage. All homeowners policie provide $25,000 of 
this insurance, to protect them and their families to 
that amount if a suit or claim is filed by someone for 
injuries, or for damage to his property. 

Jury awards for hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
a rarity 20 years ago, have become common. Addi- 
tional liability coverage is relatively inexpensive. It 
costs $3 to $5 to increase $25,000 coverage to $50,000, 
$6 to $10 to increase it to $100,000, $10 to $15 for 
$200,000 and $15 to $20 for $300,000

Italy (UPI) — “I heard on - 


television that Americans 
use these for beating their 
husbands,"’ chuckled 
Cristina Di Zio, 38, as she 
hefted a rolling pin in the 
meticulously organized 
kitchen where she divides 
her day into batches of 
spaghetti production. 

“You can keep 
homemade pasta for a 
couple of days but it's best 
when you eat it fresh,” she 
said, spilling a generous 
pile of flour onto the table. 

Scooping a small crater 
in the flour, she broke in 
two eggs, mixed it up, 
rolled it out and began 
slicing the flat dough into 
thin strips of fettuccine. 

Meals are the focal 
points of the Di Zio family 
and all six members of the 
household are always 
present for the threecourse 
lunches and dinners. 

The television goes on as 
the table is set and blares 
on throughout the meal, 
competing with the 
animated conversations of 
Cristina’s two sons, 
Fabrizio, 15, and Silvano, 
13. 

Fabrizio is gobbling his 
lunch as he’s in a rush to 
get back to work at his first 
summer job — as a waiter 
in the hotelrestaurant 
down the street. 

He is exceptionally 
proud of the job and it 
takes a great deal of 
probing before he admits 
that he is paid in tips only 
and can count on no more 
than 4,000 lire (about $5) at 
the end of his 11-hour 
workday. 

“Italians don't tip very 
much and we don't get any 
tourists way up here,” he 
shrugs, glum but stoic. 

His mother puts her foot 
down when he offers to 
demonstrate his newly 
acquired skill at carrying 
six plates of spaghetti at 
the same time. 

Silvano is also in a hurry 

- he's going fishing for eel 
in the lake at the foot of 
this picturesque hill town 
that commands a view of 
the Adriatic sea on one side 
and the Apennine Moun- 
tains on the other. 

“Just make sure they’re 
dead by the time you get 
them home," Cristina 
scolds affectionately. “I 
don't want eels slithering 
all over my kitchen sink 
like last week." 

As the boys race out the 
door, Cristina's husband 
Cenzino, 46, looks 
disconsolately down at his 
empty plate. 

“They said after the first 
few days you wouldn't feel 
it anymore but I've been on 
this diet a month and I'm 
still always hungry,” he 
groaned. 

“He has high cholesterol 
and the doctor put him on a 
diet that only allows 70 
grams of spaghetti (about 
2-'2 ounces) a day,” 
Cristina whispered as she 
cleared away the dishes. 
“T think that's too much so 
T only give him 50 grams.” 

Once she's seen Cenzino 
off to his job as town ac- 
countant, Cristina spends 
the best part of her mor- 
ning shopping for the fresh 
foods she buys every day 
despite her two 
refrigerators. 

At the meat shop she 
flirts with her butcher to 
ensure a good cut and at 
the vegetable stand she 
squeezes every tomato in 
the basket before choosing 
three. 

“I've known him since 
he was born,” she said as 
the stand owner tried to 
hide his winces behind a 
smile. “Everyzody knows 
everybody in this town — 
there are only about 7,000 
people here including the 
farmers who live outside.” 

Very few people in Citta’ 
Sant'angelo have a 
telephone and Cristina is 
not one of them. But she 
rarely gets together during 
the day with her women 
friends for coffee and a 
chat. 

“] just don’t have time 
for that kind of thing,” she 
says, “Besides in a little 
town like this you don’t 
need to gossip to know 
what everyone else is 
doing and thinking.” 

The Di Zios own their 
own home, a four bedroom 
apartment in a renovated 
17th century building near 
the town cathedral. They 
moved in seven years ago 
after Cenzino sold the 
nearby farm where he and 


his six brothers and sisters 
had been born. 

“My father bought the 
land with money he earned 
as an immigrant worker in 
Canada,"’ Cenzino ex- 
plained. ‘After he died 
tenant farmers worked the 
land for 50 percent of the 
crop. 

“Then the Communists 
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came and they raised it to 
60 percent of the crop and 
then they wanted to raise it 
again and it just wasn't 
worth it any more. So we 
sold the old house and 
bought this one.” 

In the living room, the 
shine on the marble chip 
floors attests to the amount 
of time Cristina spends

These days The Nonna 
spends most of her time in 
church or in the town's 
public gardens chatting 
with her cronies — among

for coffee and the 
discussions in the lively 
dialect of the Abruzzi 
region usually revolve

“Find a need and fill it,” is a maxim quoted to 
people who want to begin a successful business. 
That's what Diana Green of Newton seems to have 
done when she founded ‘Parents’ Choice,' a brand 
new magazine. 

What parents want, Green discovered is in- 
formation so they can choose what books their 
children read or what television programs they 
should watch. 

Thus, ‘Parents’ Choice’ is dedicated to reviewing 
children's media which will inclide “trends and 
events in television, books, records, films and toys 
as well as educational issues.” The new magazine 
will be published every other month. 

“None of this information comes together in any 
other periodical,’ said Ms. Green. 

“There was a study done by the Charles Kit- 
tering Foundation,” noted Ms. Green, ‘‘which 
pointed out that three out of four parents want to 
become more involved in their children’s 
education, but they lack the confidence.” 

“This study came out after the wheels were 
moving for this publication, but it was con- 
firmation that we were on the right track.” 

The “we” Ms. Green referred to was Esther 
Kahn, also of Newton, who is the associate editor 
and Susan Todd, articles editor. “‘We are not 
without credentials," mused Ms. Green, and in- 
deed they are not. 

Ms. Green is a member of the faculty of Rad- 
cliffe College's Seminars P¥egram and has lec- 
tured and written in the area of children's 
literature. 

Before this project was launched, Ms. Kahn 
“thought she was retired" as Project Director of 
the Center for the Study of Sex and Family Living 
Education. She had also worked for Planned 
Parenthood League of Massachusetts and as a high 
school teacher. 

As a grandmother and as a woman who has 
“done a lot of work with teenagers,” Ms. Kahn 
says she understands the dilemma many people 
find themselves in when going out to buy a gift or 
book for children. 

It was just that need Green became aware of 
while teaching at Radcliffe. 

Designed to meet these needs, the new 
publication was described as “long overdue" by 
Cathy Kent, president of the Dedham League of 
Women Voters. She commented that it was an 
excellent idea to include in one magazine the kinds 
of information that many parents, including 
herself, would like to read. Noting that records will 
also be reviewed, she added that she could not 
think of any periodical which reviewed children's 
records. 

Her one concern was that since the magazine is 
printed on newsprint “it may not be too durable 
particularly if circulated in libraries. 

This first issue was planned and printed well in 
advance of publication. It was presented to people 
a distinctive list of people, many of whom 
responded by agreeing to be on an honorary or 
advisory board. These include Robert Coles, M.D.,

Senator Muriel Humphrey, Bette Green and David 
Thorburn, MIT professor of literature. 

Judith S. Hoberman, librarian in a Newton 
public school and instructor in children's literature 
at the Wheelock College graduate school, pointed 
out that while the names are impressive many 
readers ‘may not appreciate the prestige they 
bring to the magazine...1 would have liked to see an 
introduction identifying these people.” 

The first issue is not without flaws. There were 
misspelled words and names which could present a 
problem to somoon someone looking for a par- 
ticular book. 

Ms. Hoberman also pointed out that the book 
review list included ‘‘The Story About Ping,” 
which is “offensive to Chinese Americans." “‘It is 
painful for Chinese American children to look" at 
these stereotypes. Ms. Hoberman recommended 
that books like this should be “reviewed by a 
person of that ethnic group who would look at the 
book with a special sensitivity.” 

However, Ms. Hoberman said that the 
magazine's purpose ‘‘is laudable” and commended 
the title, 

She stated that one of the articles ‘Reading 
Aloud to David" was so perceptively and in- 
telligently written “it belongs in a textbook of 
children’s literature.” 

Articles like the one written by Bill Adler on 
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music were also praised by those who saw the new 
magazine. Adler advised parents to try to tolerate 
rock music and understand that their children's 
attraction to this music is because ‘they are 
growing up and away and don't want you to like or 
understand what it’s all about...it’s their way of 
snipping those apron strings.”” 

At the same time, he urged parents not to “let 
your kids tyrannize you...if it drives you nuts to 
hear that noise in the living room, have ‘em take it 
upstairs and shut the door.” 


What Ms. Hoberman and others who have seen 
the new magazine agree upon is that the it needs 
“more balance” to confirm its purpose stated in a 
letter from the editor. 

Right now, Green and her staff are “privately 
funded,’’ and they are working on getting grants. 
They also intend to circulate the magazine on a 
national basis. 

If they adhere to their avowed purpose, ‘we do 
not pretend to be definitive or tell parents what 
their children should read or look at or listen 
to...we are presenting and exploring the 
available,""—then, ‘Parents’ Choice’ will be the 
magazine many parents will be reading and 
talking about a great deal.

Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New Year, 
marks the beginning of the High Holy 
Days. This ten-day period, ends with Yom 
Kippur. It is the most solemn season of 
the year. It is a time of deep penitence 
and prayer when every person's fate for 
the coming year is sealed in heaven. For 
all their seriousness, the holidays are not 
a time of sadness, but rather of quiet joy. 

Unlike most Jewish holidays, Rosh 
Hashanah is observed in public rather 
than in private. Activity takes place in 
the synagogue where the elaborate 
service includes the blowing of the shofar 
or ram's horn, After the service a festive 
meal is served in the home. This meal 
often includes traditional family 
favorites. Honey, symbolizing the wish 
for sweetness in the coming year, and 
fresh fruit are included on every table. 

Sweets of all kinds are especially 
popular during the High Holy Days. In the 
past il was customary to give gifts of 
homemade confections and cakes with 
the New Year's greetings. Today cards 
and flowers have largely replaced this 
tradition 

For Florence Baker of Needham and 
her family, the holiday will be a special 
time. To plan her menu, she looked into 
her recipe files which she has added to 
over the years. Mrs. Baker, and a 
neighbor and friend, Diane Sparr, were 
the first editors of the Mayflower Chapter 
of B'nai B'rith Women's cookbook.

Florence Baker of Needham gets her menu ready for the Jewish holiday of Rosh Hashanah 
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By ROBERT MUSEL. 


LONDON (UPI) — From where he sits in his 
small office at St. Thomas’ Hospital, Dr, Denis 
Burkitt professes to see a world of kindly but 
misguided people who have heaped upon him more 
honors than he deserves. 

These friendly folk laud him as a man who 
achieved a landmark in cancer research in Africa 
and who has since become one of the first people to 
thank if dietary fiber turns out to be as he 
believes one of the most important health 
discoveries of modern times. 

Burkitt's apparent efforts to dislodge the mantle 
of fame are delivered in an Irish accent so beguiling 
it is not evident at first that his disclaimers do not 
really accord with the facts as viewed by others. 

He is not an innocent bystander to great events. 

As a medical officer in Uganda, Burkitt made a 
historic safari through 12 countries in a used car 
and proved that cancers afflicting different parts of 
the bodies of African children were all the same 
cancer. 

He capped this example of medical detection by 
begging free drugs from pharmaceutical 
companies and actually curing some of his patients. 

Typically, he declares this achievement was due 
less to skill than luck. Nevertheless, other scientists 
drew their own conclusions and named the tumor 
Burkitt's Lymphoma. 

Its place in medical annals is secure since (as 
even he says) it seems likely to become the first 
human cancer found to be caused by a virus. 

Burkitt himself snipped the piece of tumor from 
which researchers working in wellequipped 
laboratories thousands of miles away isolated what 
is known as the Epstein-Barr virus. It sparked 
research that has produced thousands of papers, 
for if one human cancer definitely can be attributed 
to a virus — and a curable one at that — the search 
for virus causes of some other cancers must be in- 
tensified 

“T had nothing to do with that side of it,’’ Burkitt 
is quick to declare, as though in danger of credit 
falling where it is not due. 

He is so imbued with missionary fervor for the 
vast benefits to humanity he sees in a fiber-rich diet 
that he would have been quite happy to forget about 
his African discovery. ‘‘Fiber is more important 
than the lymphoma,” he said. 

But, in an interview, he agreed to relate the story. 

He joined the colonial service in 1946 as a 
surgeon. In Uganda he saw the growths on the eyes, 
jaws, kidneys, thyroids and other parts of the 
bodies of youths rarely over 14 years old. 

Eventually, with a couple of medical aides, he 
bought a car for $380 and set out on the 10,000 mile 
journey to mission hospitals that established the 
boundaries of the disease. He found it did not occur 
above 5,000 feet or below a temperature of 60 
degrees Fahrenheit, that it occurred only where it 
was wet and warm, and more often where there 
was intense malarial infection throughout the year. 

“These conditions meant, of course, that there 
must be some biological agent in its transmission," 
Burkitt said. “And it was this that led other 
prepared minds — not mine to suggest that a 
virus might be implicated. That's what caused the 
interest. 

“It is also, of all tumors, the one that can be 
readily cured by drugs. Of no other cancer can you 
say that. My role, from the point of view of treat- 
ment, was purely serendipitous as far as I was con- 
cerned. 

“We had no X-rays and no money to buy drugs, 
really. So] wrote to drug firms and I said: ‘The peo- 
ple who used your drugs also use X-rays and maybe 
it’s the X-rays that produce the cure. We have no 
X-rays so we can tell you if the drug really works.’ 

“They gave us the drugs. 

“Now I knew nothing at all about the subject. I 
was told you had to give all the drugs you could 
without killing the patient. You wait until their hair 
drops out and they bleed from the gums and they've 
got about six blood cells left. 

“I was looking after a whole surgical unit. I had 
to wait several days for my blood counts and my pa- 
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Cancer researcher Burkitt advocates fiber diet 
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tients used to run away in the middle of the night 
after they had their first dose of treatment 
Everything was against proper treatment. 


By then Burkitt also had a network of 140 mission 
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very few cases of appendicitis, varicose veins, 
bowel cancer, coronary heart disease, gallstones, 
diabetes and other maladies common in developed 
countries. 

Then one day he got a phone call from Sir Richard 
Doll (among the first to link smoking and cancer) 
suggesting he meet a remarkable and tenacious 
medical man, Capt. Thomas Cleave. Cleave had 
written literally thousands isome say 13,000) 
longhand letters to medical journals and 
researchers arguing that the elimination of fiber 
from sugar and bread was a vital factor in the 
origin of disease.

Telephones are often 
lifelines for handicapped 
people. Yet, these same 
people sometimes think 
their disabilities prevent 
them from using the 
phone. 

Recent innovations 
developed by the Bell 
System make the 
telephone accessible and 
useable to almost 
everyone. 

Any standard telephone 
can be adapted to serve a 
handicapped person, 
reports Roslindale-West 
Roxbury New England

Peterson. However, if 
standard equipment can't 
meet a person's needs, 
other specially designed 
or custom-made  in- 
struments can be made 
available, Mrs. Peterson 
added. 

There is a variety of in- 
struments that can im- 
prove sound reception for 
people with hearing pro- 
blems.

The tone ringer, loud 
bell, eight-inch or plastic 
gong, and lamp indicator 
are a few of the specially 
made different frequency 
signals that indicate the 
phone is ringing. They 
are helpful to most people 
with hearing loss or who 
work in areas where a 
phone cannot be easily 
heard. 

A telephone with a 
handset, similar to the 
one used by the hard of 
hearing, increases the 
volume of the speaker's 
voice.

Telephone service for 
the blind has provided the 
greatest challenge for 
Bell Laboratories 
engineers.

number. The blind or per- 
son with restricted move- 
Ment can use this phone 
to reach an emergency or 


other pre-arranged 
number. 

In areas where it is 
available, Touch-Tone 


(R) service is particular- 
ly useful to people with 
motion impairments. It 
can replace the rotary 
dial on most equipment. 
Even when hands are 
paralyzed, a pencil or 
similar aid held in a uten- 
sil holder, cuff or splint 
can depress the buttons. 

Often times, a minor 
adjustment to phone 
equipment already in the 
home greatly improves 
the service for the han- 
dicapped. An enlarged 
dial can replace the 
regular dial for phones 
located in dim lighting or 
people who have trouble 
seeing the small numbers 
on a normal dial. It can 
be ordered free of charge 
from your local telephone 
business office and in- 
stalled yourself. 

Many handicapped per- 
sons could benefit from 
telephone service if they 
knew about the options 
available to them, Mrs. 
Peterson said. A booklet 
“Services for Special 
Needs" can be obtained 
by contacting the local 
telephone business office.

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Boosted ‘born again’ authors, 
Christian bookselling biz booms 


By K.C. MASON 


DENVER (UPI) — Publishers in the $600 million- 
a-year Christian bookselling industry admit they 
were given a boost by such controversial “born 
again" figures as Anita Bryant, Larry Flynt and 
Chuck Colson 

The phenomenal growth of the industry was evi- 
dent to the 7,500 persons who attended this year's 
Christian Booksellers Association trade show in 
Denver, 

The variety of wares shown by nearly 400 ex- 
hibitors ranged from Billy Graham's book, ‘‘Born 
Again", to soul singer Andre Crouch's gospel music 
and frisbees and dog T-shirts bearing eye-catching 
evangelical slogans 

‘I would estimate $60 million in wholesale orders 
were written up,’ said Gary Foster, the CBA's 
publications director, after the four-day convention 
closed. He de-emphasized the so-called “gospel 
gimmicks", saying they represented only about 5 
percent of the products on display 

CBA executive vice-president John Bass, who 
estimated retail sales would run well over $600 
million this year, predicted continuing growth for 
the next decade. 

“The main CBA markets, married women aged 
26-40 and youths aged 16-22, both show long-term 
growth due to interest patterns,"’ he said. ‘We're 
predicting a decade of growth if we just reach those 
we are presently reaching." 

Bass said today's Christian books and music ap- 
peal more to the general public 

“Until 1955, denominational (publishing) houses 
accounted for about 90 percent of Christian 
literature sales and the material was written by 
theologians and ministers who were rather 
ethereal,"’ he said. “‘Today’s books are addressing 
such family and social issues as divorce, homosex- 
uality and depression.” 

Bass and William Barbour, president of New 
York-based Fleming H. Revell Publishing Co., 
agreed the well-publicized ‘‘conversions" of Flynt, 
publisher of Hustler magazine, and Watergate con: 
spirators Colson and Jeb Stuart Magruder helped 
increase sales 

They said, however, the public's attention was 
caught earlier by revelations of Dale Evans 
Rogers, Roger Staubach, Johnny Cash and Norma 
Zimmer. 

“These people have written deeply personal 
books that revealed their true sel said Bass 
“People relate to the heartaches and struggles of 
others, and when these people stepped forward to 
share their lives and their belief in Christ, people 
listened.”’ 














“It's understandable that people would think of 
jumping on the bandwagon,” said Barbour. “Part 
of the Lord's plan is that we look to our heroes who 
are willing to stand up and be counted for Christ.” 

“What difference does it make where it's coming 
from as long as it is getting into the hands of non 
Christians,” he said. ‘The evangelical publishers 
have less peaks and valleys because we're not in it 
totally for the business. 

“You can be in this business and not be a Chris- 
tian,” said Barbour. “But then it would just be a 
business and not a ministry 

Barbour also credited growth of the industry to 
modern language translations of the Bible and the 
charismatic movement, in which Christians 
proclaim spiritual gifts of phophesy, healing or 
speaking in tongues 

“The charismatic movement is getting a great 
reception in traditionally frigid areas of Roman 
Catholicism and High Episcopalianism,"' he said.

Miss ten Boom, a Dutch woman imprisoned with 
her sister in a Nazi concentration camp when they 
were caught hiding Jews in their home, was 
honored by the CBA for her book, ‘The Hiding 
Place", which later was made into a movie. 


Word Inc., which derives 65 percent of its sales 
from records and tapes, imported gospel music 
superstars Evie Tournquist, Andre Crouch, and 
B,J, Thomas to sign autographs for the Christian 
bookstore operators and their families. 

“Four years ago we made a commitment to get 
into the contemporary music area," said San 
Moser, Word's vice president of marketing 
“Before that the business was gospel oriented 
toward adults but the younger people have 40 per- 
cent of the purchasing power." 

Moser, who estimated record sales tripled from 
1974 to 1978, also said his business was a ministry. 

“Nothing ministers like music,” he said. “It's a 
way in which a lot of people reach a spiritual deci- 
sion. We also have found that the performers with 
the highest level of commitment to Christ are those 
who reach the top,”’ 


Maine press tests 
access to records 


BANGOR, Maine (UPI) The Maine Press 
Association Monday said reporters will go to about 
70 police stations Oct. 16 and ask to see records ina 
test of police compliance with the state's right-tu- 
know law. 

Howard James, president of the MPA and 
publisher of a chain of weekly newspapers in Maine 
and New Hampshire, said the association wants to 
ensure that police obey the law. ‘This is not a case 
of the press versus police but only in the interest of 
public access,” James said. 

A special seven-member committee of the 
ciation decided at an all-day meeting Monday 
at the Bangor Daily News to meet with Attorney 
General Joseph E. Brennan before mid-October. 

Spokesmen said the committee wants to discuss 
with Brennan the guidelines the attorney general 
promised to write for implementation of the 
right-to-know law and its application to police 
records. 

Brennan has said he wants to make sure both 
police and the press understand the law and 
promised last week to draw up a set of guidelines 

The association at a recent meeting said it would 
file a court challenge against any police depart- 
ment that did not make those records that should be 
open to the public available to the media

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The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 


Geraniums: If you want your geraniums to give 
a lot of color from now on until frost, be sure to 
keep the old blossoms picked off. If plants go to 
seed, they'll stop blooming since seed formation is 
a strain on the plant. Another good reason for 
removing spent blossoms is disease prevention. 
Overmature or dead flower parts become a reser- 
vior or haven for some gun fungi or molds. These 
same molds, landing on a healthy green leaf may 
not cause damage, but once the mold gets started 
in the dead flower parts it can progress to a point 
where it invades the plant. Bud blasting (turning 
yellow and not developing) is due to botrytis blight, 
a fungus. If you have noticed black, target-like 
spots on healthy leaves, it's a type of infection. A 
tiny piece of dead flower petal or even on of the an- 
thers of the flower may start the leaf spot infection. 
It pays the home gardener to remove faded flowers 
as soon as you see them. Don't wait until they are 
mushy, if you want to prevent disease infection. 
Even commercial growers like to take time to 
remove spent blossoms. 


Weather and Vegetables: Don't blame your seed 
company if your vegetables don't resemble the pic- 


tures and descriptionsin the catalogs. Weather can 
work in subtle ways to change the appearance or 
quality of a given variety. Carrots are a good ex- 
ample, The Chantenay carrot should be fairly 
blocky in shape and 4 to 5 inches in length. In hot 
weatber it forms a small globe which resembles a 
beet more than a carrot. Seed taken from the same 
packet and grown in 50 to 60 degrees tempature 
will produce a narrow carrot 6 or 7 inches long. To 
produce a carrot that is typical it should be grown 
in temperatures that range between 60 to 70 
degrees F. Radishes yet hot and tangy in dry soils, 
lettuce may get better in hot spells. Corn does not 
fill out well if dry weather cooks the silk and 
prevents pollination. Weather can affect the true 
characteristics of the variety. That's one reason 
why some peppers are “all bush and not fruit."" Hot 
searing winds can prevent fruit set. 

Green Thumb Clinic: “Our lawn has dried up 
and we wonder if it will come back?" 

Answer; Bluegrass and other grasses go dor- 
mant in hot, dry weather because the high 
temperatures use up the sugars so fast that none 
can be stored. A good rain or cool fall weather will 
cause the grass to green up again. Grass is tough 
and it takes a good drought to kill it

Eno ts one of the premier experimentalists of our 
time. A graduate of Britain's Roxy Music (which, 
before its demise, also contributed the remarkable 
singer Brian Ferry, violinist Eddie Jobson and 
guitarist Phil Manzanera to the music scene), Eno 
has recorded the sound of earthworms traveling 
through the soil and released albums consisting 
largely of white noise and tapes being played 
backward at the wrong speed. 

Such recordings break the rule of the game, go- 
ing much too far for an appreciable fraction of the 
pop music audience to follow. But that is not the 
case with Eno’s latest record, ‘Before And After 
Science” (Island PS-9478). 

In “Science,"" Eno has struck a near-perfect 
balance between his well-developed sense of 
strange and his rarely revealed feel for melody 
and lyric. —. 

As with most avant garde records, ‘‘Science"’ 
with its poly-rhythmic electronics and sometimes

through for many listeners. But for those willing to 
cut their minds loose a little, a marvelously hyp- 
notic tune like “Backwater” or a Latinesque 
excursion like “Kurt's Rejoinder” could 
demonstrate just how much fun the boundarystret- 
ching game can be.

Kraftwerk is an electronic keyboard group 
from West Germany who had a hit record a couple 
of years back with ‘‘Autobahn” and whose latest 
album, ‘‘The ManMachine" (Capitol SW-11728), 
further develops its intense but deceptively low- 
key style. 

“Man-Machine” is definitely not for everyone 
and Kraftwerk makes that clear by starting the 
album out with a track that sounds like something 
R2D2 might punch up on a jukebox before plugging 
in at a tavern for ‘droids. Much of the rest of it 
sounds like disco music for the Brave New World. 
It's a strange record, but attractive in an ap- 
propriately mechanistic fashion.

Wagenhals already has approached Arizona 
State University and worked out a plan to promote 
the mini-cars, featuring an ASU motif, in the Sun 
Devil football programs and through mailings to 
the university's alumni. 

In return, the firm will give $100 for each car sold 
to the Sun Angel Foundation, an athletic booster 
group that is helping ASU pay off $4 million in 
stadium expansion costs. 

‘If it works at ASU," Wagenhals said, “then we 
go to Notre Dame, Southern Cal, Ohio State and so 
on.”

ST., SOUTH NORWOOD 
“Where You Get the BEST for LESS” 


received persmission to market the cars in conjunc- 


tion with three National Football League clubs 


Wagenhals eventually hopes to enter all the NFL 


markets. 

Wagenhals and Fochtman were making 
fiberglass bathtubs when they started the mini-car 
business with an assist from their sons who wanted 
scaled-down cars to play with. 

“We built each of them one and other children 
saw them and asked for one,"’ Fochtman said. 

Word got around quickly and their first month of 
production in 1976 resulted in sales of $6,819 and by 
the end of the first year the sales totaled $2 million. 
The 1977 figure was $4.2 million and Wagenhals is 
hoping to top $7 million this year. 

The first break for the company came from 
American Motors. 

“American Motors was getting ready to in- 
troduce a new model and they wanted something to 
draw traffic,’’ Fochtman said. 

F.W. & Associates sold them on the idea of plac- 
ing mini-cars in dealer showrooms around the 
nation and the firm landed its first big account. 

Now, Wagenhals and Fochtman hold contracts 
with all U.S.car manufacturers, as well as 
Volkswagen, to build the scaled-down models of 
their vehicles. 


While most of their sales come as the result of 
promotions, the mini-cars have been sold to persons 
from throughout the world.

BOSTON (UPI) — People shivered, dug out their winter 
clothing and built roaring fires. 

Farmers watched helplessly as their budding fields and 
gardens blackened, and in northern U.S. towns newly 
shorn sheep — though sheltered — perished 

Thousands of birds also froze to death, as did millions of 
the yellow cucumber bug. 

Such was the summer of 1816 — legendary in the annals 
of weather. It has been called ‘the year without a sum- 
mer,” “poverty year," and “eighteen hundred and froze- 
to-death.” 

The weather nightmare is recounted in “American 
Weather Stories,” published by the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration. 

New Englanders who braved the “Blizzard of 1978" had 
it easy compared to the early Americans. The region was 
crippled by last winter's great snows, but the might of 
modern day men and machines was able to help the 
region recover. 

From May through September of 1816 a series of Arctic 
blasts swept the northeastern United States and adjacent 
Canadian provinces, A backward spring, a cold summer 
and an early fall were the result. 

Heavy snow fell in June and there was frost even in Jply 
and August. 

All across the Northeast, farmers' crops were time and 
again wiped out by the cold — raising the threat of 
widespread famine, 

April and May of 1816 were both cold months over the 
Northeast, with frost retarding spring planting, according 
to early weather observations. Flowers were late in 
blooming, and many fruit trees did nut blossom until the 
end of May — only to have their budding leaves and 
blossoms killed by a hard frost which also destroyed corn 
and some other plants. 

A warming trend provided welcome relief from the un- 
precedented cold weather pattern in the first few days of 
June. But, while farmers were replanting their crops, a 
new cold front was approaching that would spell disaster. 

After the front passed, the mercury dipped 
dramatically under the blast of polar air. At noon June 5, 

the temperature at Williamstown, Mass., was 83 degrees. 
By 7 a.m. on June 6 it had dropped to 45 degrees — the 
highest temperature recorded for the day. 

From June 6-9, there was severe frost every night from 
Canada to Virginia.

As 
you wander the grounds, you will 
see the costumed Pilgrims prepar- 
ing the food for their Thanksgiv- 
ing feast, using ingredients and 
cooking methods prominent in the 
early 17th.century. Visitors, unfor- 
tunately, can only observe, not 
partake in, the feast.

During the cooking prepara- 
tions, Elbanobscot is alive with 
other harvest time activities, all 
geared for guest participation.

A soft 
leather ball is aimed at a stool, 
which serves as a wicket or goal. 
Much as in our modern day dodge 
ball, the idea is to keep the ball 
from going through the stool. One 
person acts as guardian, and as 


} soon as the ball passes through the 


stool, the guardian is replaced by 
the person who made the success- 
ful shot. Another popular game is 
“Chain Tag.” 

Crafts also play a part in the 
activities here. The construction of 
Indian headbands is popular with 
kids, and older folks are intrigued 


by the shingle-making demonstra- 
tions. This year, the staff at 
Elbanobscot also hopes to import 
artisans and craftsmen who can 
demonstrate other notable colonial 
trades. The celebration culminates 
with the actual feasting, beginning 
in the late afternoon. Indian leg 
wrestling is considered a healthy 
after dinner exercise for those 
interested in burning off the extra 
calories that will certainly accumu- 
late. Visitors are encouraged to 
wear colonial dress.

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Deails| Apple Picking 


Apple picking is an 
experience different 
from any you are 
likely to encounter 
between now and 
the first day of 
spring. 


By Gary Provost 

“There's a right way and a wrong 
way to pick apples,” I was once 
told by a gruff old apple orchard 
foreman, who was every bit as 
gnarled as the trees he tended 
Then, to show me the right way, he 
reached out and gently plucked a 
ripe red McIntosh from a branch 
above his head. 

“See,” he said, “you pick all the 
ones you can reach from the 
ground first, and you place them in 
the bucket. You don’t drop them on 
top of each other ‘cause they'll 
bruise.” With a tenderness 
approaching reverence, he laid that 


save money. It's true that picking 
your own apples at the orchard is a 
lot cheaper than loading them into 
your cart at the supermarket. 
When you sturt subtracting the 
cost of your time and gasoline, 





though, your savings won't amount | 


to much — unless you've got 40 or 
50 kids who just adore apples. 

No, there is only one real reason 
you should pick your own apples 
this autumn: It is an experience 
different from any you are likely to 
encounter between now and the 
first day of spring. 
apple orchard is, after all, no 
ordinary place. There are no high- 
ways in an apple orchard, no apart 
ment buildings, not even a parking 
meter. When you enter the orchard 
you come into a very basic world 
where a hungry human animal does 
not drive down to McDonald's; he 
reaches into a tree. You come to a 
world of dense grass as soft as 
pillows and row upon row of 
bountiful apple trees, stretching for 
as far as you can see. From each 





probably give you a bucket and a 
18-foot ladder. (Bring your own 
containers just in case.) Out of con 
sideration for the orchard owner, 
confine your picking to one tree, 
since the pickers who are paid per 
apple aren't likely to muck about in 
trees that have been decimated by 
amateurs, 

Forget the ladder for now, unless 
you want to climb it just for fun 
You probably won't need it unless 
you plan to pick clean an entire 
tree, which would supply you with 
enough apples to keep the doctor 
away for several years. Instead, 
clear away the “drops” and find 
yourself a comfortable spot in the 
cushion of tangled grass beneath a 
trec. You can pick apples with a 
group, or you might want to get off 
by yourself to commune better 
with nature, (The “drops” are 
those apples that have already 
fallen to the ground, and they 
usually end up as applesauce. If 
you'd rather take them, make sure 
you get a good price, since many of 


slowly, and take time to consider 
the apple. It is a colorful little 


| object with a pleasant heft, a sweet 


smell, a hearty constitution and a 
flavor that is never confused with 
anything else. 

When you have contemplated 
the apple to satiety and still solved 
none of nature's mysteries, your 
knees may have become a bit 
cramped. So stand up and run like 
a fool through the orchard. Play in 
the grass with people you like a lot. 
Eat lunch under an apple tree and 
pluck an apple for dessert. Take 
pictures of your day at the orchard. 
Jump up and down, sing out loud, 
have fun. But please don't play in 
the trees. Consider the apple.

western twang. Christy's a nice 
American-born Irish boy too, if a 
bit too big for his ragged britches. 
He proceeds to cuddle up to 
Pegeen, win a tussle with the 
neighborhood lout, Red Ferguson, 
and is subsequently besieged by 
ladies from all quarters, who tum 
his head. Said ladies and Floyd 
(who has become, for some vague 
reason, Christy's buddy) wisk 
Christy out for an obligatory 
drunken celebration. Subsequent 
action includes Christy's come 
uppance by the love-lorn Pegeen, 
and his confrontation with father, 
who wasn't really dead after all. 
The end result, by golly, is a final 
pairing of Christy and Pegeen, 
passionately yelping down-home 
nothings to each other as the 
curtain descends. 

All of this might actually be cap- 
tivating, if the worthy performers 
were ina vehicle that did them 
justice. Instead, it is a rambling 
one, a cranked-up cross between 
Oklahoma! and Synge's very Irish 
work, and apparently designed for 
some yeehas and spur clackin’ pro- 
duction numbers. Trouble is, it 
continually starts revving up, only 
to stall about five minutes later. 
There are exhilarating, well 
choreographed dances, and several 
very funny, well-delivered songs. 
Throughout, too, there is some 
fine, lean, delicate music, per- 
formed by countrified instru 





ments. Unfortunately, it is all 
counter-acted by idiotic dialogue, 
lagging love scenes and, in painful 
contrast to other elegant parts of 
the score, some examples of con 
temporary country music at its 
very worst — nasal, raucous and 
utterly uninspired. The latter is 
blasted a la Rolling Stones through 
a powerful set of speakers that 
could floor an elephant, and 
includes backgrounc vocals, 
emanating from some mysterious 
place in the theatre. 

The best part of Back Country 
lies in its performers, who, despite 
the obstacles in their paths, work 
hard and well to pull it all off. They 
are all competent, and some of 
them are marvelous. Christy (Ken 
Marshall) and Pegeen Mike 
(Suzanne Lederer) have strong, full 
voices and make a handsome, if 
slightly dull and overly darling 
couple. Top honors, however, go tc 
Harry Groener as Floyd and 
Barbara Andres as Mrs. Lucy Jane 
Du Rambeau Finletter, a widow in 
full pursuit of Christy. Groener 
moves as if he were born on stage, 
and brightens it up with every 
entrance. Andres is similarly 
accomplished, and her solo 
number, describing the various 
demises of lovers and husbands, 
gives the greatest moment of 
hilarity in the show.

The type of component stereo | 
system you own reveals quite a 
bit about the type of person you 
are, and what you think of 
yourself. 

This is because some people | 
use stereo components asego 
possessions, used for gratifica- | 
tions beyond their intended 
purpose. In this regard, stereo 
components are like 
automobiles. 

Consider: on the Southeast 
Expressway during the Friday 
afternoon rush hour, a $16,000 
metallic silver BMW 530 with 
leather upholstery will arrive in 
Hingham just as fast as a 1965 
Chevy Nova book-valued at 
$750, yet the BMW owner 
wouldn't give up his BMW for 
anything. Because he’s using it 
for more than transportation. 
Perhaps he’s using it to rebel 
against his lower-middle-class 
past, perhaps he’s rebelling 
against his penny-pinching wife, 
or perhaps he’s trying to show 
prospective clients that his 
business is doing well. What- 
ever, the BMW owner is using 
his car for more than just 
getting from Point A to Point B. 
Likewise, stereo components 





can express any number of 
needs beyond the simple desire 
to enjoy Led Zeppelin (or the | 
BSO) in the home. 
So, in a spirit of gentle affec- | 
tion, here are brief descriptions 
of some of the various types of 
stereo buyers I've encountered 
over the years, plus capsule 
comments on the equipment 
they buy. 
The Horse Trader 
To the Horse Trader, the fun is 
| 


in the buying and selling of 
stereo components. Music is | 
simply a by-product of the 
buying process. 

The Horse Trader’s basic 
premise is that “new is better.” 
Accordingly, as soon as some- 
thing new appears on the 
market, he has to have it. 

This, of course, entails 
getting rid of his old equipment 
— either through private sale or 


by haranguing the stereo dealer

into accepting it in trade 
towards his new components. 

After the new components are 
unwrapped and hooked-up, an 
inevitable let-down occurs, as 
there is now nothing left to do 
except play music. At this point, 
the stereo catalogues and fan 
magazines are brought out 
again, and the process is begun 
all over. 

The Technologist 

The Technologist is similar to 
the Horse Trader, in that music 
is strictly a by-product of the 
“stereo experience.” 

The Technologist loves com- 
plicated stereo components and 
operates on an “easy is out /hard 
is in.” The more knobs, dials, 
switches, meters, and whiz- 
bangs the better. 

Most manufacturers are 
happy to comply, because, in 


| many cases, stereo manufac- 
| turers are hobbyists, too, and 


enjoy designing ‘747 
complexity” into their 
components. 

One of these manufacturers is 
Nakamichi. Nakamichi cassette 
decks (from $560 to $1,650) 
contain sophisticated circuits 
for optimizing performance 
with not only different brands 
of cassette tapes, but specific 
cassettes. 

Nakamichi's first preampli- 
fier, the 610, went so far as to 
contain built-in tone oscillators 
and Pink Noise Generators to 
permit its use as a miniature 
test center, for calibrating, 
aligning, and evaluating other 
components in the home. 

Now, this circuitry has been 
made available separately as the 


; Nakamichi T-100 Audio 


Analyzer ($799). To a true 


| Technologist, the Nakamichi T- 


100 Audio Analyzer is probably 
the ultimate component. It 


| offers hour after hour of 


operating pleasure yet doesn’t 
create any music. 


| The Gadget Lover 


Similar to The Technologist in 
love of complexity is the Gadget 
Lover who will go to any length 
for convenience. 

Convenience is defined as 
remote control capabjlity. To 
the Gadget Lover, stereo 
pleasure means raising or lower- 
ing system volume, switching 
between program sources, 
operating the tape recorder, or 
instructing the turntable to play 
bands one and three of a record, 
but omitting bands two, four, 
and five without getting out of 
an armchair. 

Both Nakamichi and 





Tandberg build tape decks with | 


remote control options. The 





Bs & Olufsen 2400 FM stereo 
receiver ($595) includes a wire- 
less remote control unit which 
permits volume adjustments, 
program source selection, and 
choice of up to five pre-selected 
FM stereo stations. The ADC 
Accutrac Plus Six ($360 with 


| remote programmer) permits 


you to select the musical selec- 
tions you want to hear, in what- | 
ever order you wish, from a 
stack of six records. 

The Esoteric Lover 

If it’s commercially successful, 
the Esoteric Lover doesn’t like 
It. 

The Esoteric Lover exists on 
high-technology, state-of-the- 
art components made by small, 
obscure companies. E.L.'s goal 
is to seek out the smaller, 
personality-oriented, stereo 
stores, and wait weeks and 
months for deliveries on hard- 
to-find components made by 
companies that barely intro- 
duce one model before they 
replace it with an updated 
version. 

I suspect that the recent 





| review of the $6,000 Beveridge 


loudspeaker in the October, 
1978 issue of High Fidelity 
magazine has probably disap- 
pointed many Beveridge owners 


| and would-be owners who 


thought they were onto some- 
thing exclusive and untainted 
by the masses. 
The European Sophisticate 
The European sophisticate 
appreciates the visual design 
built into Bang & Olufsen 
(Danish), Tandberg 
(Norwegian), and Sonab 
(Swedish) components.

The Bang & Olufsen lover, 


| often an upscale young profes 


sional living in an expensively 
furnished apartment, is quick 
to point out that the Bang & 
Olufsen system can also be 
found in the Permanent Design 
Collection of the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York! (The 
basic B & O system, the 2400, is 
available for about $1,100.) 
Furthermore, Bang & Olufsen 
lovers are often enthusiastic 


| about the “intellectual sim- 


plicity” of their system. Instead 
of following the industry-wide 
trend of adding knobs and 
switches, B & O builds for sim- 
plicity, trying, in their own 
words, to put as “little as 


| possible between you and the 


music.” 

The Loud-Is-Good Lover 
The Loud-Is-Good Lover 
enjoys showing-off his system's 
power and isn’t so much 
interested in accuracy, as 
quantity. Absolute fidelity to 
the original musical perform- 
ance isn’t as important a8 


| impressing his or her friends 


with sheer quantities of sound. 
High-Powered Pioneer, 
Marantz, and Kenwood 
receivers, Phase Linear amps 
and preamps, and JBL, Klipsch, 
and Cerwin Vega speakers are 
often chosen by Loud-Is- 
Good’ers. 
The Accuracy Freak 
In contrast to Loud-Is- 
Good’ers, Accuracy Freaks are 
interested in the purity of the 


; sound — the ability of their 


system to come closer and 
closer to perfectly recreating the 
original music performance. To 
Accuracy Freaks, it’s not how 
loud the music is reproduced, 


| it’s how accurately the cello (or 


whatever) is reproduced. 

Indeed, in many cases, 
Accuracy Freaks will willingly 
sacrifice volume to achieve 
fidelity. 

Accuracy Freaks are both 
specification-oriented and sub- 
jective-oriented. The former 
rely on electrical measurements 
to support their choice of equip 
ment. The latter rely on the . 
subjective “underground” fan 
magazines (like Absolute Sound, 
The Stereophile, and The Audio 
Critic) to support their 
arguments. 

One of the favorite speakers 
of old-time Accuracy Freaks 
were KLH Mode! Nine Elec 
trostatic speakers. These 
speakers used a lot of power, 
and didn’t play as loud as con 
ventional designs, but were 
unequalled as far as neutrality. 


One of the current replace- 
ments in vogue among Accuracy 
Freaks are Magnepan MG-1's 
($495 a pair). 

Whereas Loud-Is-Good’ers 
place their money in amplifiers 
and receivers capable of 
delivering hundreds of watts per 
channel, and speakers that can 

| efficiently convert that wattage 
into music, Accuracy Freaks 
often place their money in add- 
on units which compensate for 
problems introduced by the 
listening room. 

Equalizers, for example, 
overcome the fact that each 

| listening room adds its own 
| “sound” to the music. 
Equalizers permit Accuracy 
Freaks to “neutralize” the room, 
| permitting speakers and 
recordings to be reproduced 
more honestly. 
| Time-Delay units are great 
| for the Accuracy Freak. The 
units recreate delayed reflec- 
| tions which normally would 
come from the back of the 
concert hall or theater and can 
expand the walls of your living 
room. 
| Time-Delay units were 
originally introduced by Audio 
Pulse, and are now available 
from such varied manufac- 
| turers as Advent, Phase Linear, 
| and ADS, Of all available, the 
$1,000 ADS Model Ten is 
| unique in that it comes com- 
plete with speakers and power 
amplifier.

Why do you think President 
Carter persists in inviting rock 
stars to the White House? The 
answer is simple — recording 
artists have, to a large degree, 
replaced movie stars and sports 
heroes as identifiable and 
charismatic personalities. 

The astounding surge in 
record and tape sales — from 
$277 million to $3 billion in just | 
twenty years — is primarily the | 
result of the addicting influence | 
of good ol” rock 'n’ roll. Up until 
its only real sales slump in 1975, 
the recording industry had 
always assumed that most 
records were bought by 13 to 20 
year-olds. In 1977, however, 
CBS Records released the 
findings of a startling study 
occasioned by the slump 
indicating that 70 percent of all 
record purchasers in 1976 were 
18 or older, accounting for 82 
percent of the total records and 
tapes sold. 

Some 1200 domestic record 
companies now offer a con- 
siderably more varied menu of 
music to meet the diversity of 
tastes found in the revised 13 to 
35 year-old age range. Where 
once a consumer had limited 
options, every major label now 
offers a specialized roster of 
artists for virtually every con- 
ceivable taste, age and region of 
the country. More variety has 
triggered the release of more 
records (2600 albums and 6200 | 
singles yearly) and greater sales. 
In fact, the industry has been 
obliged to create new jargon to | 
meet the boom. Gold albums 
(sales of over 500,000 copies) 
are barely respectable any- 
more; instead, the new standard 
has become the “platinum” LP, 
signifying over one million units 
sold, Between 1976 and 1977, 
over ten albums went “triple- 
platinum” while in 1977 alone, 
no less than 70 achieved the 
platinum plateau. 

With the phenomenal success 
of pop, many trends have 
developed. 

Disco 
Much of Saturday Night 
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| Fever’s popularity is traceable 


to the emergence of disco as a 
major factor in the pop music 
equation. Oozing with hypnotic 
rhythms and lush production, 
disco's glamorous sound has 
become the country’s hottest 
steppin’ out music. Parlaying 
“cross-over” appeal in both 
MOR (middle of the road) and 
soul (or R&B) markets, disco 
has amazingly accounted for ten 
of the 14 biggest selling singles 
from 1976 through today. Acts 
like Boston's Donna Summer, 
the Bee Gees, Andy Gibb, Vicki 


| Sue Robinson, the Trammps, 


Odyssey, the Village People and 


| K.C. and the Sunshine Band are 


among the reasons for its com- 
mercial clout. 
However, MOR-oriented 


| record-buyers who relish disco 
' aren't always in the mood for 


the pounding rhythms which 
often smother romance. 
Members of this market have 
popularized the music of John 
Denver, Debby Boone, Barry 
Manilow, Helen Reddy, Barbra 
Streisand, Diana Ross, John 
Travolta, Olivia Newton-John 
and other pure “pop” artists. 


| Soft Rock 


Occupying no man’s land 
between MOR music and hard 
rock is the typically melodic 
sound of soft rock, the source of 
many of today’s largest selling 
artists. Varied musical styles 
abound here from folk rock 
(Joan Baez), country rock (the 
Eagles, Linda Ronstadt) and 
urbane lyricism (Paul Simon, 
James Taylor. Carly Simon, 
Neil Diamond and Billy Joel) to 
more uptempo entries like Fleet- 
wood Mac, Abba, Heart, Peter 
Frampton and Paul McCartney. 
Many of contemporary music's 
finest and most popular singer- 
songwriters (Dylan, Jackson 
Browne, Joni Mitchell and 
Randy Newman) also fall 





| roughly into the genre. The 

| incredibly broad appeal of soft 

| rock, ranging in quality from 

innocuous pop to true inspira- 

tion, insures its status as 

perhaps the industry's most 

consistently lucrative calling 

card. 

Hard Rock 

As long as there’s pop music, 

you can bet your Fender there'll 

be plenty of hard rock; heir in 

spirit and rhythm to the tradi- 

tion begun by fifties’ rock 'n' 

roll. Easily the most unwieldy 

category, hard rock encom- 

passes a great divergence of 

styles (heavy metal, progres- 

| sive, Southern, punk, New 
Wave and R&B-influenced) and 
capabilities along with some 
very interesting trends. Though 
still relying primarily on vocals 
and electric guitars for much of 
its excitement and punch, hard 
rock has witnessed the growing 
importance of electronic key- 

| board instruments (especially 
synthesizers) to its sound (Pink 
Floyd, Yes, Genesis, Brian Eno 

| and Kansas). 

Older hard rock fans tend to 
be purchasing the music of con- 
siderably moresaccomplished 
bands. They include both 
legendary acts like the Rolling 
Stones, the Who, Led Zeppelin, 
Chicago, the Beach Boys, Rod 
| Stewart, David Bowie, the 
Grateful Dead, the Jefferson 
Starship and newer chart- 
| busters like Bruce Springsteen, 
| Boston, Steely Dan, Bob Seger, 
Steve Miller, Marshall Tucker, 
Boz Scaggs and the Doobie 
Brothers. 

Punk 

So far, the artistic bark of punk 
and New Wave bands has t en 
considerably greater than their 
commercial bite. In essence, 
their anger revolves around rock 
music becoming controlled by 
the commercial dictates of big 








business. Claiming that the true 
spirit of rock is being drained by 


' profit-hungry record com- 


panies and shallow superstars, 
the punks aim to reclaim their 
turf with frenzied, back-to- 
basics rock 'n’ roll. But all-out 
punks like the Sex Pistols, Dead 
Boys, Ramones and the Clash 
have sold few records (excepting 
Patti Sinith) despite the aid of 


| critical acclaim. On the other 


hand, less musically militant 
artists (New Wave) who share a 
similiar sensibility (Elvis Cos- 


| tello, Graham Parker, the 


Talking Heads, Nick Lowe, 


| Television and Boston's Cars) 


have enjoyed both rave reviews 
and some commercial impact. 
Saleable or not, these outlaws, 
quite conceivably at the cutting 


| edge of hard rock’s musical 





development, continue to create 
some of pop’s most daring and 
vital sounds. 

Country And Western 

Punks couldn't get the time of 
day from country and western 
fans despite the fact that their 
ranks are being infiltrated by 

a younger, more rock-inclined 
audience. They've been drawn 
in droves to this music by cross- 
over performers such as Willie 
Nelson, Waylon Jennings, 
Emmy Lou Harris, Dolly 
Parton, Crystal Gale and Kris 
Kristofferson. This trend has at 
once diluted Nashville’s long- 
standing dominance over the 
nature of country music and 
increased sales dramatically. 
For example, a recent L.P. 
featuring Nelson and Jennings 
(Wanted: The Outlaws) was the 
first country album to ever go 
platinum. More conventional 
favorites like Charlie Pride, 
Loretta Lynn, Tammy 
Wynette, Merle Haggard, Roy 
Clark, the Statler Brothers, 
Kenny Rogers and Mel Tillis 
continue to do well by C& W's 
traditionally small but faithful 


| audience. 


Soul 

In soul music (R&B), alle- 
giances are divided between 
vocal acts, funk and both disco 
and jazz cross-overs. In the 
tradition of Motown, vocalists 
like the Spinners, Gladys 
Knight, Teddy Pendergrass, 
Natalie Cole, Diana Ross, the 
O’Jays and the Jacksons are sell- 
ing to both blacks and a healthy 
slice of the MOR and soft rock 
audiences. The more note- 
worthy commercial trend 
though is funk music; a mix of 
the rhythmic innovations of 
James Brown, hard rock (par- 
ticularly rock theater) and jazz. 


Funk is led by the monstrously 
successful Earth, Wind and 
Fire, Parliament-Funkadelic and 
others including the Com- 
modores, the Ohio Players, 
Rufus and Chaka Khan, the 
Brothers Johnson, Kool and the 
Gang and the Isley Brothers. 
Stevie Wonder, a category unto 
himself, continues to be one of 
soul’s best-selling and most 
inspired artists. Finally, the 


| musical richness of related 


genres like blues, gospel, salsa 


| and reggae (Bob Marley and the 


Wailers) deserve mention 


| although their commercial 


| 


influence remains limited. 

Jazz 

Jazz, despite its relatively small 
share of the records and tapes 
sold (five to ten percent), is 
undergoing a commercial 
revival thanks to cross-over 
appeal with soul and hard rock 
audiences. This dominant trend 
is largely due to fusion music, 
the contemporary expression of 
the jazz rock pioneered by Miles 
Davis during the late sixties. 
Virtually all of today’s better 
selling players (George Benson, 


| Herbie Hancock, Chick Corea, 


Weather Report, the Crusaders, 
Gil Scott-Heron, Quincy Jones, 
Chuck Mangione, Keith Jarrett, 


| Gato Barbieri, Freddie Hubbard 
| and Grover Washington, Jr.) 


have forsaken recording 
acoustic jazz for the slicker but 


| greener pastures of the elec- 


tronic fusion style. 

The Boston Scene 

Closer to home, Boston's rich 
and varied scene is currently 
one of pop music's hottest 
sources for new talent. 
Following in the footsteps of 
hard rocking supergroups like 
Geils and Aerosmith, the 
stunning success of the band 
Boston — whose record-setting 
debut L.P has sold 6.5 million 


| copies — has raised eyebrows 


throughout the entire industry. 
Their new release (Don’t Look 
Back) is also zooming up*the 
charts along with the Cars, a 
New Wave band receiving the 


sort of treatment reserved for 
potential giants. The Cars join 


other homegrown acts with 
sizable national followings like

‘The typical audiophile usually 
spends less time listening to 
music in the living room than in 
his or her car. It’s no wonder, 
then, that car stereo has become 
a booming business. 

Only a few years ago, the new 
car buyer would order an 
inexpensive AM radio as one of 
the options. Usually, the radio 
was supplied with a staall, 
fragile speaker hidden beneath 
the windshield. Now, the 
superior quality of today's tape 
players and stereo radios have 
made AM radio practically 
obsolete. 

Car stereo is not perfect. The 
automobile is a moving object, 
causing some minor difficulties 
in FM reception. Also, because 
FM transmission is “line of 
sight” (this means it doesn’t 
bounce easily, like AM) recep- 


lebc 


tion in the city, amidst tall 
buildings, can be erratic. On the 
other hand, the inside of most 
automobiles can be a great 
environment for sound. The 
speakers are placed close to the 
ears and a well-padded, noise 
free interior makes some cars 
better listening areas than many 
living rooms. 

As a car stereo buyer, the first 
thing you should look at is the 
tuner (radio). Usually, you can 
purchase a radio which com- 
bines AM with FM stereo so 
you can replace the inferior AM 
radio. An FM stereo gives you 
better quality sound. One of the 
things you should discuss with 
your car stereo dealer is “sensi- 
tivity,” the ability of the radio 
to pick up the desired signal 
from a distance. Another very 
important specification to look 
at is “selectivity,” the ability to 
pick up the right signal from 
amongst the adjacent, unwanted 
stations. 

When you have chosen the 
proper radio, you'll still need to 
pick an antenna. If your car 
comes already equipped with a 
windshield antenna, don’t use it 
— it’s almost worthless. Have 
your car stereo dealer assist you 
in choosing an antenna which 
properly fits your car. Once it’s 
installed, adjust the height to 31

inches, the optimum for ideal 
FM reception. 

The auto stereo was revolu- 
tionized by the invention of the 
under-dash eight-track tape 
player. ‘his gave you the ability 
to hear what you wanted, when 
you wanted. For several years, 
use of the eight-track deck 
flourished until the introduc- 
tion of the cassette deck. 

Cassettes and cassette decks 
are more reliable than eight- 
track, take considerably less 
space, are easier to transport 
and sound much better. In 
moving automobiles, cassette 
decks are easier to use because 
they have fast-forward and 
rewind buttons allowing the 
user to get to a specific place on 
the tape easily. With an eight- 
track deck, it's necessary to play 
the whole tape through to get to 
a particular selection. Although 
cassette decks can be more ex- 
pensive, they now account for 
40 percent of all auto tape deck 
sales and are expected to 
become the only choice. 

Maintenance of a tape deck is 
extremely important and very 
simple. Periodically, clean the 
tape head and pinch-roller (a 
small black rubber roller) with 
pure isopropyl or rubbing 
alcohol. Failure to do so will 
cause loss of high frequency 
response and increased wow 
and flutter as well as regular 
variations in speed and pitch. 
Also, purchase a good head 
demagnetizer ($10 to $15) and 
use it carefully, according to 
directions. 

Many buyers have found an 
in-dash radio with tape deck 
combination to be an excellent 


buy. It’s easy to use, and saves a | 


considerable amount of space. 
Keep in mind, though, that if 
the tape deck malfunctions and 
you need to get it repaired, you 
will also lose the use of your 
radio. However, the best reason 
for purchasing an in-dash com- 
bination is that you decrease the 

| likelihood of it being ripped off. 

| The installation of an in-dash 
unit makes it difficult for the 
amateur thief to do his work. 

The last important compo- 

| nent is the speaker system. 

| Choosing car speakers can be 

| confusing and difficult. First, 

you have to decide where to put 
them. Most people either place 
their speakers in the doors or 
beneath the rear window in the 

| cardboard deck. Many manu- 

| facturers supply their cars with 

| holes already cut in the card- 
board and metal of the rear 


| deck, allowing for easy installa- 
| tion of a pair of flush mount 


speakers. Placing the speakers 

in the rear decks uses the trunk 

| space to enhance bass response 

| and makes the speakers sound 
“bigger.” These speakers are 
most commonly available as a 
five and a quarter inch round or 
five inch by seven inch, or six 
inch by nine inch oval. The 
same speakers may also be 
installed in the doors. You must 
be careful, though, because this 
type of installation involves cut- 
ting holes in the doors with the 
remote possibility of creating an 
inoperable window. Measure 
before you install. If a flush 
mount speaker won't work, 
you'll have to use a surface 
mount, wedge speaker. These 
have less bass response, but 
they do solve many installation 
problems and can be placed 
almost anywhere. 

One product which has 
grown rapidly in popularity is 
the power booster. In order to 
understand boosters, you'll have 
to know just a little about power 
and what it does. The more 
power a unit puts out, the 
louder it is likely to be. Why 
would anyone need high power 
levels in the automobile’s small 
environment? Some speakers, 
because of the way they're put 
together, need more power than 
others to attain the same 
volume levels. If the radio or 
tape deck doesn’t supply enough 
power it begins to distort and 
sound awful. So, the real reason 
for a power booster is to make 
the stereo play louder with little 
or no distortion. The average 
car stereo puts out three to five 
watts per channel, more than a 

| lot of home systems. 

You might wonder why, for 
approximately the same money, 
you can buy a car stereo with 

| five watts per channel, or one 
with 15 watts per channel. 
‘That's because, in many cases, 
the car stereo manufacturer is 
trying to deceive you. They 
make exaggerated or over- 
stated power claims, hoping to 
convince you to buy their pro- 
duct. When a manufacturer sup- 
plies you with a power output 
rating, he should also give you 
the distortion’ specification. For 
example, a well-known manu- 
facturer advertises his unit as 
having “12 watts per channel.” 
When you read the fine print, 
though, you realize that the dis- 
tortion is over ten percent. To 
even the most inexperienced lis- 
tener, that level of distortion is 
almost intolerable. It’s better to 
have three or four watts per 
channel at one percent distor- 

| tion. Home stereo manufac- 





turers used to play the same 
games until the Federal Trade 
Commission forced them to 
adhere to a rigid set of stan- 
dards. Until these or similar 
standards are forced on the car 
stereo industry, beware! Make 
your dealer explain the specifi- 
cations to you. If he can’t or 
won't, then shop elsewhere. 

One of the most annoying 
problems a car stereo owner can 
encounter is a high-pitched 
whining sound which occurs 
only when the engine is 
running. This is caused by the 
alternator and can be helped or 
solved by installing a noise sup- 
pressor supplied with your car 
stereo or which you can pur- 
chase for a dollar or two. Some- 
times, this problem occurs 
because of improper installa 
tion, so check all of the wiring, 
especially the ground wire(s). 

Speaking of installation, 
unless you're very good with 
your hands and are an expert at 
wiring, don't do it yourself. You 
could ruin a several hundred 
dollar investment in a matter of 
minutes. An experienced 
installer knows how to cut holes 
in doors, is familiar with all of 
the little tricks leading to a neat, 
invisible wiring job, and can 
make excellent suggestions 
about speaker placement. 
Routine installation should cost 
you $30 to $50. That would 
include installation of an in- 
dash combination unit, two 
speakers, and an antenna. ‘The 
price goes up with the addition 
of a booster, more speakers, or 
if the installation is difficult in 
your car. 

Where do you buy? From 
your automobile dealer or from 
a car stereo dealer? At the risk 
of receiving nasty letters from 
auto dealers, I have to say, don’t 
buy from them. In general, their 
salespeople know nothing about 
sound, and have been trained to 
sell only what the parts manager 
has ordered. The selection is 


| usually poor, at best. Car 


dealers tend to make more 
money on radios and tape decks 
than do auto-stereo dealers who 
usually sell a better product 
anyway. You'll be far better off 
shopping around, listening to 
the options and having your 
stereo installed after you pur- 
chase your car. 

When you make your choice, 
remember that looks are impor- 
tant, placement can be critical.

Nancy Drew revisited 


The exclusion from the 
Newton Free Library 
system of the Nancy 
Drew mysteries has 
received nationwide at- 
tention in the past few 
weeks, prompting a let- 
ter to the editor this 
week from a resident of 
North Haven, Conn. 
Following is a personal 
recollection and re- 
assessment of Nancy 
Drew.

It’s been 20 years since I've 
shared an adventure with Nancy 
Drew, but her blue roadster will 
live in my memory forever. 

I, frankly, never actually 
knew what a ‘roadster’ was. I 
knew it was a car, of course, and 
sensed it was a convertible 
because I couldn't picture the 
fearless heroine setting off on an 
adventure in some stodgy old 
sedan. 

When I began reading the 
books, I pictured Nancy as at 
least having attained the ad- 
vanced age of 14 or 15. 

The fact that she was driving a 
roadster at 15 did not seem odd 
at all’ but then as I got older, so 
did she. 

I never went to the library to 
get a Nancy Drew book: I 
started with my mother's. After 
I finished her collection, I 
received the books as gifts and 
then began trading them with 
friends. 

I can’t remember how many 
of them I read, but a few 
memories do linger on. 

I remember scouring houses 
in vain for secret panels leading 
to ominous passageways and 
staircases. My grandmother's 
desk was subjected to several 
careful searches since I was 
convinced it harbored a secret 
drawer somewhere that contain- 
ed a lost will, relic or treasure 
map dating back at least 300 
years. 

That Nancy Drew was a girl. 
and a clever one at that, who 
was interested in adventures 
and helping people and using her 
wits to figure things out never 
struck me as strange. 

The fact that she had a sup- 
portive, encouraging father who 


was proud of her never seemed 
odd either. I had one too. 

I recall Nancy and her books 
both fondly and vaguely, but am 
still particularly struck by the 
fact a capable, intelligent girl 
seemed quite a natural 
phenomenon to me, and I 
wonder if this is not a major sell- 
ing point for this series. 

As we become increasingly 
aware of the need for literature 
presenting females and minori- 
ty groups in positions of in- 
telligence, bravery and authori- 
ty, I wonder if Nancy hasn't 
been quietly meeting part of this 
goal all along. 


Nancy revisited 


Monday night I read ‘‘The 
Hidden Staircase,"' the second in 
the Nancy Drew series, dated 
1930. It is one of the books I read 
20 odd years ago. 

I read it with an eye toward 
substance, literacy and style, 
since the series has been 
criticized as lacking these by 
Newton's librarian Virginia 
Tashjian who has steadfastly 
refused to have the series in her 
library. 

It's amazing how the stories 
have survived the test of time in 
the factual sense that outside of 
not really being able to envision 
a roadster, or having Daddy 
travel on the “Night Flyer’ 
train instead of the 707, little 
dates the story. 

There are still old houses 
falas, not nearly enough with 
secret staircases), and villains 
and land swindles and theft. 

But Nancy functioned in a 
time when there was less fear. 
She opens the door and lets a 
strange man come into the 
house, a man who threatens her, 
but there is no real fear of harm 
coming to her. We don't do that 
anymore. 

By the same token, Nancy isa 
cautious driver, always comes 
home before dark as she's been 
told to do, and is careful not to 
get too close to a railroad bridge 
when she goes on a hike. 

These are messages subtly 
delivered but still quite valid to- 
day. 

The mystery is credible, 
comes together logically at the 
end and is thinly spun to allow 
the reader to solve it too. The 
beguiling titles may be the best 
thing of all in the whole series.

The closing of the Hamilton School 
in Lower Falls still weighs heavily on 
the residents of that village, but its ef- 
fect was softened somewhat Monday 
night by a 5-1 vote of an aldermanic 
committee that recommended exten- 
sive community use of the building be 
given top priority. 


The Administration & Planning 
Committee, after a public hearing 
and long debate after the hearing, 
voted to recommend that the old part 
of Hamilton School be converted to 


apartments for the elderly and the 
new wing ‘built in the fifties) be 
devoted to community use and the 
Lower Falls branch of the Newton 
Free Library. 

The school was closed in June 1978. 

At the hearing EdCo, an educa- 
tional collaborative of 14 school 
systems, offered to lease the 


Hamilton School for a ‘‘skill acquisi- 
tion center" for 47 mentally retarded 
students. 

The only other proposal made at the 
hearing, other than the housing and 
community use , was a lease of the 
building by Behavior Research In- 


stitute Inc., a school for autistic 
children 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
said at the hearing that preliminary 
architectural sketches showed that 
the first floor of the old part of 
Hamilton could be converted into 14 
apartments for the elderly; the se- 
cond floor ‘so-called attic) could ac- 
commodate nine apartments and part 
of the basement could hold another 
four. 

Two rooms of the 10,000-foot new 
wing would house the Lower Falls 
branch library; Community Schools 
activities, elections, Recreation

Business shuns Newton Corner meeting

The Newton Corner Advisory Com- 
mittee was forced for the first time 
Tuesday night to cancel its scheduled 
meeting because of a lack of atten- 
dance. 

The agenda for the meeting was the 
plan for revitalizing the commercial 
section. Although representatives 
were there from Skidmore, Owings & 
Merrill 

(S.0.M.), the village's planning 
‘consultant, and trom R.M. Bradley & 
Company, S.Q.M.,subcontractor, 
none of the local business people at- 


tended. There were not even enough 
members of the advisory committee 
present to make a meeting wor- 
thwhile. 

About 15 people did, however, at- 
tend last week's advisory committee 
meeting. . Representatives of S.O.M. 
told then the village should use its 
community development funds spar- 
ingly for its land use program and to 
opt instead for other available financ- 
ing. 

If too much of the community 
development money is spent on the 
village's land use program, there will 
not be enough left for the residential 


Newton-Cambridge bus 


Newton Highlands Area Council 
hopes for an experimental bus service 
between the Highlands and Cam- 
bridge have been dampened by denial 
of an application for a grant from the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
but not extinguished. 

A meeting has 8 been planned at 
MAPC headquarters next week to try 
to get the bus experiment going. 


MAPC, the state planning agency 
for 101 communities in eastern 
Massachusetts, had encouraged the 
Highlands Council to apply for an in- 
centive grant of $5000 to be matched 
by $2500 each from the cities of Cam- 
bridge and Newton. Approval was ob- 
tained from both cities and the grant 
application was submitted. 

The year-long bus experiment, ac- 
cording to the plan worked out, was to 
have provided a private carrier to 
make at least three trips into Cam- 
bridge at morning rush hour and 
three trips back in the evening. The 


service would have been self- 
sustaining by subscription at about $1 
per one-way trip. 

The grant would have paid a project 
manager who in addition to ad- 
ministering the program would have 
collected data for review by the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority. 

Some time before Aug. 30 MAPC 
notified the Highlands Council that its 
plan and application did not qualify 
under MAPC guidelines. 


Carla Johnson, director of MAPC, 
said this week in a telephone inter- 
view, ‘The Newton-Cambridge bus is 
an a excellent experiment and we'd 
like to see it work.” 

Johnson went on to say, ‘It might 
not have been a favor to give an incen- 
tive grant, They need to get inside the 
doors of the transportation agencies." 

She is going to help the Highlands 
Council open some of those doors. 
“We have some influence with the 


and commercial revitalization pro- 
grams, said Edward Tsoi of S.0.M.

Underwood busing plan disclosed 


Seven buses will be used to 
transport Underwood School students 
to other schools in all sections of 
Newton when the school closes in 
January for a $1 million renovation 
project. 

The two kindergarten classes and 
the two first-grade classes will attend 
school at the United Presbyterian 
Church in Newton Corner during the 
second semester, Jan. 2 to June 26, 
1979. The church currently rents 
space to the school for art classes. 

According to a memo from Director 
of Support Services Roy Cornelius, 
each class of students will be kept 
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together in its temporary location. 

Schools receiving one Underwood 
class will be Zervas, Carr, Franklin, 
and Oak Hill. There will be two 
Underwood classes at Lincoln-Eliot, 
Cabot, and Countryside schools. and 
four classes will be bused to Burr 
School. 

Cornelius outlined the plan in a 
memo presented to the School Com- 
mittee Monday night, but is not ask 
ing them to act on it until Oct. 23 in 
order to allow for community input. 

A previous plan tabled by the School 
Committee called for sending six 
classes to Murray Road School 
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When that plan was discussed in 
June, Superintendent Aaron Fink was 
asked why the Underwood School 
should be renovated if students can be 
sent elsewhere. 


He withdrew that plan, and now 
proposes returning the Murray Road 
School to the city Nov. 2. 

The cost of busing Underwood 
students to other schools, and other 
expenses of moving furniture and 
phones, is estimated at $64,100. 


Underwood Principal Carmella 
Nadeau and the school secx@Pary will 
have office space at Bigelow Junior 
High, according to Cornelius’ memo. 


Underwood students will have to 
walk to the Underwood School area to 
get buses to the other schools every 
day, Cornelius said, but exactly 
where these bus stops will be has not 
yet been determined. 

Metco students will continue to be 
with their regular classes at their 
temporary locations.

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CETA will use schools in effort 
to train displaced homemakers

The federally funded CETA pro- 
gram for unemployed adults will ex- 
tend into the school system next 
month with training for up to 20 
homemakers seeking to reenter the 
job market. 

The School Committee voted 6-1 to 
approvthe $50,000 program that will 
provide business or technical training 
at Newton North High School to adults 
who have received or qualify for a 
high school diploma. 

Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA) supervisors will 
work with three full-time persons in 
running the program. 

The 20 adults will be selected by 
CETA and will start Oct. 27 in ex- 
ploratory courses in either business 
and office or trade and industry train 
ing. During this time they will also be 
taking regular skill courses such as 
typing or auto tuning. 

Two full-time teachers will be hired 
to work with the students in business 
and trade courses, and the adults will 
also take some specialized skill 
courses with high school students. 
These teacher will also provide 
refresher classes in English and math 
if needed. 

According to Daniel Malia, director 
of technical-vocational education, 
there will also be a full-time coor- 
dinator and counselor working with 
the teachers and students in the 
school.

The $50,000, pro- 
vided by CETA, includes $40,000 for 
salaries, $4300 for fringe benefits, and 
$5500 for instructional materials.

The School Committee in June ap- 
proved of two other job training pro- 
grams in Newton North High School 
involving CETA and the 
Massachusetts Employer Training

If the state Board of Education ap- 
proves of the two programs, 16 per- 
sons would be trained in computer 
electronics and 16 persons would be 
trained in refrigeration and solar 
energy skills. 

These programs, costing a total of 
$115,000, will start Nov. 1 if they are 
approved and funding is received.

to students going home from school. 

The Transportation Committee 
may look into some way of servicing 
kindergarten and elementary 
students who stay after school for 
privately run “extended day” pro- 
grams in the school buildings.

Commission wants notice 
on CJP Novitiate plans

These properties as well as 
the Noviate land border the Charles 
River.

told the commission of the organiza- 
tion's concern with Combined Jewish 
Philanthropies (CJP) plan. The three 
emphasized, however, the need for 
more information and their overall 
approval of CJP's offer to buy. 

The Conservators, according to its 
member Ald Rodney Barker, want 
CJP's boundary to extend to only the 
Colonial Road running through the 
property, Another concern is CJP's 
request for an easement to the river. 
If it is an exclusive easement, Barker 
said, it will come on the most 
beautiful portion of the river, which 
should be open to the public. Another 
concern is CJP's interest in owning 
the four-acre playing field , he said. 

Noting that CJP plans to build a Yo. 
foot asphalt road, Barker suggested 
the public should have access to it. If 
the city eventually buys the rest of the 
Noviate land. its parking lot will pro- 
bably be located off the prospective 
road. he explained 

Both the Conservators and the Con- 
servation Commission are wary of 
creating too many objections to the 
CJP deal. They are afraid that any 
controversy may cause the organiza- 
tion to back away from its plans. 
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Heritage Hill 
in receivership 


At least 16 elderly patients at the 
Heritage Hill Convalescent Retire- 
ment Home, 2101 Washington St., 
Lower Falls, have been transferred to 
other institutions because of condi- 
tions at Heritage Hill, and the state 
has brought legal action against the 
home. 

The home was put into receivership 
Tuesday by Judge Charles Alberti. 

The same day the Public Protection 
Bureau of the attorney general's of- 
fice filed petitions for contempt 
against the home for failure to comply 
with an earlier order to institute pro- 
per care of its residents. 

The suit is the first case concerning 
alleged patient abuse ever brought 
against a nursing home in the state, 
according to spokesmen for Attorney 


General Francis Bellotti. 

The Heritage Hill home has about 
100 patients. 

State Public Health Commissioner 
Jonathan Fielding visited the home 
Sept. 8 after receiving reports from 
his staff that conditions were bad. 

The home was recertified by the 
state last December, despite a long 
history of deficiencies, because the 
management had promised to correct 
the problems, according to an at- 
torney for the Welfare Department. . 

Attorneys for Joseph F. Hill of Bel- 
mont, operator of the home, have 
denied the state's charges and com- 
plained of delayed Medicaid payment 
and low fees at the home. 

Heritage Hill spokesmen were not 
available for comment Wednesday. 


New Falls housing 


not funded 


Sixty apartments that would have 
completed urban renewal on the north 
side of Washington Street, Lower 
Falls, have not yet received funding 
from the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development ‘ HUD) 

Construction was expected to start 
shortly after the Board of Aldermen 
approved a complicated agreement 
between the city and the developer, 
New Falls, Associates, May 1, 1978. 

Under terms of the agreement, 
Newton will receive 10.5 percent of 
gross collected rents in taxes over the 
next 42 years. At the end of that time 
there will be a further payment due to 
the city of between $2 and 3 million 
dollars in deferred taxes, bringing the 
average tax over the years to about 20 
percent of rents. Private 
developments pay percent 

The tax deferral came about after 
HUD refused to allow the city to write 
arising scale of tax payments into the 
agreement 

The housing will consist of 41 low- 
and moderate-income apartments 
and 19 market-level apartments, 
financed by HUD 

The agreement stipulated that the 
city have a tax lien on the ac 
cumulated deferred taxes in case 
New Falls goes out of existence or 


by HUD 


some other problem occurs. 

But HUD also wants the lien on the 
deferred taxes so that if it is forced to 
take the property back because of 
mortgage default HUD will not be 
saddled with unpaid, or unac- 
cumulated, taxes due the city. 

Negotiations have been going on 
between the city and HUD for the past 
two months, City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk acknowledged Wednesday. 

At least two alternatives are 
available to the city. One is to 
withdraw the city's claim on the 
deferred taxes and let HUD have the 
lien on them, hoping that there will be 
no problem with collection at the end 
of the 42 years. The other, which may 
not be acceptable to the developer, is 
to require that the deferred taxes be 
put into escrow annually. 

Any change in the agreement bet- 
ween the city and the developer will 
probably require approval of the 
Board of Aldermen, or at least its par- 
ticipation. 

Resolution of the latest problem 
with HUD may not spell the end of 
trouble with the housing. 

In April any further delay was 
described by the developer as en- 
dangering the feasibility of the pro-

Approval seems close 
for Nahanton Woods 


Nahanton Woods, a proposed 124- 
unit condominium apartment 
building at Nahanton and Winchester 
Streets, appears to need only details 
of a conservation easement and the 
provision of low-income housing 
before obtaining approval of the Land 
Use Committee. 

Another meeting between the com- 
mittee and the developer is planned 
for Oct. 4, when the main topic will be 
the application of the city’s ‘10 per- 
cent ordinance,’ which requires 
developers to provide 10 percent of 
their apartments to the Housing Ser- 
vices Commission for subsidized ren- 
tal to low-income persons. 

Attorney Oscar Wasserman, 
representing the owner of the land, 
Newton at 128 Realty Trust, has of- 
fered to give to the city 21 acres of the 
total 30-acre parcel. Or he would give 
a conservation easement, with the 
owner retaining title to the conserva- 
tion land, an arrangement Wasser- 
man prefers for several reasons. 

Maintenance of the conservation 
land, a strip along the Nahanton 
Street frontage, was of concern to the 
committee, which foresaw a problem 
to the city in keeping the area clean 
and well managed. 

An alternative to either city owner- 
ship or a conservation easement is 
deeding the conservation land to a 
nonprofit corporation consisting of 
members the of the public, members 
of the city government and a 
representative of the developer, in 
which case the developer would pay 
something like $2500 a year to the cor- 
poration for maintenance of the land. 

There was obvious confusion among 
the committee, Wasserman and 
Helen Heyn, secretary of the Conser- 
vation Commission, about what con- 
stitutes maintenance. Wasserman 


said it costs him now $800 a ‘year to 
keep the grass cut and trash picked up 
along Nahanton Street. 

Mrs. Heyn considered $18,000-20,000 
a year about right for maintenance of 
the property, which would include 
trimming and pruning of bushes and 
trees, keeping the trails cleared, and 
so on, as well as keeping the litter 
picked up. 

Increased traffic on Winchester 
Street, the principal objection of most 
of the neighbors who oppose the 
apartment house, has apparently 
been discounted by most members of 
the committee on the basis of several 
traffic studies over the past two 
years. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris said the Planning 
Department's estimate is that the 
apartment building will generate an 
additiona! 1300 trips per day, not all of 
which will head down Winchester 
Street. 

Even with the increase in traffic, 
studies show, Winchester Street will 
still be under its capacity. 

Enforcement of the maintenance 
provisions, however they are worked 
out, will be aided by the fact that the 
developer will be committed to the 
building for at least 15 years because 
of the lease of low-income apartments 
to the Housing Services Commission. 

The apartments will be sold as con- 
dominiums, with the developer re- 
taining ownership of 12 apartments 
for the subsidized housing program, a 
zone change and special per 

The proposal will require mit. 

Neighbors , in addition to not wan- 
ting increased traffic, oppose the zone 
change because of the effect they fear 
it will have on other open space in the 
area

No tears for Jackie 


Probably few Americans are going 
to get all wrought up about a claimina 
new book on Jackie Kennedy Onassis 
that she was tricked out of a lot of 
money from Onassis’ estate. 

According to the author, Stephen 
Birmingham, Onassis became fed up 
with his new wife's financial demands, 
including a villa in Acapulco and a lot 
of lawyer's bills in her suit against a 
newspaper photographer she claimed 
was harassing her. He quietly had 
some Greek laws changed and then in- 
duced Jackie to sign an amendment to 
their marriage contract. The old law 
automatically gave a widow a fourth 
of the husband’s estate. Onassis’ in- 
trigue cut it to about 2%, of the amount 
she expected to receive. 

Well, that still amounted to at least 
$5 million, hardly placing Mrs. 
Onassis in a welfare category. 

In the years since President Ken- 
nedy’s death, his widow has apparent- 
ly lost the appeal she once had for the 
American public. Few Americans 
really can empathize with the jet set 
though many would probably like to be 
a part of it. Mrs. Onassis’ antagonism 
at publicity may have been justified 
and her private life should have been 
her own. But as long as she preferred 
the glamorous company she kept, she 
should have expected at least some of 
the publicity. 

As far as her being tricked out of a 
greater inheritance — perhaps she 
should have read Virgil more diligent- 
ly during her school years. Many cen- 
turies ago he warned that ‘‘I fear the 
Greeks, even when bearing gifts.”’ 


Sara Weddington 


After the resignation of the con- 
troversial and outspoken Midge 
Costanza as special assistant to Presi- 
dent Carter, especially in the area of 
women’s affairs, Carter appointed 
Sarah Weddington. Why in the world 
did the woman accept the appoint- 
ment? 

Weddington is the Texas lawyer who 
took the precedent-setting abortion 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court and won. She has been a general 
counsel to the Department of 
Agriculture. She is obviously capable 
and self assured. Her appointment by 
President Carter was also just as ob- 
viously aimed at showing that he 
wanted all ranges of opinion since he 
himself has expressed opposition to 
abortion. 

But exactly what are to be Wed- 
dington’s responsibilities? She ob- 
viously can’t represent the avowed at- 
titude of Catholic women because of 
her strong stand on abortion. What 
about the split among women over the 
pros and cons of the Equal Rights 
Amendment? And then there are con- 
cerns among many blue collar women 
as to pay as well as job security that 
have little to do with their status as 
women. 

Perhaps Weddington will be able to 
handle matters in the less strident 
Southern tradition to which both she 
and President Carter are accugtomed. 
But we hope she knows what she is 
supposed to be doing.

BOSTON (UPI) — As events of last Tuesday in- 
dicate, the course of Massachusetts politics can 
change direction with as much frequency as a rat in 
a maze and for about the same reasons. 

But one veteran Statehouse reporter, well aware 
of the fickle nature of the Massachusetts body 
politic, confidently wrote the following three 
paragraphs last February, then put them away for 
use Nov. 8 - the day after the general election. It is 
slugged, in the euphemism of the trade, “election- 
analysis:"" 

“Michael Stanley Dukakis was re-elected gover- 
nor Tuesday by an act of God on Feb. 6. 

“Critics of Dukakis say he was re-elected in spite 
of himself, in spite of three years of cutting pro- 
grams for the needy and freezing out the 
Legislature. 

“However, the governor's admirers and critics 
alike agree on one thing: Dukakis’ campaign open- 
ed with a flurry during the horrible blizzard of Feb. 
6-7, ran for five days, and ended somewhere around 
Feb. 12, with his landslide re-election."’ 

Ho hum. So much for picking political winners in 
February and American League pennant winners 
in July. 

There are, said Lt. Gov. Thomas A. O'Neill III - 
sole surviving partner of the firm of Dukakis and 
O'Neill - 1,000 reasons why Dukakis lost Tuesday, 
despite his firm, calm and humane leadership 
through the Great Blizzard. 

If so, 900 of those reasons have to do with the 
faults of Michael S. Dukakis and whatever is left 
have to do with the promises of his conqueror - Ed- 
ward J. King. 

Pollsters believe it - a little too late to do Dukakis 
any good since they were united in reporting how 
far ahead of King he was right to the end, Dukakis’ 
workers now believe it; and a lot of Republic: 
believe it. 

The latter two groups are significant. 

As GOP gubernatorial nominee Francis W. Hatch 
of Beverly admitted last week, several Dukakis 
aides - both from the Statehouse and the campaign - 
already are seeking him out. 

Democratic liberals, never noted for their 
pragmatism, realized too late the incumbent gover- 
nor, for all his tightwad policies toward the poor,

NEW YORK Has American labor lost its 
political clout? 

That appears to be the common conclusion to be 
drawn from my file of stories and editorials 
published on Labor Day. This conclusion is that the 
labor movement, which expected so much from 
Carter and Congress, has suffered major 
legislative setbacks 

The conclusive proof that the unions do not wield 
any influence in Washington is the defeat of the bill 
for Labor Law Reform. Despite a massive effort by 
labor to pass this proposal, with the active backing: 
of the president of the United States, the measure 
was shelved and is likely to gather nothing but dust 
on the shelf for the rest of this session of Congress. 

While this defeat of the refurm bill is undoubtedly 
a disappointment to the unions, there is a real ques- 
tion as to whether this outcome really proves that 
labor lacks political muscle in the nation, Indeed, a 
closer look at the facts suggests that what happened 
is less a reflection on labor weakness than on the 

weakness of our legislative process. 

The Labor Law Reform bill had the backing of an 
overwhelming majority of the law makers in 
Washington. The president was for it. The House of 
Representatives was for it and said so by a vote of 
257 to 163 — more than 61 percent. A clear majority 
of the Senate — almost 60 percent — was for it. 
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was better than King whom they perceived as being 
a Neanderthal.

Many said they would vote for Hatch. 

Which, in part, explains the joy that reigns

We have plenty of checks 
and balances in our Constitution: each house of 
Congress may check the other; the president may 
veto both; to override the veto requires a two-thirds 
vole of both houses; the Supreme Court can over- 
ride both president and Congress if the law is un- 
constitutional. Even the Supreme Court can be 
overriden by a Constitutional Amendment.

Picture-perfect primary spells disaster

Political analysts concede that given a large tur- 
nout on a picture-perfect day, those who are in of- 
fice will invariably carry the day. 
Such was the case in Newton, but as it turned out, 
not by enough. 


After a week of rain, primary day blossomed like 
an Indian summer flower. 


With just under 50 percent of Newton's voters go- 
ing to the polls, the stage was set for large 
pluralities for the incumbents. 

On the Democratic side, the race for the U.S. 
Senate seat, Secretary of State Paul Guzzi pulled 
8500 Newton votes of the 18,509 Democratic ballots 
selected. The ultimate winner, Congressman Paul 
Tsongas garnered 6093 votes in Newton on his way 
toa 5 percent victory margin statewide. 

Other obvious reasons aside, the vote of School 
Committeewoman Kathleen Sullivan Alioto had the 
most serious effect along with the 4 percent of the 
voters who took ballots and chose not to vote the 
race, 

Governor Michael Dukakis carried Newton 10-6 
this year, but against Attorney General Robert 
Quinn in the 1974 primaries his margin of victory 
was 10-3, The litany of anti’s and haters aside, 
many of the governor's normal constituency 
deserted to Ms. Ackermann or decided to give him 
“Tickle” by voting for Edward J, King, or most 
likely, not voting in the race at all. The governor 
Tan 4 non-cumpaign, never suspecting a 90,000 win 
for his opponent 

Dukakis lost this race as much as Fd King wonit. 

The sound you hear now is the transference of 
party allegiance as liberal Democrats contemplate 
or are taking a walk to support ‘Liberal’ 
Republican Frank Hatch for governor. 

The long-term effect in Newton of this action 
might be the emergence of separate political 
alliances. The umbrella effect of ideologies and 
philosophies, a certain Democratic party strength, 
may crumble in the wake of these desertions. 

A more practical solution might be to hear both 
candidates’ positions in this campaign, then make a 
choice. 

In the lieutenant governor and attorney general 
races, what happened to one out of three 
Democratic votes? 

Rep, Lois Pines lost the secretary % state's post 





by about 4500 votes statewide to Michael Connolly 
of Boston. Pulling just under 10,000 votes in Newton 
to Connolly's 2700, the Boston representative's first 
ballot position (while Rep. Pines was obscurely 
tucked away on the second row), the coattail effect 
in Boston and the negative impact of liberal 
crossovers did little to enhance her election 
chances. In the crowded seven-candidate race, the 
five other contestants held substantial support 

Treasurer Bob Crane handily defeated and won 
renomination to the state treasurer's post over 
Boston City Councillor Lawrence DiCara, who may 
have damaged himself politically by running a low- 
level campaign. 

State Auditor Thaddeus Buczko lost to Peter 
Meade in Newton 8+ but won easily across the state 
in what most pundits thought was a tight race. 





Congressman Drinan not only carried his 
strongholds of Newton and Brookline but swamped 
opponent Norm Walker 2 to 1 in almost all 20 com- 
munities in the Fourth Congressional District, 
something he did not accomplish last time. 

Incumbent Governor's Councillor Herb Connolly 
easily defeated Chelmsford Police Sergeant 
McKeon to retain his seat, 

Inthe new combined 10th district, Representative 
Joseph DeNucci outpolled Rep. Bill Stanley and 
Joan Harrington, carrying 61 percent of the votes 
cast in the district. This contest was expected to be 
4 lot tighter, but hard work and organization paid 
off, 

In the new 1ith District, (he seat vacated by Rep. 
Pines, Ward 7 Ald. David B. Cohen easily defeated 
Paul Kelley and Lisle Baker, carrying all 12 
precincts and 68 percent of the votes in a surprising- 
ly easy win, 

Scott Harshbarger defeated Middlesex County 
District Attorney John Droney in Newton 9 to 4, but 


the incumbent overcame stories of his ill health to 
win county-wide by about 10,000 votes. 

The bottom half of the county ticket saw incum- 
bent Paul Cavanaugh reelected Middlesex Register 
of Probate, while County Commissioner John 
Danehy retained his post, even though Newton resi- 
dent William Chisholm carried Newton 5 to 3. 

County Treasurer Candidate Rocco Antonelli ek- 
ed out 4 win over John Twomey in Newton, but led 
the ticket across the county. 

On the Republican side of the ticket, Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke defeated radio talk show host Avi 
Nelson in Newton and across the state to win his 
party's nomination for the seat. Sen. Brooke will 
meet Congressman Paul Tsongas in a head-to-head 
match for the U.S. Senate seat, 

Liberals and others of both parties, In-

A case for Nancy Drew 


To the Editor: 

The Hartford Courant printed 
an article which told of Virginia Tash- 
jian's stand against the purchase of 
Nancy Drew and Hardy Boys books 
for “her'' Newton Free Library. 

T say “her” Free Library because 
she obviously is selecting books that 
appeal to her, rather than those 
preferred by young girls and boys. 

As a mother and former high school 
English teacher I would ask her to 
consider four reasons why I feel these 
books should be included in the 
Newton Free Library. 

-Children read these books. Cer- 
tainly she is familiar with the 
“Reading is Fundamental" program. 
It has embraced a very fundamental 
premise—if children are to learn to 
read, they must read, and children 
eagerly read what they are interested 
in. This series of books has withstood 
the test of time and is read today just 
as it was 25 years ago when I was a 
girl. 

Books in which there is a heroine 
are few and far between. These were 
practically the first books available to 
young girls where the girls in the 
stories did something other than sit 
passively under the proverbial tree 


and watch the boys climb. I am aware 
of World magazine, “Pippi 
Longstockings,” Laura Ingalls Wilder 
and Judy Blume, but even today 
books which present the young girl as 
someone capable of using her brain 
are hard to find. 

—Some books are to be read for the 
pure fun of it and need no redemptive 
feature other than that. The child 
pretends she is Nancy Drew, and 
“voila, an adventure!”" 

—Even if these books do not meet 
her standard of literary excellence, I 
much prefer the Nancy Drew books 
for the 9 to 12 age group than others 
such as ‘'Go Ask Alice,” a book which 
is definitely not a soap opera. 

Other books for this age group ob- 
viously please her more, and I am not 
advocating that the Nancy Drew and 
Hardy Boys books should be the only 
books in the Newton Free Library, but 
life needs sunshine and rain, bitter 
and sweet, foolishness and serenity, 
fantasy and facts. And yes, soap 
operas and substance. 

The choice should be the child's, not 
hers.

Debate on Board size

perhaps a citywide debate on the 
whole issue (leading, of course, to its 
defeat) would be a healthy thing for 
our body politic, cleansing it of some 
terrible evils that have crept in 
recently. 

Too many people in Newton simply 
don't understand what's happening in 
City Hall. I suspect many citizens find 
great satisfaction in their ignorance. 
feeling that if they knew more they 
would only worry more. Thus, a great 
debate on the size of the Board of 
Aldermen (or on a dress code for the 
Board or on anything relating to that 
august body) might spur some of 
these otherwise well-intentioned folks 
to consider more seriously the state of 
their city government and possibly 
take some steps to bring the whole 
process up to the level it should be at 

A huge discussion of the future of 
the Board of Aldermen might con- 
ceivably lead to an intelligent, ra- 
tional investigation of some of the 
more basic issues confronting the 
governmental affairs of Newton. 

We could, for example, have some 
interesting dialogue on the question of 
where the almost overwhelming 
political power of senior citizens is apt 
to lead our city.

Or, we could probably shed some 
light on the terrible problem of how to 
govern effectively when a majority of 
citizens seems to be much more con- 
cerned about the pure costs of govern- 
ment than they do about the quality of 
community life in the city and the 
quality of services delivered by City 
Hall. 

Why we might even get into some 
very useful arguments about the 
future of villages in Newton and 
whether or most vital neighborhood 
decisions should continue to be made 
by people elected to run the school 
system. 

Yes, it might be good to have a big 
debate and referendum on the ques- 
tion of the size of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Although I guess there’s a good 
chance the issue would be decided on 
the ridiculous basis of saving money 
by eliminating the salaries of eight 
aldermen, there is a reasonable 
chance that enough people would take 
the time to look beneath the surface 
proposal and come to some mean- 
ingful conclusions about politics and 
governments in their city. This kind of 
an exercise would be very useful.

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More Chinese bilingual tutors sought 


Eighteen new Chinese students in 
seven different Newton schools will 
continue to receive ‘‘emergency 
tutoring” for two more weeks since 
the School Committtee tabled a re- 
quest to hire more bilingual tutors. 


Assistant Superintendent for Pro- 
gram Norman Colb told the School 
Committee that there has been an 
“unusual and unexpected inmigration 
of Chinese students" to the city, and 
asked for $6776 to provide an addi- 
tion4#27.5 hours of bilingual tutoring. 


The new students are now being 
helped by bilingual tutors who usually 
spend all their time in the schools with 
22 Chinese-American students at 
Underwood and Mason-Rice schools. 


41 adults take

Forty-one adults have enrolled in 
high school classes at the two high 
schools this fall, an increase of four 
over the first year of the program last 
year.

BATON ROUGE, La. 
(UPI) Health in- 
vestigators who linked 
five cholera cases to 
crabs taken in a 75-mile 
coastal stretch of 
southwest Louisiana say 
shellfish in the area are 
safe to eat if thoroughly 
cooked. 

“The risk is very 
low,” Paul Blake, a 
medical epidemiologist 
with the National Center 
for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, said at a news 
conference Monday. 
“We have seen just a 
few isolated cases." 

Blake said the source 
of the disease has been 
narrowed to the waters 
in an area stretching 
from Mud Lake in 
Calcasieu Parish to 
south of Pecan Island in 
Vermilion Parish. 
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Two of the patients re- 
mained hospitalized but 
were recovering, said 
Health and Human 
Resources Secretary 
William Cherry. The 
others have recovered, 
he said. 

The primary symp- 
tom of cholera is severe 
diarrhea. The disease is 
associated with poor 
sanitation and 
transmitted 
contaminated food or 
water.

$200,000 school surplus turned over 


School Committee members heard 
‘inancial reports Monday night that 
»xplained a school budget surplus of 
over $200,000, told of state reim- 
bursements of over $7 million, and 


clarified a previously reported 
‘deficit” in one account. 
Budget Director James Egan 


reported the fiscal year 1978 school 
budget closed with a surplus of 
$212,915 which has been turned back 
to the city. 


The comptroller's office at City Hall 
reports the surplus as $261,000, Egan 
said, because of a difference in ac- 
counting for bills which are paid one 
year after the expense was budgeted. 

Egan said that the difference is well 
understood by City Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino and him. 

The surplus comes from savings in 
the special education transportation 
account, the private tuitions account 
for special education, cancellation of 
the junior high mountain trip due to 
the Blizzard of '78, and unexpended 
money in instructional supplies. 

Also figuring in the turnback to the 
city were savings in administrative 
salaries for secretaries, cancellation 
of most of the junior high after-school 
athletic programs in the winter, and 
savings in the technical—vocational 
accounts.

that Newton will receive $7.16 million 
in revenue from the state this year, 
according to Cherry Sheet estimates. 

This includes $1.2 million reim- 
bursement for previous school con- 
struction projects. 


The largest chunk of reimburse- 
ment is $4.8 million, which is the 
result of the new Chapter 70 reim- 
bursement formula and the ‘‘hold 
harmless" clause. 


That clause, which Egan referred to 
as the “hold harmful” cluase, assures 
Newton and 330 other school districts 
of 107 percent of the previous year’s 
reimbursement for schools. 

Egan pointed out that less than 25 
percent of the cities in the state 
benefit driectly from the new Chapter 
70 formula, which is designed to help 
older, industrial areas. 

In future years under the new for- 
mula, there is no assurance that 
Newton or any other communities 
covered by the hold harmless clause 
will ever receive more than this year. 

Egan and Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell both suggested that the law 
be amended to include at least a cost- 
of-living or inflationary increase for 
the communities covered by the 
special clause,

Acme Disposal 
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Are farmers more 
susceptible to 
certain types 

of cancer?

IOWA CITY, Iowa (UPI) — Life on the farm, often 
romanticized as the healthy alternative to urban living, 
may not be as safe as some people believe. 

Preliminary research at the University of Iowa 
suggests there may be unseen hazards in the serene 
setting of rural America which could make farmers more 

vulnerable than their inner-city counterparts to prostate 
cancer, stomach cancer, leukemia and a few other types 
of cancer. 

“Farmers aren't as healthy as we'd all like to think,” 
said Dr. Peter Isaacson of the lowa Cancer Epidemiology 
Research Center. “There appear to be certain types of 
cancers they contract more frequently, but it's an area 
that's fairly new and we don't have enough information to 
know for sure.” 

To pursue the suspected link between farming and 
cancer, a team of researchers working under the direc- 

tion of Dr. Leon Burmeister is starting a twoyear study 
funded by the National Cancer Institute in an attempt to 
identify environmental factors that may make farmers 
nore susceptible to the disease, and to take steps to 
reduce farm-related cancer deaths 

The work, Burmeister said, is slow and tedious 

Without clinical data to guide them, the researchers will 
examine thousands of death certificates — matching 
causes of death with occupations — to verify existing 
suspicions that there is a correlation between farming and 
certain types of cancer, 

Burmeister said the task of establishing or disproving 
that link — proposed on the basis of research conducted at 
Iowa and Washington State University — is made difficult 
by the inconsistent nature of information available from 
death certificates. 

In some cases, he said, cancer may not be listed as 
primary cause of death but still present in the body. 

Another problem is identifying cancer victims whose 
primary occupation was farming. For an individual who 
lived on a farm and later moved to the city, the occupation 
listed on the death certificate may not provide clues that 
would lead researchers to suspect an agricultural 
background 

“Up until this point it's been pretty exploratory,” 
Burmeister said. The incidence of cancer in farmers 
found so far is high enough to be statistically significant, 
but we don't know exactly how high. That's what we'll be 
trying to determine by looking for clustering (high cancer 
fates among certain groups).”” 

But Burmeister shunned suggestions that the research 
indicates farm life may constitute an undue risk to human 
health. Basically, he said, it comes down to a question of 
relative risks. 

“I'm not so sure I'd want to say life on the farm isn't 
good," he said. “In a way, it's kind of like saying 
everybody dies of something and no matter what oc- 
cupation you have there may be certain risks that are 
relatively high in relation to other occupations. 

“If there are some causes that make farmers more 
susceptible, we would want to identify those and even- 
tually it becomes a question of developing ideas to 
minimize that risk that presently exists to cut down on 
cancer deaths,”

The three Anabaptist 
denominations, the Church 
of the Brethren, the Men- 
nonites and the Society of 
Friends (Quakers), are 
known as the “historic 


peace churches" and have a~ 


long tradition of protesting 
war by refusing to accept 
military service. 

Modern’ warfare, 
however, relies less and 
less on manpower and more 
and more on technology and 
automated weapons — 
weapons that cost money 
and thus the “New Call to 
Peacemaking" and the 
challenge it poses to peace 
church members: 

“Are we going to pray for 
peace and pay for war?” 

The New Call was 
initiated by Friends' Faith 
and Life Movement but 
endorsed by members from 
all three of the 
denominations and seeks to 
breath new life into the 
peace witness of the 
churches. 

“In the context of both 
humanistic peacemaking 
and biblicist support for 
killing, there is an urgent 
need for the biblically- 
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~ 
oriented witness of the 
peace church traditions,” 
Says a paper prepared for 
the Green Lake meeting. 

“Although the popular 
peace movement of the 
Vietnam-era has waned,” 
the statement adds, ‘there 
remains a greater legacy of 
activity and groups than the 
current interest of the 
media would have us 
believe.” 

For almost two years, the 
New Call has been 
discussed in regional 
meetings of the 
denominations focusing on 
task force reports dealing 
with the biblical and 
theological bases of the 
peace witness, 
peacemaking lifestyles and 
disarmament. 

Within the three 
denominations, the New 
Call is “fostering dreams 
that our internal unity may 
be strengthened both within 
and between our con- 
stituencies,” according to 
Dale W. Brown, professor of 
Christian theology at 
Bethany Theological 
Seminary in Oak Brook, Ill., 

Brown, writing on the 
peace churches in a recent 
issue of the Christian 
Century, also said the New 
Call has given members of 
the denomination the hope 
that ‘‘a sound biblically and 
theologically oriented 
theology of peacemaking 
can be boldly proclaimed in 
Christendom.” 

The Green Lake con- 
ference is expected to make 
what has been essentially 
an internal discussion 
become a witness tn the rest 
of the churches ar indeed, 
to the world.

“Effeetive disarmament 
strategy must be based on 
citizen action at the local 
level," says Robert 
Johansen. 

Lois Barrett, a Mennonite 
writer, notes that while 
none of the peace churches 
have recommended tax 
resistance on the national 
or conference level, ‘‘most 
groups have recognized 
refusal to pay war taxes as 
one among many valid 
witnesses against war." 


For the most part, 
members of the three| 
denominations have always 
paid their taxes without 
question and the issue of tax 
resistance was largely 
dormant until the Vietnam 
war made many Americans ; 
aware of the cost of 
maintaining the U.S. 
military machine. 


The issue has become 
more urgent for the peace 
churches since the Quaker 
relief agency, the American 
Friends Service Com- 
mitttee, agreed with two of 
its employes that the “war 
portion” of their federal 
taxes not be withheld from 
their paychecks. 


The case went into the 
courts but was not resolved 
on its merits and new court 
tests will have to be 
brought. 


In addition, several of the 
regional New Call groups 
have asked the churches 
and their agencies to stop 
collecting taxes from their 
employes “so they can have 
the option to follow their 
consciences in war tax 
resistance,”” 
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(The new call to peacemaking)

KILPECK, England (UPI) 
People who don't believe in miracles 
ought to visit Kilpeck church. It is a 
bundle of them 

Kilpeck is perhaps Britain's most 
astonishing church, though few 
tourists visit it and even among 
Britons it is comparatively unknown. 
It is a tiny building, more a chapel 
than a church, in an out-of-theway 
location 155 miles west of London 

Its first miracle is that it has 
survived at all 

Not that it is so ancient — it is 844 
years old, but there are many older 
buildings. It survived because Oliver 
Cromwell missed it. 

Cromwell's Puritans were a 
catastrophe to English churches and 
church art. One sacriligious fanatic 
named William Dowsing, charged by 
Cromwell with removing “images 
and superstitious things" in churches 
hammered to dust the heads of 
statues, used muskets to shoot angels 
off roofs and smashed every stained 
glass window in sight 

At one church alone, says the diary 
Dowsing left, ‘‘We brake 1,000 pic 
tures" ancient stained glass win- 
dows. Dowsing added like a child pro- 
ud of his own part in the destruction 

I brake 300." 

Hardly a church in England 
escaped this devastation, and the 
scars are still visible today, Kilpeck 
somehow was overlooked 

fet this tiny church is loaded with 
‘images and superstitious things.” 
They are its second miracle 

Six beautiful pop-eyed saints are 
carved on the pillars of an interior 
arch. The main doorway is a profu- 
sion of Celticstyle heads, 
mythological birds and beasts, plus 
the Garden of Eden and the fall of 
man 

What is more, the church's roof is 
supported on stone corbels carved 
with 74 different designs heads. 
human figure beasts birds 
monsters, many of them highly 
grotesque,’ according to a slim 
descriptive pamphlet, The Victorians 
removed some corbels they con- 
sidered indecent 

Only two are at all religious in sub- 
ject which is surprising, if not ex: 
actly miraculous, on a church 
building. Their artistic quality is very 
high

Minumum wage laws allow 
workshops to pay a fraction 
of norma! hourly rates 
when the productivity of 
workers is limited 
Workshops generally, 
Sanders says, are poorly 
maniaged. And, he says, if 
an employee's productivity WE 
ala particular job is so 
limited, perhaps he or she 
needs more suitable work 
or can better pass the time 
than al a “make-believe 
job 
The NFB, among the 
more militant handicapped 
groups, selected the 
Teamsters as a union “with P 
teeth willing to take on the

church's one-time vicar, C. Windsor 
Richards, ‘‘the carvers must have 
had a fine sense of humor and great 
fun, not to mention, for those days, 
amazing skill." 

In most old churches visual jokes 
and “great fun" are carved under 
choir seats or tucked unobtrusively on 
high roofs. Kilpeck's are visible, low, 
and are the main form of outside 
decoration. 

Three slim carved crocodiles’ 
heads protrude from one outside wall. 
Crocodiles in England? 

But then, according to F. C. 
Morgan, Kilpeck's carvings contain 

motifs derived from Scandinavian 
metal work, Byzantine art (and) the 
decoration of Anglo-Saxon crosses."" 

Experts have found other surprises 
about Kilpeck. The sculpture door 
frame, for instance, is not structural- 
ly necessary, holds nothing up but 

seems to be a mere decorative 
fantasy of the artist."’ Time and again 
the experts fall back on the word “‘uni- 
que.” 

One expert, Dr. George Zarnecki, 
convincingly traced the origin of 
Kilpeck's “unique” sculptures to a 
12th century pilgrimage to Santiago 
de Compostela, Spain, by one Oliver 
de Merlimond. 

Santiago and Romanesque 
churches in France have carvings 
similar to Kilpeck’s, but “there is no 
English prototype for such 
decoration." 

This, perhaps, is Kilpeck's final 
miracle — that Oliver de Merlimond, 
if indeed it was he, brought back such 
strong impressions of Romanesque 
Spain and France that it gave rise to a 
whole school of sculpture confined to 
the county of Hertfordshire. 

Seattered and fragmentary 
examples remain within the county, 
though the school’s most magnificent 
product known now only from 
drawings — was a church demolished 
in the 18th century, 

The Hertfordshire school flourished 
just when Norman lords, 80-odd years 
after their conquest of England, em- 
barked on an orgy of building. The 
school's carvings decorated buildings 
at places like Stretton Sugwas, Brin- 
sop or Frownhope. 

Most of these churches and castles 
were ruined by Cromwell’s men or 
have been altered or disappeared as 
centuries passed. Only Kilpeck re- 
mains as it was.

A 
cold frame is a fine place 
to slip your roses, but 
make sure the glass is 
shaded with whitewash.

It’s a 
simple job: first, dip a 
string in kerosene, then 


cut. Leave the glass jars 
over the roses all winter 
long. Remove in spring 
and they will be rooted 
enough to transplant in a 
permanent spot. 

GRASS CLIPPINGS: 
It's a good idea to save 
your clippings from the 
lawn and use them as a 
mulch or for the compost 
pile. Most people like to 
let the lawn mower chop 
up the clippings and let 


them go back to the soil 
where they belong. You 
probably mowed your 
lawn 30 times this year 
and perhaps it will be as 
high as 36 times, and dur- 
ing that period you mow- 
ed off 36 inches of grass. 
On a single acre this 
amounts to about 5 tons of 
hay, so you can see that 
grass clippings are 
valuable, well worth 
keeping.

An artist's studio is a personal and unique 
signature. It is a place reserved for creative 
efforts to which observers are rarely invited. 

Until Artweek 

During the week of October 14-22, artists’ 
studios will be open to the public both 
weekends from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. In Newton, 
for example, over 20 professional artists will 
open their both studios weekends and all day 
Monday, Oct. 16. Carpools will be leaving 
from the Newton Art . Center, Washington 
Park, 

‘The purpose is to allow the community to 
meet with artists in their own studios and 
have a look at how a serious professional ar- 
tist works to better understand them from an 
intimate point of view,” explained Mrs. Mikki 
Krassin. Mrs. Krassin and Cece Sloan are co- 
chairing this effort for the Newton Cultural 
Affairs Commission 

Not only will the artists be available for 
questions, but their studios are also a visual 
treat 

Maxine Yalovitz-Blankenship's studio is in 
her home. “‘It is in the place where I live for I 
didn’t want to separate my work from my 
life."

‘My first experience with heart 
disease was very frightening, One 
afternoon thirteen years ago I walked 
into my parents’ home to see my 
father being carried out ona stretcher 
and my mother and sister quietly cry 
ing behind a door.

The cookbook was an outgrowth of 
collecting recipes for this diest diet. 
Published in May, it took Mrs 
Leviton four years to write and she 
says she has ‘‘tested egver every 
recipe.’ 

Since she kept a kosher home, she 
chose to write a Jewish cookbook. 

The recipes are easy and they 
demonstrate that people can eat well 
on a low cholesterol diet.””

James Patterson: 
his roots in Russia 


By CHARLES M. MADIGAN , 
MOSCOW (UPI) — James Patterson is a poet looking 
for his roots. What makes him so unusual is that he isa | 

black man and his search began in the Soviet Union. 

Patterson, in his early 40s, is a tall, thin man with a 
bushy head of black hair just beginning to go gray at the 
temples. He animates his conversations with huge hands. 

He talked about his life in the Soviet Union, his family 
and his aspirations during an interview set up by the of- 
ficial Novosti news agency. 

Patterson could easily be mistaken for a much younger 
man. In fact, he appears to have changed little over the 
past 20 years, judging from pictures taken in 1956, 

Patterson's story mixes his father's frustration over not 
getting a job in the United States in the depression years 
with his own memories of growing up in the Soviet Union. 

Patterson's father, Lloyd, came to the Soviet Union in 
1932 looking for work. He responded to an advertisement 
for black actors to work in Soviet films. Pattessea said his 
father liked it here and began taking Russian language 
lessons. He married a Russian artist in the mid-1930s and 
shortly after that, James was born. 

James started life as a movie star, the tiny black baby 
who played the illegitimate son of an American white 
woman in the film ‘‘Circus,"’ a classic of mid-30s Soviet 237 HAMPSHIRE ST., CAMBRIDGE 
cinematography. It follows a woman who came to the 
Soviet Union to work in the circus. Her son is loved by the LEGAL SEAFOODS, Inc. 
Russians, she falls in love with a Russian, and they live 
happily ever after. 

The movie was filmed in 1936. By 1940, Patterson was —_ — - -— 
enrolled in Russian elementary school. During the war his 
family was sent to Siberia, he claimed, for its own 4 | 
protection. 4 

“It was dangerous here,” he said. “We were 
evacuated.” 

He was born, raised and educated in the Soviet Union. 
He attended the Soviet Naval Academy, entering the 
service in the 1950s as an ensign. Patterson said he has 
never had problems because of his color, noting it was 
never an issue 

He never got to know his father well because the elder 
Patterson died in 1942 at age 32 of injuries suffered in a 
warrelated explosion. But Patterson said he never forgot 
his father, and learned all he could about him from his 
mother. 

He began writing poetry while he was in the navy and 
said his work was encouraged by friends aboard ship.

It was New Orleans, he said, that excited him the most. 
He turned to the official Novosti translator and said 
“Music, music, music everywhere. Jazz on all of the 
streets. It was amazing. You know, I may have seen the 
next Louis Armstrong in New Orleans.” 

He also met friends of his father in the United States and 
talked to them to gather information for his book. 

Patterson describes himself as “an internationalist" as 
a poet. His themes run through nature and politics. 

One of his favorite Western authors is Jack London, also 
one of the most favored Western authors in the Soviet 
Union. 

“T like his themes, his great humanity and his belief in 
the person without fear,'’ Patterson said. 

Patterson said he has “‘plans for the future’ laid out 
which include more books of poetry — perhaps one in 
English, if it can be translated successfully — and at least 
one other prose work. 

“'T wish to be known by the American people as a poet,” 
he said. He hopes to return to the United States for 
another visit early in the 1980s.

For the second straight week, the 
Newton South Lions lost a one- 
touchdown affair, this time a 6-0 
heartbreaker to Weston. 


Once again, South’s defense kept 
the game close, while the offense fail- 
ed to cross the goal line. 


The lone score of the game, a two- 
yard run by Weston's Warren Fields, 
followed a mishandled fourth down 
snap by South, which rolled to its own 
two yard line. Weston took over, and 
Fields scored on the next play. 


South's loss was worsened by an in- 
jury to quarterback Stewe Kosowsky, 
who cracked a rib on South's last of- 
fensive play of the game.

But South tightened up, and 
Weston failed to gain a yard on the 
next four plays. 


South was forced to punt from deep 
inside its own territory on the ensuing 
drive, but the Lions couldn't execute 
the punt.

Several small, but critical mistakes 
by the Newton North football team led 
to the Tigers’ first loss of the season, 
to number-one ranked Medford 
Mustangs, 10-2, Saturday at Medford.

“We didn’t think that Iheir punter 
was that good,"' Capodilupo said. “‘We 
had scouted him a couple of times, 
and he hadn't impressed us. We had 
our deep men lined up short, and they 
punted it over their heads. He really 
surprised us."” 

Newton North drove strongly in the 
third and fourth quarters, gaining 
four first-downs in one drive.

This weekend, the Edaville Rail- 
road in South Carver holds its 
annual festival in celebration of — 
cranberries. 

Among the special attractions at | 
this event are: a statewide live- 
stock show, 4-H horticulture 
events and crafts; a cranberry 
baking contest; a cranberry exhibit | 
and screening demonstration; cran- | 
berry cooking demonstrations and | 
sampling; free cranberry juice; a 
national quilt patch contest; a 
“dunk tank” where contestants can 
try to pitch Patriots and other 
sports heroes into the water; the 
crowning of a Cranberry Queen 
and possible appearance of Miss 
Massachusetts; a Harvest Ball; 
square dancing; food canning 
demonstration; a log hewing and 
hatchet throwing demonstration; 
antique auto and antique steam 
and gas engine displays; a com 
roast; helicopter rides; pony rides; 

a cake sale; clowns; the amazing 
Fantasy Jugglers; a fiddler ho- 
down; the 4-H fife and drum corps; 
the Plymouth-Carver School Band; 
the Edaville Players; Cranberry and 
Disney characters and “other well- 
known personalities” including 
Ronald McDonald; and “much, 
much more”. 

While all this may seem like a lot 
of fuss to be making about a fruit, 
it’s a New England tradition to use 
almost anything as an excuse to 
hold a fair or festival. Throughout 
the summer and fall, blueberries, 





strawberries, clams, lobsters, cows, 
chickens and even potatoes have 
had their day. Poultry queens are 
crowned; blueberries glorified in 
pie-eating contests. Considering 
what an important, even outstand- 
ing role cranberries have played in 
American history, these small red 
berries really deserve a special 
celebration. 

‘The cranberry is North 
America's only native berry. 
Indians used cranberries not only 
as food, but as a dye for their 
blankets and rugs, and as a poul- 
tice for arrow wounds. They 
introduced cranberries to the 
Pilgrims, and cranberries were 


| probably on the menu of the first 


Thankegiving feast, in 1621. As 
early as 1683, a recipe for cran 
berry juice was published in Com 
pleat Cook's Guide: “Put a tea- 
cupful of cranberries into a cup of 
water and mash them. In the mean- 
time, boil two quarts and a pint of 
water with one large spoonful of 
oatmeal and a very large bit of 
lemon peel. Then add the cran- 
berries and as much fine Lisbon 
sugar as shall leave a smart.” 
During the heyday of clipper ships, 
cranberries were used as the 
English “Limeys” used limes: as a 
source of Vitamin C to ward off 

| scurvy. 

Although cranberry cultivation 
| has spread to other American 


| states, Cape Cod has always been a 


major growing area. In 1816, 
Henry Hall of Dennis set cran- 
berry cultivation on the road to 

| becoming big business, when he 
observed that the berries grew 

| larger and juicier where sand from 

| the Cape dunes blew over the 

| vines. 

Cranberries also played an 

important role in the founding of 
the Edaville Railroad. Ellis D. 
Atwood was a prominent Massa- 

| chusetts cranberry grower who 
happened to love trains. He built 


the Edaville Railroad (named after 
his initials, E.D.A.) partly to trans 
port his cranberries and partly to 
entertain himself and his friends. 
This happened in 1945, when 
diesel engines were replacing 
steam. Atwood bought several rail- 
road lines which were going out of 
business, and transported them to 
his estate. Eventually, the Edaville 
Railroad became the operative 
steam railroad in New England. At 
first, Atwood just invited friends 
and neighbors to ride on his train. 
Later he started charging 25 cents. 
The Edaville Railroad gradually 
tumed into a paying tourist attrac 
tion instead of a freight line. 

The succeeding president, 
F, Nelson Blount, bought more 
antique engines and boxcars not 
only for the train, but to display 
around the grounds. Engines and 
cars have been added from differ- 
ent eras, including the Elthea, a 


| coach built in 1880 and named 


after Atwood's wife. 

The present Edaville Railroad 
draws large crowds throughout the 
tourist season, from children to 
railway buffs. Visitors start out at 
Cranberry Junction Station, where 
they can buy homemade cranberry 
bread, muffins, juice, pickled 
watermelon rind and souvenirs. 
‘Then, you buy your ticket and 
enter the grounds beyond, where

Two new shows have opened 
recently in Boston's newly dubbed. 
Theatre District. One, The King of 
Hearts, is a huge, new musical at 
the Colonial Theatre, and will be 
heading for Broadway. The other, 
The All Night Strut, stakes its 
claim as a musical revue of the 
Thirties and Forties, performed by 
a mere four people and currently 
housed at the Boston Repertory 
Theatre. And, as proof of an old 
cliche, big doesn’t necessarily mean 
better. 

The King of Hearts is a show 
in the grand musical tradition 
lots of performers in extravagant 
costumes, rousing production 
numbers and what must be 
amazingly expensive sets. It's 
based on the cult classic film of the 
same name, and runs pretty much 
along the same lines. The scene is 
World War I, in the French village 
of DuTemps and in trenches there 
abouts. The Germans have planted 
a bomb in said village, and an 
American soldier, Johnny, has been 
sent to ferret it out before the little 
pastoral snatch of land blows sky 
high. What he discovers, in fact, is 
that the village has been taken over 
by the local asylum residents. In 
contrast to the war raging about 
them, they are as charming, peace 
ful and loving as can be, and 
Johnny ends up as king of them all. 

In the film, there was a con 
scious effort to avoid making the 
story too sweet, light and so mean 
ingless. Also, the inmates were 
treated specifically as adult 
innocents, not whacked-out chil 
dren. For starters, that's exactly 
what's not done in this musical 
version; everyone is smothered 
in pablum and sentiment. The 
inmates aren't simply charming. 
‘They are cute and cuddly, and 
supplied with a variety of adorably 
loony things to say. In fact, there's 
no real sense of madness at all. It's 
more like watching a group of five 
year-olds cavorting on the stage, 
and subsequently, the lines get 
boring and stale. A great score 
might make up for the dialogue, 
but, unfortunately, that's precisely 
what The King of Hearts doesn't 
have — a sad state of affairs for a 
musical. Most of the songs are 
mediocre at best, and some of the 
lyrics (“I feel as if I'm seeing... 
another human being”) are 
downright silly. 

What does work here is an 
exuberance that minimizes, though 
it doesn’t eliminate, the flaws. ‘The 
director and choreographer, Ron 
Field, has been smart the pro 
duction numbers are so lavish and 
skillfully performed that the 
emphasis is on the action, not 
what's being said or sung. ‘The 
dancing is full of verve, a circus set 
up by the inmates i ctacular 
and those dumb lyrics just sink into 











the background. What this all boils 
down to is bona fide (if not great) 
entertainment, despite the cute 
ness, weak backbone, and some 
minor technical bugs (sets that 
won't move properly, some bad 
microphone placement and so 
forth). 

The cast helps, too. Gary 
Morgan. as the asylum deaf mute 
(named, of all things, Demos 
thenes), is lucky enough not to deal 
with the score. Instead, he steals 
the show with his quick, expres 
sive pantomime. England's Milli 
cent Martin is here, swinging on 
ropes and providing plenty of 
energy; and Pamela Blair, who 
originated “Dance 10, Looks 3” in 
A Chorus Line, is a pert Jeunefille, 
the young inmate who steals 
Johnny's heart. The one big casting 
disappointment of the evening is 
Donald Scardino as Johnny, who 
might have molded his character 
on the Andy Griffith Show's Opic. 
“4\eeh his harsh voice and gee: whiz 
style, he just hampers all the action, 
which will continue at the Colonial 
until October 7. 

The All Night Strut, on the 
other hand, is a tightly woven 
musical revue, depending on tried 
and true songs from the Thirties 
and Forties. It does run the risk of 
being too familiar; after all, in these 
days of Bette Midler and Man 
hattan Transfer, we've been up to 
our necks in revival material and 
camp. It’s to the credit of the per 
formers involved, and director 
choreographer/originator Fran 
Charnas, that this kind of show 
resists overkill. 

It does so wonderfully. It cockily 
strides up to meet the challenge 
with beautifully timed, excitingly 
choreographed numbers, all 
performed under a jazzy Deco 
marquee. And the show is just the 
right length, long enough to bring a 
variety of classics to a willing 
audience, short enough to keep the 
pleasure from receding into bore 
dom. All the voices are hearty, and 
Andrea Danford, tall and slim, is 
particularly delightful with her 
mechanized facial gestures and low, 
rich voice. She has worthy com 
panions in David Montague, Nancy 
Gulla and Tony Rich. 

With numbers like “In The 
Mood,” “Java Jive” and “I Get 
Ideas,” Strut can't help being slick 
That, however, is the point here. 
‘This is the two decades remem- 
bered with a gloss and sheen they 
didn't really have. It is functioning 
as a wild kind of fantasy that Strut 
pulls together, and the glamorous 
illusion remains throughout. Even 
if the show is trendy, even if the 
nostalgia business has just about 
run its course, Strut deserves to be 
packing them in until its last night, 
October 14. 
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Symphony has a

A question you don't often hear 
asked in this town, if only because 
the answer is taken for granted, is: 
Why is the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra such a great orchestra? 
Why, in fact, is it ranked among 
the “Big Five” along with the New 
York, Cleveland, Philadelphia and 
Chicago orchestras? 

A harder question you couldn't 
find. 

Music is the ultimate in non- 
verbal communication, and find- 
ing exact words and phrases for 
musical experience is well-nigh 
impossible. (‘That's why there is so 
little really good writing on music.) 
It can only be described as soft or 
loud, slow or fast in relation to | 
other music. When you get into the 
critical vocabulary with “voluptu- 
ous,” “mellow,” “glistening” and | 





lem becomes apparent. 

The only way an orchestra can 
be judged is by listening to other 
orchestras. Several seasons ago, 1 
commuted between Montreal and 
Boston and heard the Montreal 
Symphony on alternate weeks with 
the BSO. The former is a fair-to- 
middling orchestra of ordinary 
musicians who are paid low wages. 
‘The conductors are either older 
men finishing a so-so career or 
young ones just starting out. 

In Montreal I heard massed 
violins playing a score but never a 
string choir in song. Never did I 
hear that wonderful amalgam of 


| balance and sound that can come 


only from a world-class orchestra 
that has been at it a long, long 
time. 

Since its beginning in 1841, the 
BSO has been blessed with some of 
the world’s great conductors - 
Monteux, Kousevitsky, Munch, 
Steinberg and now Seiji Ozawa — 


| who have had the pick of orches- 


tral musicians and then demanded 
continued excellence from them. 
The musicians themselves have a 
say in the selection of their col 
leagues and, if anything, are even 
less tolerant of inadequate 
musicianship. 

This year's Symphony season 
starts today (September 28); and, 
in scheduling, one Symphony 
season is like every one that has 


that kind of loose change, the prob- gone before it. There are 22 pro- 
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grams performed on Friday after 
noon at 2, repeated on Saturday 
evenings at 8 and in most cases 
repeated again on the following 
Tuesday and Thursday nights at 8. 
The Tuesday and Thursday con 
certs are scrubbed when the 
orchestra travels to Providence or 
New York in March. There are also 
a series of open rehearsals on 
Wednesday evenings at 7:30 with a 
lecture beforehand by Michael 
Steinberg, who writes the program 
notes, beginning at 6:45. 

Tickets have gone up consider 
ably this year. They start at $6.50 
and go up to $14.50. But have no 
fear; in Symphony Hall there are 
no bad seats, only slightly better 
ones. (‘The hall is one of the three 
best in the world; only those in 
Amsterdam and Vienna compare.) 

Getting tickets is rarely a 
problem, though, and I can never 
remember being turned away from 
any concert I wanted to hear. 
Though most of the tickets, and 
especially the. geeher priced ones, 
are sold by subscription, the sub- 
scribers who can't make a concert 
are religious about calling the box 
office so their tickets can be resold. 
Go to the ticket office about an 
hour beforehand. While you won't 
have a wide selection, you will in 
all probability get a seat at the 
price you want to pay. To buy 
tickets in advance, go to the box 
office up to three weeks before a 
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particular concert — except for the 
first concert of a series, when you 
have to buy the ticket on the day of 
the performance. 

And what should you hear this 
season, if you are an infrequent 
concert-goer or have never been at 
all? Symphony has a nice meld this 
year — as it does every year — of 
“greats” like Beethoven, Bach and 
Mozart, the “moderns” like Strauss 
and Mahler, lesser known works by 
Haydn and Albinoni, vocal works 
and a smattering of new works by 
contemporary composers. 

On November 24, 25, and 28, 
Seiji Ozawa conducts and Itzhak 
Perlman, one of the best young 
violinists around, will play J.S. 
Bach's violin Concerto in E and 
then, separated by 200 years, Alan 
Berg's Violin Concerto written in 
1935. The contrast between 
Baroque and modern offers a fine 
perspective on what an orchestra 
does and how it does it. 

On January 19 and 20, Ozawa 
conducts again, this time with the 
BSO's concertmaster, Joseph Sil 
verstein and another young 
virtuoso, Pinchas Zukerman, play 
ing violin and viola respectively. 
The work is Mozart's Sinfonia 
Concertante in E flat, one of the 
rare times when he turned a brown 
study into music. (Mozart was 
always an entertainer and never 
sought to offend.) 

The last piece you might want to

hear is Beethoven's Ninth Sym- 
phony on April 26, 28 and 28. The 
Ninth is the “War and Peace” of 
music, Beethoven's salute to the 
race, and glorious in the extreme. 
Often called the “Choral,” the 
Ninth employs four soloists — a 
soprano, mezzo-soprano, a tenor 
and baritone — and the Tangle- 
wood Chorus, standing behind the 
orchestra a hundred strong, and 
singing as if their lives depended 
upon it. 

‘The first time I heard the Ninth 
in Symphony Hall was on a rainy 
Friday afternoon many years ago. I 
took my seat next to an old gentle 
man who, along with his wife, had 
been subscribers for years and 
years. His wife was ill that day, and 
it was her ticket I had bought at 
the box office. The old gentleman 
and I chatted for a while, and I 
mentioned that I had never heard 
the Ninth in a concert hall. He 
paused for a moment at this and 
then said, “You know the first time 
Theard it? 1 was at Harvard and I 
sang in the chorus right up there, 
50 years ago this month.” 

Audiences also make great 
orchestras.

Here is a movie worth seeing twice. 
What makes A Wedding interesting 
is its collection of character pieces, 
hung on the framework of a family 
wedding and the subsequent recep 
tion. Altman has a fine eye for 





detail: his “bit” players are as 
finely drawn as his stars; he puts 
“big" names into small parts, new 
comers into starring roles, and still 
lets a small name in a small part 
shine. Lillian Gish, as Nettie Sloan, 
the matriarch of the Sloan-Corelli 
clan, has a brief speaking part: she 
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is beautifully fragile. Amy Stryker 
plays Muffin Brenner, the bride 
with braces, who seems to have 
absolutely no idea of what is going 
on on what is supposed to be “her 
day.” Part of her problem, of 
course, is her moon-faced groom, 
Dino Corelli, played by Desi Arnaz, 
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Jr. Dennis Christopher, as Hughie 
Brenner, the brother of the bride, 
darn near steals the show when 
ever the camera catches him. 

There is no plot. Action is deter 
mined by personality and the 
passage of time, Most of the char 
acters are introduced to us at the 
wedding ceremony. The frozen, 
stiff jawed faces of the bridal party 
and the acolyte who lip-synchs the 
service are delightful. The rest of 
the cast joins in at the reception, 
which goes astray despite the best 
efforts of the wedding consultant, 
Rita Billingsley. She is played by 
Geraldine Chaplin with some of the 
busy-body “Opal from the BBC” 
mannerisms that marked her per 
formance in Altman's earlier 
Nashville. Poor old Miss 
Billingsley, she’s a vicarious bride, 
and more to be pitied than cen 
sured, despite her schedules and 
her officious plans. 

A Wedding is not an exposé of 


what Altman perceives as the last 
great ritual of our culture. There is 
nothing about it that is mean or 
muckraking. It isn’t a tacky 
wedding, and it isn't a slapstick 
laughriot. What are exposed are the 
little idiosyncracies of two families 
and their friends. ‘There is an 
addict, a homosexual, a simple 
minded nymphomaniac, an 
alcoholic, a couple of potential 
adulterers, a pill-popper. Not, 
perhaps, your family circle, but 
realistic, nevertheless. 

Keep an eye out for the great 
bits contributed by the security 
staff (John Considine, Patricia 
Resnick, Margery Bond and 
Dennis Franz, all in sunglasses and 
walkie talkies). Lauren Hutton 
wanders through as a documentary 
film-maker, always apologizing. 
John Cromwell, as the antique 
Bishop Martin, is very funny.

Bread and Chocolate 

Nino Manfredi plays Nino Garafoli, 
introduced as a sort of vulgar klutz, a 
misfit in his purple shirt and perfectly 
awful tie. Nino is an Italian worker 
who, like so many of his compatriots, 
has left behind the land of sun and song 
to find his fortune in Switzerland. The 
dream of all these workers is to make 
enough money to import their wives 
and children, or to return home as 
heroes.

The theme of nostalgia, the 
real ache for the homeland, is diluted 
with slapstick and satire. Manfredi has 
1 few moments of quiet desperation: he 
can't seem to decide whether to be 
Mastroianni or Chaplin. He doesn't 
break our hearts, but he’s a likeable guy 
in a likeable movie. Bread and Choco- 
late is sweet and filling and not, ulti 
mately, very nourishing. With Anna 
Karina, John Dorelli, and Paolo Truco, 
Beacon Hill. 





Cat and Mouse 

Written and directed by Claude 
Lelouch, who made the Oscar-winning 
A Man and A Woman (1966), Cat and 
Mouse (made in 1975) is a traditional 
murder mystery with a contemporary 
emphasis on human relationships. The 
results, for the most part, are enter 
taining but, like human relationships, 
not always easy to understand. Serge 
Reggiani and Philippe Leotard are hot 
on the heels of Michele Morgan, And 
they have Starsky and Hutch beat by @ 
mile, But the plot gets confusingly 
thick as the police get bogged down 
with an entwined art theft, police cor 
ruption, and CIA-type political under 
tones.

Before you start to work, check codes 


If you plan to add a 
room to your home or 
convert an existing one, 
first familiarize yourself 
with your local building 
codes, says the National 
Home Improvement 
Council. 

Building codes are on 
the books of virtually 


every town, city and 
country in the nation, but 
they vary widely from 
one municipality to 
another. 

As a general rule, 
however, a building per- 
mit is required whenever 
structural work is involv: 
ed or when the basic liv 


ing area of a residence is 
to be altered. 

For example, if you 
plan to partition off an un- 
finished area of your 
home and complete it as a 
room, you'd need a 
building permit in most 
localities. This is because 
you'd be changing an 


area in your home from 
storage to living space. 
Code requirements and 
details respecting 
building permits are 
usually available at your 
town hall. You simply 
pay the required fee and 
assume responsibility for 
failure to file permit 


A checklist of musts readies house 


At the first cold snap in 
the air, you know winter 
isn’t far off. And, though 
it may be weeks before 
the mercury plummets, 
now's the time to get your 
house and property ready 
for cold weather. 


To help you prepare for 
winter this year, here's a 
checklist to keep handy: 

Bring in the plants 
before a surprise frost 
nips and kills leaves. You 
can take cuttings from 
big geraniums, Swedish 
ivy or spider plants that 
have flourished outdoors 
all summer. 

Leave the mother 
plant outdoors and root 
the new shoots for next 
year's garden. Don't 
forget to dig up dahlia 
bulbs for basement 
storage and replanting in 
spring. 

Clean patio furniture 
and barbecue grill before 
retiring them to the 
garage or toll shed for 
winter storage.

William J. Ketcham, 
CKD, kitchen design 
manager for General 
Electric and designer of 
the kitchen, feels the 
concept of the kitchen is 
very timely as the word 
“handicapped” today is 
much more all- 
encompassing. 

The public is becom- 
ing more aware of the 
handicaps imposed by 
birth defects and such 
crippling diseases as 
polio and multiple scle- 
josis. Moreover, more 
than two million persons 
are blind or visually 
handicapped. 

Advances in medical 
science are helping to 
keep people alive 
longer, and the natural 
increase in the nation's 
median age means an 
ever increasing percen- 
tage of the population 
over 65. Americans over 
65 now number 23 
million, and by the year 
2030 their number will 
swell to almost 52 
million, one out of every 
six Americans. 

Factors like these 
generated the idea of a 
“handicapped” kitchen, 
Ketcham said. ‘‘The 
design takes into con- 
sideration the 
homemaker whose 
movement is limited or 
who is confined to a sit- 
ting position. 


“My thinking was to 
come up with a kitchen 
that was first of all func- 
tional, and to show how 
it could be built with 
contemporary _ styling 
while controlling costs."’ 

The I-shaped kitchen 
is modified in the sink 
area and cooking 
center. The countertop 
is lower. There are no 
base cabinets (except 
beneath the wall oven 
and the tray cabinet bet- 
ween the dishwasher 
and refrigerator), so a 
wheelchair can roll up 
to and under the 
counters. 

A shallow-bowl sink 
with rear drain and 
single-control faucet 
also permits a straight- 
on approach and 
legroom under the 
counter and sink area. 

For those who may 
find it difficult to reach 
controls, switches for 
the food waste disposer, 
hood fan and light are 
installed at the front of 
the counter, along with 
a switch for fluorescent 
countertop lighting. 

While providing am- 
ple storage space, the 
cabinet designs and 
location also are more 
functional for a 
homemaker with 
limited activity 

There are easy-grip 
handles, and open shelv- 
ing helps make cooking 
and serving uzensils 
easy to reach. Items in 
the storage area above 
the wall oven can be 
reached from a sitting 
position, and the shelf 
arouad the counter also 
provides convenient

storage for small items. 

Ketcham points out 
that while such a kit- 
chen can assist many 
handicapped to become 
more __ self-dependent, 
necessary modifications 
are not major tasks. For 
example, the cabinets 
by Scheirich are stock 
units and the appliances 
are standard General 
Electric models. 

The only cabinetry 
modification necessary 
was one to allow the 
wall oven to be installed 
at a lower-than-usual 
height, and several 
manufacturers produce 


the shallow sink and 
elbow products. 

Also in recognition of 
the needs of the visually 
handicapped, General 
Electric provides 
Braille-style knobs free 
of charge for any of its 
GE or Hotpoint brand 
ranges, as well as 
Braille control panels 
for its home laundry 
equipment. These con- 
trols may be obtained 
by sending the model 
and serial number of the 
appliance to the range 
or home laundry depart- 
ment at General Elec- 
tric, Appliance Park, 
Louisville, Ky.

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‘Back-to-the city’ calls for 
fresh remodelling approach 


Their parents moved 
out, but they're moving 
back in. 

So says the National 
Home Improvement 
Council, which indicates 
that a substantial number 
of younger, middle- 
income families, priced 
out of the suburban hous- 
ing market, have begun 
to buy and _ renovate 
homes in larger cities 
across the nation. 

As a result, thousands 
of urban residences that 
were begging for buyers 
only a few years ago have 


recently been snapped up 
at comparative bargain 
prices, comments NHIC. 

Urban areas favored by 
the returnees are the 
solid, blue-collar 
neighborhoods, while the 
most sought-after homes 
are those with a claim to 
architectural distinction, 
such as New York's 
brownstones, San Fran- 
cisco's Victorians, and 
Federal-style houses in 
Philadelphia and 
Washington. 

Reasons cited for the 
back-to-the-city move in- 
clude; 


Storage problems 
in small places 


Few people who have 
lived in houses all their 
lives are aware of the 
storage problems faced 
by apartment dwellers. 
The average apartment 
is short on closets, and 
those they have are often 
small and cramped. 


It’s all too easy in an 
apartment to let things 
coagulate ‘out of the 
way,'’ which avoids the 
problem, without solving 
it.

You don’t need to know all their 
Latin names and idiosyncrasies to get 
a great deal of pleasure from indoor 
plants. 

Even if you weren't blessed with a 
‘green thumb,"’ you can mother a 
satisfying array of plants that will 
thrive indoors during cold weather 
months. 

Check appropriate lighting 

First, select an appropriate area to 
house your plants. A bay window with 
morning sunlight may be the ideal 
location for most—from the hardy 
Swedish ivy to the prolific spider 
plant. 

African violets should be placed 
where their illumination is more con- 
trolled—on a living room coffee table 
or hallway stand; too much sunlight 
or water will cause them to wither. 

Even before purchasing and repot- 
ting your plants, prepare the area for 
your foliage display. Wash all win- 
dows and dry immediately with a 
paper towel or lint-free cloth. 

Cloudy days are best for washing 
windows: bright sunlight will dry the 
glass so quickly that it causes a 
streaked appearance. 

Then plan your arrangement. Be 
sure plants are potted adequately and 
have enough room to flourish over the 
winter. Spiders, Wandering Jews and 
Swedish ivy are all ideal hanging 
plants. 

A philodendron can be trained to 
climb a piece of bark or lattice—so 
place one on a shelf or window ledge 
where it will have room to grow up.

Education for adults 


Less than a generation 
ago, education was a very 
rigid process. Students 
progressed from grade 
school, to high school. Some 
went to college, fewer went 
to graduate school. But this 
was accomplished in an 
inflexible time frame. A few 
students left school or 
college for a year and then 
went back; fewer still 
decided to go back after a 
number of years. “Night 
school'’ usually meant 
courses in English, an 
occasional lecture series, 
and courses in leisure-time 
activities like photography 
or cake decorating. A few 
institutions provided ex- 
tension courses, offering 
academic subjects in the 
evening. 


The system changed over 
a decade ago, however. The 
student political activity of 
the sixties and the 
simultaneous dropping out, 
the information explosion 
which made some jobs 
obsolete and led to the 
development of new ones— 
all these, among other 
things, contributed to the 
concept of lifelong learning. 

High school graduates 
began to work a year or two 
and then go to college. 
College students began to 
drop out after a year or two
